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ok these Jlandes, bipngeth forthe Maſtix, Moes, and fun: 
Dipe other tweete gummes and fppces as doth 1xdis, Cotton 
alto of the gollampine trec, as in Iudis in the countrep of the 
people called Seres. | | 
The languages ok all the nations of theſe landes, mape 
well be written with our Latine letters. Foz they cal heauen 
Turi. A Houle, Bos, Golde, Cauni . A good man, Taino. nothing 


Mayani, All other woꝛdes of thepz language, they pronounce 


as playnely as we doo the Latine tongue. In thefe landes 
they kounde no trees knowen vnto them, but ppne appe trees, 
and date trees: And thofe of maruelous hepght and exceding 
harde, by reafon of the greate mopfinciic and katneſſe of the 
grounde, with continuall and temperate heate of the lonne, 
whiche endurcth fo all the hole pere. They plapnelp afpime 
the glande of Hipariol to be the mot fruitekul lande that the 
heauen compatteth aboute, as Hall moze largelp appere here: 


after in the particular delcription of the tame, whiche we in: 


tende to lette koozthe when we (all be better inſtructed. 
Thus makpnge a leage of krendchpppe with the kynge, and 
lcauynge with hym. xxxviii. men to fearche the Jlande, he de 
parted to Spapne takpnge with hyn. x. ok the inhabitauntes 
to lerne the Spaniſhe tongue, to the intent to b£e them after: 
warde for interpretours . Colonus therfore at his returne, was 
‘honorably receaued of the kyng and queen: who canfed him 
to lytte in theyꝛ prefence, whiche is a token of great loue and 
Bonoure amonge the Spaniardes. He was alſo made Admi⸗ 
tall of the Ocean: and his brother gouenoure of the Aland. 
To worde the lecond viage, he was kurniched with. pt. hip⸗ 
pes: wherok there were great caractes ok athoufand tunne: 
ii. were of that forte, whiche the Spantardes call carauclas: 
without deckes: and twoo other of the lame forte ſomewhat 
bpygger, and moze apte to beare deckes, by realon of the guet: 
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nelle of thepꝛ maſtes. He had allo a thonland and two hun⸗ 


dꝛeth armed kootemen well appopnted: Amonge whiche were 
manp artikicers, as fmpthes, carpenters, mpners, and fuche 
other: Lertapne hozlemen allo, wel armed: Atketwife mares, 
chiepe, heyghlers, and luch other of bothe kindes for incrale, 
Apkewile all kynde of pulfe oz grapne and cozne, as wheate, 
barlpe, rpe, beanes and peafe, and luche other, as well foz 
tood as to fowe: Belpde vpnes, plates and leedes, OF ROE

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trees, kruites, and herbes, as thale countrepes lache, And 
(not to be forgotten) fundip kindes of artillerp e iron tooles, 
as bowes, artowes, crollebowes, bylles, hargabures, biode 
finoordes, large targettes, pikes, mattockes, ſhbouelles, ham 
mers, naples, kawes, ares, and fuche other. Thus bepnge 
kurniched accoꝛdyngelp, they fet koꝛwarde from the glandes 
DE Gades, (nowe called cs,) the. vii. day before the calendes 
of October, in the pere of Chꝛiſte. 14-93. and arcined at the 
landes of Canarie, at the calendes of October. Ok theke J⸗ 
landes, the latte is called Ferres, in whiche there is no other 
water that mape be dꝛunke, but onelp that is gathered of the 
dewe whiche continually diſtilleth krom one onelp tree grow⸗ 
eng: on the higheſt backe of the Jlande, and kalleth into a 
tounde trenche made with mannes bande. We were inkour⸗ 
med of thele thynges within kewe dapes after his departure, 
what Hal Cuccede, we wyl certifie powe hereafter. Thus kare

Take 
it therkoꝛe as koloweth. The thpzde dape of the des of De: 
tober, departynge from Faves, the laſte of the landes of ca: 


naria, and from the coſtes of Spapne with a nauie of. x vii.ſhip⸗ 


pes, thep faplen, xxi. dapes before they came to any Jlande: 
inclyning of purpofe more towarde the lefte hand then at the 
kpzſt viage, kolowyng the nozthnoztheaſt wynde:and arriued 
fprit at the glandes of the Canibales, 92 Caribes of which onelp 
the kame was knowen to our men. Amonge thele, they chaun 
{ed kyꝛſte vpon one, fo befer with trees, that they coulde not 
fe lo muche as an elle ſpace of bare earthe oꝛ ſtonp grounde 
this they called Dominic, bicaufe they found it on the lundap. 
They taried here no tyme, bycauſe they faltos it to be delerte. 
In the (pace of thele.xxi.dapes, thep thynke that they lapled. 
hifi, hundzeth and. xx. leaques, the Nozthenoztheaſt wynde 
was fo full with them, and fo krelſhelp kolowed the ſterne of 
theyꝛ ſhyppes. After they hadde lapled a Ipttell kurther, they 
elpied dpuerfe Jlandes replenplhed with lundrpe kyndes of 
trees, krom the whiche came fragrant fauours of ſppces and 
weete gummes . Here they lawe neyther man noz beaſte, er: 
kept certapne lifartes of huge bignelle, as thep reported whi⸗ 
che went alande to viewe the countrep. This Jland they caw 
led Claud, o; Galants , rom the cape 02 popnt of this Aland, ef: 
pping a mountapne a karre ok, thep fapled thyther. Aboute. 
gre. mples from this mountapne, chep ſawe a rpuer dilcẽding 
whiche feemed to be a token ok fome great and large Audde , 
This is the kyꝛſte lande whiche they kounde inhabited from 
kh Ru les af Coíaris, AND is an Jlande ok the Canibales, as 
| 1 ep lerned by the interpzetours whiche they tooke with them 
krom Aypaniols into Späpne at thep2 fprtte viage. Serchynge 
the Zlande, they kounde innumerable villages of. xx. houles 
bz, xxx. at the mooſte, kette rounde abowte in oꝛder, ma⸗ 
kynge the ſtreete in coompalte lyke a markette place. And fox 
Almuch as J haue made mention ok theyꝛ houles it hal nothe 
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greatelp from mp purpole to delcribe in what maner thep are 
T he bullding buplded. They are made rounde lpke belles o2 rounde paup⸗ 
of theyꝛ hou: lions. Thepꝛ Frame is rapſed of excedynge hyghe trees, ſette 
fes. clofe together and kaſt rampaired in the grounde,fo ſtandyng 
a Lope and bending inward that the toppes of the trees iopne 
together and beare one agaynſte an other, hauynge allo with⸗ 
in the hoult, cectapne ſtronge and ſhoꝛte props oꝛ poſtes whi⸗ 
che kuſtepne the trees from kallynge. They couer them with 
the leaucs of date trees and other trees ſtrongly compact and 
Hardened, wherewith they make them clofe from wynde and 
wether. At the Hort poſtes oꝛ pꝛoppes within the haute, they 
tic rapes of the cottõ of go Tampíne trees, oꝛ other ropes made 
of certayne long and toughe rotes much Ipke vnto the Minbbe 
called Sputum, Wherok in olde tyme they bled to make bondes 
for vpnes and cabuls and ropes fo Hyppes . Thele they tye 
duerthwarte the houle from poſte to pofte. On thefe they lep 
as it were certapne mattrelles made of the cotton of the gots 
fampine trees, whiche grote plentikullp in thefe Randes. 
This cotton the Spantardes call Algodon, and the Italians 
Bombafine. And thus they lleepe in hangynge beddes. At the 
enteraunce of one of thepꝛ houles, they lawe two Images of 
woodde lyke vnto lerpentes, whiche they thaughte had byn 
fuch idoles as they honour . But they lerned akterwarde that 
they were Lette there onelp For coomlpnelte . For they knowe 
none other god then the Hunne and Moone, althoughe they 
make certaine Images of goſlampine cotton to the ſimilituds 
of luch phantalies as they lay appere to them in the nyghte. 
Our men found in thepz houles, all kyndes of erthen vellels, 
not muche vnlpke vnto oures . Thep kounde alfo in thepz ki: 
chens, mannes tele, duckes elite, and goofe llelſhe, al in 
one pot: and other on the ſpittes redye to be lapde to the fire. 
: Entrpnge into thcpz inner lodgynges, they kounde kaggottes 
Arrowe heds nf the bones of mennes armes and legges, which they relerue 
of bones. to make heades koz theyr arrowes, bpcante they lache iron. 
The other bones they cafe awape when they haue eaten the 
fee. They founde likewile the heade of a ponge man kaſte⸗ 
ned to a poſte and pet bledinge. They haue in Come billages, 
one great haule oz pallaice, aboute the whiche thepꝛ common 
houkes are placed. To this they reloꝛt, as often as they come 
together to plape. When thex perceaued the aan 
| — N our men 
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our men, thep fledde, in theyꝛ houles they kounde alſo aboue 
ser. chyldꝛen and women captiues which were relerued to be 
eaten, but our men tooke them awape to ble them fo2 inter: 
pꝛetoures. Searchyng moze diligentlp thynner partes of the 
Illande, they kounde. vii. other rpuers, bygger then this wht 
che we lpake of before, runnpng thronghe the Jlande, with 
kruitekull and pleafante banckes, delectable to beholde. This 
Ilande, they called Cuadalupes, fox the ſimilitude that it hath 
to the mounte Guedupus in Spapne, where the Image ok the 
virgin MARIE is ccligiouſiy honoꝛed. But the inhabitaun⸗ 
tes caul it Carucveria, 0% Queraquiers , Ft is the chiefe habitation 
ok the Canibdes. Thep brought from this Jland. vii. opin: 
gapes, bygger then phelantes, muche difterpnge from other in 
coloure : haupnge they? backes, bꝛeſtes, and bealics ok purple 
colouve, and thepz wynges of other variable coloures. In al 
thele glandes is no lee plentie of popingiapes then with 
vs of kparrowes 0) ſtarlinges. As we bꝛynge vp capons and 
hennes to francke où make them katte, fo do they thelt bigger 
Kyndes of poppngaies for the fame purpoſe. After that they 
phadde thus learched the glande and dꝛyuen thele Caribiles to 
Aypghte, (whiche rannt awape at thep2 fp2 approche as fone 
as thep had elpied them) they cauled thepꝛ company together, 


And as foone as they had broken the Canibals boates oz lpgh⸗ 


ters (whiche they call cross) they lowled theyz ankers the 
dape bekoze the Ades of Rouember, and Departed from Gua 
delupea, Coloms the admirall, for the delpꝛe he hadde ta fe his 
tompanions, whiche at his fpr vyage he lefte the pere befoze 
in Hifpaniols to ſcarche the countrep, lette pale manp Jlandes 
bvothe on his righte hande and lekte bande, and fapled direct⸗ 
p thyther. By the wape, there appeared from the Morthe. Y 
great Flande which the captines that were taken in Hifpaniola, 
cCauled Medanino, 02 NMatinino: Afkixmynge it to be inhabited only 
with toomé: To whöõ the cilales haue accelle at certen cymes 
k the peare, as in owolde tyme the Thracians had to the Anizo- 
nes in the Jlande of Leftos. The men children, they lende ta 
thepꝛ kathers.

This lande he affivme to bec very fruitkull and full of peo: 
ple as well in thinner partes of the lame as by the Do ze: And 


that thinhabitantes are of quicker wytte then in the other 3: 
landes, and moze experte artificers and warrelpke men. Foz 
in many places where he woulde haue arrpued, they came ac: 


med agepnſt him and forbodde him with threatening worꝛdes 
But beinge auercome, they made a league ok krendechip with 


Don. Thus departynge from Iamaica,, he ſapled towarde the 
Welle with a prolperous wynde Foz the Cpace of thꝛeetcoze & 
AA r ö il tenne dapes 
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tente dayes: thinkinge that he had palled fo karre by the com 
pate of the earth being vnderneth vs, that be had byn nere 
nto Aurea Cherfonefus (no we cauled Malaccha,) in owre ale In 
dia beyonde the beginninge ok Pexfides, Foz he plapnelp bele⸗ 
ned that he had lekte onely two of the twelue howꝛes of the 
konne, which were vnknowen to vs, kor the owlde wzpters 
haue lekte halke the courte of the lonne vntouched, where as 
thep haue but onelp dilculled that fuperficiall parte of the 
earth which lpeth betwene the Slandes of Gades and the tp: 
ner of Ganges: oz at the vttermoſte, to Aurea Cherſoncſis. In 
this nauigation, he chaunced on many kurious feas, running 
With a kaule as it had byn the ſtreames ok fluddes: Alco manp 
Whoꝛlepooles, and chelkes, with many other daungers, and 
fireygbtes by realon of the multptude of landes, which lep 
on kuerp (pde. But not regardinge all thele perelles, he deter 
myned to proceade vntyl he had certaine knowledge whether 
Cuba were an lande or kirme lande. Thus he lapled kozward 
coaſtinge euer by the More towarde the weſte for the ſpace of 
LL. crit. leagues, that is, abowte a thoulande and thꝛee hun 


dꝛeth mples : And gaue names to Leuen hundzeth landes by 
the wape: Leaupnge allo on the lekte hande (as he feared not 
to reporte) thꝛee thoulande here and three, But let vs nowe 
returne to luche thinges as he kowonde {worthy to be noted in 
this nauigation. Saplinge therfore by the lyde ol cubs, and 
fearchinge the nature of the places, he elpied not karre krom 
Alpha and O, à large hauen ok capacitie to harboꝛowe manpe 
chippes: whole enteraunce is bendinge, beinge inclofed on 
bothe ſpdes with capes oꝛ popntes which receaue the water. 
This hauen is large within, and ok exceadinge depthe. Sap: 


linge by the hore of this porte, he fatoe not farre Frome the 


fame, two cotages couered with recedes, and in manp places 
kper kpndeled. Here he Lente certepne armed men owte of the 
chippes to the cotages: where they fotonde nother man 102 


Roſted fyſſhe woman, but roſtemeate enowgh. Foz thep kownde certepne 
and ferpents fppttes of woodde lpenge at the fre, bauinge fpibe on theym 


abowt a hundieth potonde weight, and two ferpentes of. vil 
foote longe a piece, wherat matueplinge, and lokynge abowt 
ik they coulde elpye any of thinhabitantes, and that none ap⸗ 


ad à 


peared in ſyght (koꝛ they lledde all to the mountapnes at the 


comminge of owe men) they fell to thepe meate, and 1 55 17 
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kyſhe taken with other mens trauaple: But they abſtepned fra 
the lerpentes, which they afirme to differ nothinge from Cro 
codiles of Egypt, but onelp in byggenes. Foꝛ (as Plinie Lapel) 
Crocodiles haue fumetpmes bpn fotonde of. xviii. cubettes 
longe. But of thele the byggeſt were but ok. viii. fote. Thus be 
inge well rekrelſhed, they entered into the next woodde where 
they fotonde manp ot the fame kynde ok lerpentes hangynge 
vppon bowghes of trees: of the which fume had they: mou: 

thes tped with Arpuges, and fume theyꝛ teethe taken owte. 
And as thep fearched the places nere vnto the hauen, they 
lawe abowte. xx. men in the toppe of a hyghe rocke, whiche 
fledde as loone as thep had elpied owre men. who bp lignes 
and tokens of peace, caulinge them agepne, there was one 
which came nere them and ſtoode on the toppe of a rocke, ſee⸗ 
mynge as thowah he were pet ferekull. But the Admiral ſent 
one Didacus to hym, a man of the lame countrep, whom he had 
at his kpꝛſte vpage taken in the Jlande of Guanshaini, beinge 
nere vnto Cubs: wyllinge hym to come nere and not to bee as 
krapde. When he harde Didacus ſpeke to him in his owne tonge 
he came bowldly to hym: and choꝛtly after reloꝛted to his có: 
pany, perſuadinge them to come Without all feare. After this 
mellage was Doone, there Defcended krome the rockes to the 
(bippes , aboiwt three ſcoꝛe and ten of thinhabibitantes, pꝛo⸗ 
keringe krendeſhippe and gentelnes to owre men: whiche the 
Admirall accepted thankekullp, and gane them dpuers rewar 
des: And that the rather for that he had intelligence by Di: 
dacus thenterpꝛetoure, that thep were the kynges kylchers, lent 
ok theprlorde to take fyſche ageynſt a lolemne keaſte which he 
zepared koz an other kpnge. And wheras the Admirales men 
ad eaten the kylſhe whiche thep lekte at the kyze, they were 
the gladder therok, bycaule they had lekte the ferpentes. Foz 
there is nothinge amonge thepꝛ delicate dplſhes, that they 
eſteeme fo muche as thele ferpentes : In loo muche that it is 
no moze lawfull fo2 the common people to cate of them, then 
peacockes oz phelantes amonge vs. As for the kylches, they 
doubted not to take as many moze the fame npght. Beypnge 
alked why they kyꝛſt roſted the fyſſhe which they entended to 
beare to their kynge. Thep anlwered, that they might bee the 
krelſher and uncorrupted, Thus iopninge bandes for a token 
ol further frende hip, euerp man relozted to his owne. The 
D. ii. Admiral 
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Admirall went kozwarde as he had appopnted, folowing the 
faulinge of the lonne krom the begintinge of Cubs cauled Ab 
pbs and o. The ſhoꝛes 02 fea bankes cuen vnto this hauen, al⸗ 
beit they be ful of trees, pet are they rowgh with mountams. 
DE thele trees, lume were ful ok blollodmes and flores and 
other laden with fenites. Beyonde the haut the lande is moze 
fertile and peopulous, whole inhabitantes are moze gentpll 
and more delpꝛous of owre thinges. Foz as lone as they had 
elpied owre ſhippes, they Locked all to the fhorc, biynginge 
with them fuche bꝛeade as they are accuſtomed to eate, and 
gourdes full of water, offeringe theym bnto owre mend and 
further delpꝛinge them to coome alande. In all thefe Jlandes 
is a certepne kynde of trees as bygge as elmes, whiche beare 
gourdes in the ſteade of kruites. Thele they ble only for Din 
konge pottes, and to fetche water in, but notfoz meate, foz 
the inner fubfance of them, is lower then gaule, & the barke 
as harde as anp ſhelle. At the Ades of Maye, the watche men 
lokinge owte of the toppe caſtell of the ſhyppe towarde the 
Southe, fawe a multitude of landes ſtandinge thicke toges 
ther, beynge all well repleniched with trees, graíle, and her⸗ 
bes, and wel inhabyted. In the More of the continent / he chat 
ced into a nauigable rpuer whole Water was foo hotte, that 
no man myght endure to abyde his bande therein anp tyme. 
The dap kolowinge, efpping a karre of a Lanoa of kpſher men 
of thinhabitantes, feavinge leaſt they chulde fipe at the {pahe 
of owre men, he commaunded certepne to allaple them mend 
with the Mpppe boates, But thep kearinge nathinge, tarped 
the comminge of owre men. Nowe al pou heare a newe kind 
ok kychinge. Lpke as we with grephoundes doo hunte hares, 
in the plapne kieldes. So Doo they as it were with a huntpng 
kylche, take other kylſhes. This kylſhe was of ſhape oz fourme 
vnknowen bute vs: but the body therok, not muche vnlpke a 
greate pele? hauinge on the hynder parte of the heade, a very 
roma) lkynne, lyke vnto a greate bagge oz pucie, This kylſhe 
is tyed by the lyde ok the boate with a code lette downe foo 
farre into the water, that the kylche mape lye cloſe hyd by the 
Kecle oꝛ bottome of the lame, foꝛ ſhee map in no cafe abyde the 
fight of the ayer. Thus when they elpie any greate kylche, oꝛ 
tortoyte (wherok there is great abundance bygger then great 
targettes) they let the coꝛde at lengthe. But when He e 
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her felfe loofed, thee enuadeth the fylche 02 tortopte as wikt⸗ 
ly as an arrowe. And where Me hath once fallened her howld 
ſhee caſteth the purle of lkynne whevof we ſpake before: And 
by dꝛawpng the lame togpther, ſoo gracpeleth her pꝛap, that 
no mans ſtrength is kuckicient to vnloole the fame, excepte by 
Ipttic and lpttle dzawinge the lyne, thee bee lykted lumwhat 
aboue the bꝛymme of the water. Foz then, as lone as fe fe: 
eth the bꝛightnes of the aper, Mee lertethe goo her howlde. 
The pꝛape therfore, beinge nowe dꝛawen nere to the bipmme 


ok the water, there leapeth loodenly owte of the boate into Hy Ther men. 


the ſea loo manpe kplchers, as mape fuice to holde falte the 
pꝛape, bntpll the reſte of the coompanp haue taken it into the 
boate. Which thinge doone, they loole foo muche of the cod, 
that the hunting kylſhe, may agepne returne to her place with 
1 the water : where by an other corde, they let Downe to her 
a plece of the prape, as we vle to rewarde grephoundes after 
they haue kylled they game, This kylſhe, they caule Cacau, 
But owre men caule it Reverfum, Whey gaue owre men koure 
toꝛtopſes taken by this meanes: And thole of luch byggenes 
that they almoſte kylled thepz fylthinge boate, For thele kyl⸗ 
thes are eſteemed amonge them for delicate meate. Owre men 
recompenled them agepne with other rewardes, and foo lette 
them departe. Beinge alked of the coompalle of that lande, 
they aunlwered that it had no ende weſtewarde. Moſt infant 
ly delpꝛinge the Admirall to coome alande: oꝛ in his name to 


lende one with thé to lalute their caxicus. (that is) their kinge: © € 


Allirmpnge that De wolde gyue owꝛe men many pielentes, pt 
they wolde goo to hym. But the admiral, leaſte he male bee 
hyndered of the vpage which he had begunne, rekuled to goo 
with them. Then they delpzed to Rnowe his name, and told 
owe men lpkewyfe the name ok theyꝛ kyng. Thus lapling on 

vet further euer toward the welt, within kewe dapes he came 
nere vnto a certepne exceding high moũtapne, wel inhabyted 

by realon ok the great kertilitte of the lame. Thinhabitauntes 

of this mountapne, bzowaht to owre suppe, bꝛeade, golkam⸗ 
pine cotton, cunntes, and kundzy kyndes of wyldkowle: de⸗ 
maundpnge velpgionip of thinterpzetoures, if chis nation dec 
cended not from heauen. The kynge ok this people, and dp:

And when they 
had at the lengthe elcaped thele ſtrapghtes, and were nowe 
coome into a mapne and large ſea, and had fayled theron koz 
the Space of fouve [core myles, they elpyed an other excedinge 
hygh mountayne, whyther the Admirall relozted to ſtoze aS 
ſhyppes with krelſhe water and fuel. Heare amonge certepnt 
wooddes of date trees, and pyneable trees of excedpng height 
he kownd two natine lpꝛynges of krelſhe water. In th: meane 
tyme whple the woodde was cuttpuge and the barrelles kpl⸗ 
lyng, one of owre archers went into the wood to hunt: where 
Men aposte: he elpped a certepne man with a whpte veſture, foolpke a 
led lite white fyper of thoꝛder of laynt Marpe of Mercedis, that at the kyꝛſle 
frrers. flight be luppoled it had byn the admiralles pꝛeeſte which he 
N . biotogbt with hym, beyng a man of the lame oꝛder. Bnt two 
other kolowed hym immediatlpe opte of the fame wooddeg, 
hoꝛtly after, he lawe a karre of a hole coompanp of men clo⸗ 
thed in apparel, beinge abo wte. xxx. in nomber. Then turning 
his backe and crpinge owte to his felowes, he made haſte to 
the ſhyppes with all that he myght dꝛyne. Thele apparelled 
men, made lignes and tokens to hym to tarp and not to bee 
akrapde. But that notwithſtandinge, he ceafed not to klpe. 
The Admirall beinge aduertiſed hereof, and not a Ipttle reiop 
lynge that he had fotonde a ciuile people, in continently Cent 
forth armed men, with commaundement, that pk neede chauld 
foo requpze, thep hulde enter koztie mples into the Jlande, 
vntyl they myght kynde eyther thofe apparelled men, oz other

inhabitantes of that countrep. When thephadde paed ouer 
the woodde, they came into n greate nlapne fullof grace and 
herbes, in which appeared no token of any pache way. Mere 
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attemptinge to goo thꝛowgh the gralle and herbes, they were 
fog entangled and bewꝛapte therin, that they were le arlely a 
ble to palle a mple, the graſſe beinge there lyttle lower then 
owꝛe type come, Beinge therkoze werped, they were enforced 
to returne agepne, kyndyng no pathe wap. The dap folowing 
he fent fooꝛth. xxv. armed men an other way: Commaun ding 
them to make diligent ſcarche and inquilition what maner of 
people inhabited the land. Who departinge, when they had 
foívnde not karre from the {ca (pde certepne fleppes ok wylde 
beaſtes, ot the which they lulpected kum to bee of Lpons keete 
being ſtriken with feare, returned backe agepne. As thep came 
they folonde a woodde in the which were many natiue vines 
here and there crepinge abowte highe trees, with marry other 
trees bearinge aromaticall fruites and lppces. DE thele vines 
they bꝛowght with them into Spaine many cluſters of grapes 
verp ponderous and full of lpcoure, But of the other kruttes, 
they bꝛowght none bycaule they putrikied by the wape in the 
ſhippe, and were caſte into the lea. They Cape alſo that in the 
laundes 02 medowes of thofe wooddes, thep ſawe flockes of 
greate cranes twyle as bygge as owres. As he went kozward 
and turned his faples to warde certepne other mountaiues, he 
elpied two cotages on the ſhoze, in the whiche he lawe onelp 

one man: who beinge bꝛowaht to the ſhyppe, lignified with 
heade, kyngers, and by al other lignes, that he coulde denife 
that the lande which lap beponde thole mountapnes, was bez 
rp full of people. And as the Admirall dꝛewe nere the Hore of 
the lame, there mette hym certepne Canoas hauinge in them ma 
ny people of the countrey, who made fignes and tokens of 
peace and frendeſhpp. But here Didscus thinterpꝛetour whiche 
vnderſtoode the language of thinhabitantes of the beginning 
of cuba, vnderſtode nat them one whprte, wherby they contp⸗ 
dꝛed that in lundꝛy pꝛouinces of cuba, were fundip languages 
He had alſo intelligence, that in the inlande of this Region, 
Was a kynge of greate power, and accuſtomed to wearc appa 
rell. Me ſayth that all the tracte of this More, was dꝛowned 
with water and full of mudde, befette with many trees, after 
the maner of owre marplſhes pet whercas in this place thep 
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kylches in the whiche pearles are gathered. But that conde 
not cante the Admirall to tracte the tyme there. nee at 
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this biage, only to prouc howe manp landes «feas he coulde 
dilcouer accozdinge to the kpnges commaundement. As thep | 
pet pꝛoceded forwarde, they lawe here and there al the wipe 
alonge by the Hare, a great Ímoke rplinge, vntpll they came 
to an other mountapne fonte lcoze mples diſtant. There was 
no coche oꝛ hyll that coulde be fcene, but the lame was all of 
atmoke. But whether thele fpers were made by thinbabi: 
tantes for their necellarp bufynes, 02 as we are wont ta lette 
beacons on kyꝛe When we fufpecte thappꝛoche of owre enemi: 
es, thereby to gyue warninge to thepꝛ neyghbours to bee in a 
redines, and gather togyther ik perhappes owre men ſhulde 
attempte anp thinge agepnſt them, 02 otherwple as ſeemethe 
moſt lpkely, to caule them togyther as to à wonder to behould 
owre Hippes, they knewe pet no certentie. In this tracte, the 
a= ſhozes bended fumctpme towarde the Sonthe, and fumecpme 
Che ſea en: towarde the Weſte and weſtelouthweſt: And the fea was cue 
tangeled ry where entangeled with Jlandes: by reafon whereok, the 
with Zlandes keeles of the ſhippes often tymes raled the landes for halo nd 
nes of the water: So that the ſhyppes beinge herp fore bꝛuled 
and appapꝛed the fayles, cables, and other tackelinges, in ma 
ner rotten, and the bptaples, (elpeciallp the byckette bꝛeade) 
coꝛrupted by takynge water at the riktes euyll clofed, the Adz 
mirall was enkoꝛced to turne backe agepne. This latte popnte 
where he touched of cubs (not pet! beinge knowen to be an 
lande) he cauled Evangelits.

where as in eatinge of them he perteaued a certepne Tamonte 
of lpyte to proceade from them, he commaunded the croppe to

of they? frange taſte. Foꝛ it ſtandeth with good reafon, that 
the flecche of beaſtes, ſhulde dꝛawe the nature and qualitie ot

places of rekuge, ik the inhabitantes ſhuld hereakter rebell in 
lpke maner, he buplded an other koztelle (Whiche he cauled 
The towreof the towze ok Cöception) betwene the citie of Hebel, and Caine 
sonception.

ble fupplication to the Admirall that they myght fianbe to

He graunted 
them theyꝛ requeſte: and appopnted fuch order that euerp Re 
gion ſhulde pape their tribute, with the commodities of thepz 
countreps, accoꝛdinge to thep2 portion, and at ſuche tyme as 
they were agreed vppon. But the violent famine dyd fruſtrate 
all thefe appopntmentes. or all the trauaples of thepz bo: 
Dyes, were (carlelp able to ſuſtice to kynde them meate in the 


wooddes, whereby to fuftepne thepz lpues, beinge of longe 


tyme contented with contes and the kruites ol wylde trees. 


pet manpe of the kynges with thepꝛ people, tuen in this er⸗ 


treme neceſlitie, bꝛowght parte of theyꝛ tribute: Bote hum⸗ 
bip defpringe the Admirall to haue compallion ot theps calas 
mit ies, and to beare with them pet a whple, vntyll the Aland 
were reſtozed to the owlde ſtate. ꝛompfinge further; that 
that which was nowe wantinge, ſtulde then bee dowble vez 
compenfed. But fewe of the inhabitantes of the mountapnes 
of Cibaus, kepte thepꝛ prompfe, bycaule they were ſoꝛer op⸗ 
pꝛelled with kamine then anp ok the other. They ſape, that 
the inhabitantes of thele mountapnes, differ no lelle in ma⸗ 
ners and language from them which dwel in the plapnes, the 
amonge vs, the ruſticalles of the countrep from gentplmen ot 
the courte: wheras not withſtandinge, they lyue bothe as ir 
were vnder one portion of heuen, and in many thinges, 
after one falſbiou, as in nakednes, and rude ſimplicitie. But 
nowe lette vs returne to Csmaboz, the kynge of the howle of 
golde, beinge in captiuitie. when he perceaued him felfe to be 
caſte in pꝛylon, fretinge and gratinge his teethe as it had bin 
a lpon of Lilia, and dapelp and nightlpe deurſinge with hym 
Cel£c howe he myght bee delpuered, beganne to perfuade the 
Admirall, that fol as muche as he had nowe taken ento his 
dominion the Regid of Cipange cibaus (w herof he was king) 
tt hulde bee expedient to lende thyther a garrplon of Christi: 
an men, to dekende the lame From the incucfions of his owid 
enempes and borberers. Foꝛ he fapde, that it was ſignpkied 


buto hym, that the countrepe was talked and ſpopled tke 
uc 
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futhe incürtions. By this craftp deuile, he thought to Dane 


brofogbt to patte, that his brother whiche was in that rege ⸗ 


on, and the other his kynkckolkes and krendes with their ad: 
herentes, fhoulde haue taken, eyther by llepghte 02 force, as 
_manp ok owze men, as myght haue redeemed hom. But the 
Admprall vnderſtandpnge his crakty meanpuge, fente Hoieda 
with luche a coompany of men, as might vanquiche the Ciba⸗ 
uians, ik they Mhulde mone warre agepniic them. Owze men 
had ſcarlely entered into the Region, but the brother of Car: 
nabos Came agentie them with an armie of fpue thoutande naz 
ked menne, armed after they? maner with clubbes, arrowes 
typte with bones, and fpeares made harde at the endes with 
kpꝛe. He Hole vpon owꝛe men beyng in one of they howles: 
and encampedrowude about the lame on cuerp (yde. This Ci 
bauian, as à man not ignozant in the difciplync of warre, a⸗ 
bowte the diſtance of a kurlonge from the howle, diuided his 
armpe into fpue bataples, appopntinge to euere of them a cit 
cuite by equal Dinifion: And placed the froont of bis owne ba 
taple, directlpe ageynſt owre men. When he had thus fee his 
bataples in good arrap, he gaue certepne lignes that the hole 
armp chulde marche kozwarde in order with equal paces, and 
with a larome krelchly allaple theyꝛ enemies, in fuch fort that 
none might elcape. But owre men indginge it better to en: 
counter with one of the bataples, then to abyde the bumt of 
the hole armp, gane oniet on the mapne bataple arangedin 
the plapne, bycaute that place was moi commodious foz 
the hozkemen. When the hozſemen therkoze hadde gpuen the 
charge, shep ouerthꝛewe them with the bꝛeſtes of thep2 hoz: 
fes, and llewe as many as abode thende ok the kpght. The re 
lidue beinge ſtryken with keare, dilparcled, and Hedde to the 
mountapnes and rockes: from whenle they made a pptifuil 
houlynge to owre men, defpringe them to fpare them: pꝛote⸗ 
ſtinge that they wolde neuer moze vebelle, but doo what fo ez 
ner they woulde commaunde them, ik they wolde fuer theim 
to lyue in they, owne countrep. Thus the brother OF Caunabos 
beinge taken, the Admirall licenced the people to reſoꝛte exe: 
ry man to his owne. Thele thinges thus koztunatelp atchined 
this Region Was pacificd. Amonge thole mountapnes, the 
vale which Caunsbos inhabited, is cauled Magons and is exce⸗ 
dynge kruitkull: hauinge in it many ‘aay (pringes : on 125 
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hers, in the lande wherok, is kownde great plentie of golde.

When this whirle 
wynde came to the hauen ok the citie, it beate Downe to the 
bottome of the fea, three ſhippes which lay at anker, & broke 
the cables in lundꝛe: and that ( which is the greater maruail) 
without anp ſtoꝛme oz rowghnes of the fea, onelp turnpnge 
them three oꝛ koͤure tymes abowte. The inhabitantes allo af: 
kirme, that the lame peare, the lea extended it Celfe further in 
to the lande, and role higher then euer it dyd before by the 
memoꝛp of man, by the {pace of a cubet. The people therfore, 
muttered amonge them Celues, that owre nation hadde trow⸗ 
bled the elementes, and caufed luch portentous lignes. Thele 
tempeſtes of the aper (which the Grecians caule Tiphones, that 
is, whyꝛle wyndes) they caule, furacanes: which they fap, doo 
often tymes chaunce in this Jlande: But that neyther they 
noꝛ thepꝛ great grandfathers euer lawe fuche violent and fu: 
rious Furacanes, that plucked vppe greate trees by the rootes: 
Nepther pet luche lurges and vehement motions on the lea, 
that {oo walked the lande. As in deede it map appeare, for as 
muche as, where lo euer the lea bankes are nere to anp plaine 
there are in maner euerp where, floziſhing medowes reachinge 
cuen vnto the Hore. But nowe let vs returne to Cammabos. AG 
kpnge Caunaboa therekoze and his brother ſhoulde haue binne 
bꝛowght into Spapne, thep oped bp the wape for verpe pen: 
ſpuenes and angupſhe of mpnde, The Admiral, whole ſhippes 
were dꝛowned in the forlayde tempeſte, perceauinge him felfe 
to bee nowe encloled, cõmaunded kooꝛthwith two other whip: 
pes (which the Spaniardes caule Carauelas) to bee made, ox 
he had with bpm, all maner of artificers perttyninge therun⸗ 
to, Whyle thele thinges were dooinge, be Cent koozth Barrholo 
meus Colonus his brother, beinge leauetenaunt of the Flande, 
with an armp ok men to fearche the golde mpnes beinge dps 
ſtant three (core leaques from the citie of 1/abella, which were 
fotunde by the conducte of certepne people of the Jlande, bee⸗ 
fore the mpnes of Cipinga 02 cibaua, were knowen. In thele 
mynts, they kowonde certeyne deepe pittes which had byn ts 
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ged in otbide tpme, owte of thefe pyttes, the Admirall (who 


aticmeth this Jlande of Hifpariola to bee Ophir, as we haue 


ſayde before) ſuppoſeth thit Salomon the kynge of Hicrufdem 
had his greate ryches of golde wherok we reede in the owlde 
teſtamente: And that his ſhippes fayled to this Ophir by the 
goulfe of Perfis cauled sinus Perſicus. But whether it bee loo 02 
not, it lpeth not in me to iudge, but in my opinion it is karre 
of. As the mpners dygged the fuperficiall oꝛ vppermoſt parte 
of the earthe of the mynes, durpnge koꝛ the Cpace of vi. miles, 
and in dpuers places lykted the fame on the dꝛpe lande, they 
fotonde fuch plentie of golde, that encrp hyꝛed labourer could 


-ealelp fpnde euerp dap, the wepght of three dꝛammes. Thele 


mpnes beinge thus learched and fotonde, the Licuetenaunte 
certifped the Admirall hereok by his letters. The which when 
he had receaued the. v. dape of the Ides of Marche.

At the arrp⸗ 
uall of thc£e ſhyppes, the lienetenaunte receaued commaund⸗ 
ment from the kynge and the Admprall his brother, that he 
with his men Hulbe renonce thepz habitation to the fowthe 
ſyde of the Jlande, bycauſe it was nerer to the golde mpnes: 
Aldo that he choulde make dilpgent Cearche koꝛ thole kynges 
whiche had apne the Thuſtian men, and to lende them with 
thep2 conkederates, botond into Spapne. At the nerte vpage

When he had oucrpaled this rpuer with a coompanpe of at: 
med men dinided into. xv. decurions, that is, tenne in a com 
pany with they? capitapnes, he lent two decurions to the re⸗ 
gions of thole binges in whole landes were the great woods 
of bꝛatile trees. Inclpninge towarde the lekte bande, they 
fotunde the woodes, entered into them, and felled the hygh 
and precious trees, which were to that Day, vntouched.

woodde. Other fume, bꝛowght bꝛeade, and lum gollamppne 
cotton: And foo euerp of them papde tribute with ſuche com: 
moDities as thepꝛ countreps bꝛowght kooꝛth. At the lengthe 
they came to the kinges man£ion place of Xarsgus, Before they 
entered into the palaice, 4 greate multitude of the kynges fer 
nauntes and fubicctes reloꝛted to the courte, honoꝛably(akter 
their maner) to receaue their kyng Beuchius Anacauchos, with the 
ſtrangers which he bꝛowght with hym to le the magnificence 
ok his courte. But nowe ſhall powe heare howe they were in⸗ 
tertepned. Amonge other trpumphes and lyghtes, two are ef: 
pecially to bee noted. yꝛſte there mette them a company ot 
EEE. women, beinge al the kynges wypues and concubines, bes 
ringe in thepꝛ bandes branches of date trees, ſinginge and 
daunlinge: They were all naked, lauynge that theyꝛ prpute 
partes were couered with breeches of golampine cotton. But 
the virgins, hauynge thepz heave hangynge dowue abowte 
their chulders, tped abowte the foꝛcheade with a kyllet, were 
vtterlp naked. They affirme that thep2 faces, bꝛeſtes, pappes 
handes, and other partes of tbep? bodyes, were exeedynge 
lmoothe, and well proportioned: but ſumwhat inclpning to a 
louelp bꝛowne. They luppoled that they had feene thole moll 
beawtpfull Diyades, o; the natpue npmphes 02 fapres of the 
kontapnes Wherok the antiquites ſpeake lo muche. The bꝛan⸗ 
ches ok date trees which they hove in theyz right handes whẽ 
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they daunced, thep delpuered to the Leauetenaunt with lowe 


turteſp and fmplpnge countenaunce. Thus enteringe into 
the kpnges howle, thep-fotonde a delycate (upper prepared 
for them after thepz maner. when thep were well rekreched 
with meate, the npabt dꝛawinge on, they were bꝛowght by 
the kynges officers, euerp man to his ladginge, accoꝛdyng to 
his degree, in certeyne of theyz howles abowte the palaice, 
where they reſted them in hangynge beddes after the maner

Bape that euer they had receaued hym, thus to diſlurbe thep! A rare faythe 


quiet nes. Maiohanexius an wered thems that Guarionexixs was a fulnes ina 


good man, and had well dekerued ok Him, gininge hym many i 


pꝛincelp prefentes : And had alfo tawght both his wyke and 

bpm to lynge and daunce, whiche thynge he dyd not lyttle 

elleemc. And was therfore fully relolued in no cafe to forfake 

hym, oz ageynſte all humanitie to betrape his frende whiche 

lledde to hym for fuccoure: but rather to abyde al ertremities 

with him, then to miniſter occalion of obloquye to haunderes 

to reporte that he had betvaped bis gelte whom he tooke into 

his houle with warranties Thus dilmillinge the people ligh 

inge and with lozewlull hartes, he cauled Guarionexius before 

hym, pꝛomplinge hym ageyne, that he wolde bee partaker of 

his foztune whyle lpfe laſted.

The Lieuetenant accept ed the có 
dit ion & reſtoꝛed him his wife, with certepue other rulers and 
gentelmen which he had taken prifoners before: Charginge 
them, and byndinge them with an othe, to bee euer redpe at 
his commaundement. Shoꝛtly after, this kynge, of his owne 
free motion, came agcpne to the Lieuetenaunt,bzingpng with 
hym kpue thoulande men without weapons, ſaupnge onelp 
luche inſtrumentes as they ble in tpllage of thepꝛ grotonde. 
He bꝛought with hym alfo, leedes to lowe: wherwith at his 
owne charge, he caufed ſuche plentie of thepz coꝛne and fruiz 
tes to growe in lundꝛp places of the large bale whereok wee 
ſpake before, that ſhoꝛtelp after, were feene manpe kapꝛe and 
kruitekull fieldes that came therok. And for his gentelnes be: 
inge rewarded ok the Lieuetenaunte with certepne ok owre 
thpnges, he departed iopfully. When the report hereof came 
to the Ciguauians, it mooued the myndes ok the kpnges to 
Hope of clemencie. Where vppon thep came togpther to the 
Lieuetenaunt with humble lubmillion and kapthkul pꝛomelle 
ener after to bec vnder his obedience: defpung hym to reſtoꝛe 
vnto them thepꝛ kynge, with his kamplie. At thepz requeſte, 
the kpnges wpke and his houſeholde was kette at Zibertie, 
but he kepte ſtyll as a prifoncr.Æbcfe thynges dyd the Tienes 
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tenaunt in the Glande, not pet Kknowinge what bis aduerla⸗ 


vies and accuſers had lapde to bis charge before the kynge of 
S papne: who beinge dilqupcted with thepz querelinges and 
accuſacions, and efpeciallp for that bp reafon of they? difcen 
tion, of foo greate abundaunce of golde and other thynges, 
there was as pet but lpttle biomabt into Spapne, appointed 
a newe gouernour which ſhuld fee a redꝛelle in thefe thinges:

But when he confpdered the innumerable mul 
tytude of people which was there allembled, and that he had 
only. xxxiii. men in his coompanp, he durſte not commpt hym 
felfe to theyꝛ bandes, but gane them to vnderſland by fignes 
and tokens that they fhulde coome to the ſhyppe with theyꝛ 
canoas, Foꝛ thepz boates (which the men of the Aland caule 
Canoas) are made only ot one hole peece of woodde as in the 3 
landes: pet moze rude, and not foo artificiallp as thepꝛs are.

therfore vnverſtand the illuſions wherwith the people of the 
Ilande haue byn leduced akter the crrours of the owlde gen: 
tilitie, and wandered in the ignorance and blyndenes ok hu⸗ 
mane nature coꝛrupted by the dilobedience of owr kyꝛſt paren 
tes, yen hath remapned in all nations vpon the face of the 
earth, except where it hath pleated god by the lyght of his {pt 
rite by his wooꝛde, to poure vppon his electe the grace of re: 
nouation, by the lpght wherok the naturall darkenes recca⸗ 
ueth fume clearenes as in a glalle, vntpll imperkection Malbe 
abolyſhed. Owre men therefore, were longe in the Jlande 0€

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Ramonus an herempte, whom Colors had lekte with certepre 
kynges of the Jlande to inſtruet them in the Chꝛiſltan kapth, 
And bycaute in maner their hole religion is none other thing 
thenz dolatrp, J wyll begynne at they, Idoles. It is 
therfore apparente bp the Images which thep honour open: 
lp and commonly, that there appere vnto them in che noghte 
featons certepne phantalies and illulions of eupll Cpivites, 
feducinge them into many fonde and kolpche errours Kor they 
make certepne Images of golampine cotton koulded 02 wꝛe⸗ 
then after thep2 matter, and harde ftopped within. Thele A ⸗ 
mages they make lptting, much lyke vnto the pictures of [pri 
tes and deuelles which olor papnters are accuſtomed to paent 
vppon waules. But foralmuch as J my lelke fent owe foure 
of thefe Images, powe map better prefentlp lignikie vnto the 
kynge powre bucle, what matter of thynges they ave, € howe 
lpke vnto papnted deuelles, then J can expꝛelle the fame by 
Wꝛptpnge. Thele Images, thinhabitantes caule Zemes: wher 
of the leaſte, made to the lykenes of pounge deuels, they bind 
to theyꝛ koꝛheades when they goo to the warres ageynſt then 
enemies: And for that purpole haue they thole ſtrynges han; 
gynge at them which pote Tee, Ok thele, they beleue to ob⸗ 
teyne rapne if rayne be lackpng, and lykewple fapre wether. 
$01 they thinke that thele Zemes are the mediatouxs and mel 
fengers of the greate god, whom they acknowleage to beon⸗ 
ip one, cteruall, withowte ende, omnipotent and inuilible. 
Thus euerp kynge hath his particuler Zemes which he honors 
reth. They caule the eternall god, by thele twod names, Tocar 
na, and Guamaonocon, as thepꝛ pꝛedicellours tawght them. ARTE 
minge that he hath a father cauled by there kyue names: that 
(5, Attsbcira, Mumoni, Guacarapitas Liella, Guimux ou. we ball powe 
heare what they fable on the earth as touchinge the ozigmall 
of man. There is in the Jlande a Region cauled Counana, wher 
they kayne that mankynde came kyꝛſt owte of two canes of a 
mountapne: and that the byggeſt forte of men, came kurth ot 
the mouth of the byggeſt cane, and the leaſt forte owte of the 
leaſte cane. The rocke in the which thele caues are they caule 
Canta, The greateſt denne, they name Caxibaxagua, and the lelle 
Amaidund. Thep Cap, that before it was lawkul koz men to come 
kooꝛth ok the cane, the mouth of the caue was kepte and wat 
ched nyghtly bp a man whole name was Muchochuel, nb 05 
y * CI OCI 
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ebochael, departinge ſumwhat karre krom the caue to thintente 
to fee what thynges were abꝛode, was foodenly taken of the 
foonne (whofe fight he was fozbydden) and was turned into 
afione, Thep kapne the lpke ok dpuers other, that whereas 
thep went fooꝛthe in the nyghte feafon a kylchynge, fo karre 
from the cane that thep coulde not returne before the rplynge 
of the loone (the which it was not lawful for them to behold) 
thep were tranfformend into mpꝛobalane trees, which of them 
ſelues growe plentifullp in the Jlande. Thep lape further: 
moze, that a certepne ruler cauled Vagonions, Cent one kurth of 
the cane to goo a fpllhynge, who by lpke chaunce was turned 


into a nyghtyngale bycaufe the loonne was rylen beekoze he 


came agepne to the caue: And that pcarelpe abowte the fame 
tyme that he was turned into a byꝛde, he dothe in the nyght 
with a mooꝛnpnge ſonge bewaple his mplfoztune, and caule 
oz the helpe of his maiſter v⸗goniona. And this they thynke to 
bee the caule why that byꝛde lingeth in the night lealon. But 
Vagoniona, beinge fore troubled in his mynd fo2 the lolle of his 
familier krende whom he loued foo intierlp, leauinge the men 
in the canes brought koozth onely the women with thepꝛ fue: 
kynge chyldꝛen, leauinge the women in one ok the Jlandes of 
that tracte, cauled -Mutbinizo, and carped the choldꝛen awape 
with hym: which poore wꝛetches oppꝛelled with kamine, kain 
ted and remained on the banke ok a certeine ryuer where they 
were turned into krogges, and crped toa, to, that 18, mama, me 
ma, as chyldꝛen are wont to cepe forthe mothers pappe. And 
pres they lay it commerh that frogges ble to cry lo pytiful: 
iy in the ſpꝛynge tyme of the yeare: And that men were (cat: 
tered gbꝛode in the canes ol Hipariol: withowte the companpe 
of Women. They lap allo, that whereas Vagorions hym beike, 
was accuſtomed to wander in dyuers places, and pet by a {pe 
ciall grace, neuer trantkoꝛmed, delcended to a certepne fapre 
woman whom he lawe in the bottome of the fea, and recea⸗ 
ued of her certeyne pibple ſtones of marble ( whiche they caule 
Cibas) and allo certeine pelowe and bꝛight plates of laton, whi 
che they caule Guuninos.. Thele thynges to this dap are had in 
greate eflimation. amon ge the kpnges, as goodly icwels and 
moſt holy rciiques. Thele men whiche we kapde before were 
lekte in the caues withowte momen, went kurth in the nyght 
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rere Sane be burped hym within a greate gdurde. This ie greududp 
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ec ehnd kaibe a karre of by the way a greate multitude ok creerme 


beaſtes in ape lumwhat lpke vnto women, creping as thicke 
ás antes aboute the mpꝛobalane trees: And that as they ats 


loge ent: tempted to take thele beatles, they Appped owte ok their han 

fle. des as they had byn peles. Where vppon they conkultedo and 
Al wife dome determpned bythaduite of the elders, that al ſuche ſhulde bee 
Fvothe not by lowoght kooꝛthe amonge them, as were lcabbyd and lepꝛous, 


to thintente that with theyꝛ rowghe and harde handes, thep 
mpght thelelper take holde ok them. Thele men, they caule 
Caracaracoles: And Cente them fooꝛthe a huntinge to take thefe 
beaſtes. But of many Which they tooke, thep coulde keepe but 
only foure: The whiche as they wolde haue vled For women, 
thep fotunde that they lacked womans pꝛiuities. Wherefore 
caulinge thelders agepne te comnfaple. to confult what were

Myrnidoms cauled Myrnidones, which they kapned to bee engendred ok an⸗ 


tes oꝛ pillemeres. Thele and luche lpke, the Cageft and wpleſk 


Preachers y of the people, pꝛeache continually to the limple loꝛte, and vez 
Forthe deufl. herle the kame as moſte holy oꝛacles. But it is pet moze chyl⸗ 


dylche that they kable as touchinge thoziginall ok the lea Fox 
they Cape that there was once in the landes a man ok gícute 
power, whole name was tá: whofe only foonne being dead, 
takyng the death of his loonne, after a kewe moonthes, came 
agepne to the gourde: The which when he had opened, there 
illhewed foozth many great whales and other monſters of the 


be e fea: where vppon he declared to ſuche as dwelt abowtechpm, 


that the fea was entloled in chat gourde. By which report, 
foure bzethꝛen (boꝛne of due Woman who dyed in her trauail) 

beinge moucd, came to the gourde in hope to haue many kl: 

ches. The whiche when they had taken in theyꝛ handes, and 

elpied la comming, (who oktentpmes reloꝛzted to the gourd 
to 
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to vilet the boones of his Coonne, fearing leatt he chulde lul⸗ 


pecte them of thekte and facrileage, lodayneiy let the gourde 
kaule otore of theyꝛ handes: which beinge broken in the faule 
the lea kurthwith brake owte at the ryktes therok, and lo kyl⸗ 
led the bales, & ouerdlowed the plapnes, that only the moun: 
tapnes were vncouered, whiche nowe contepne the landes 


which are ſeene in thole coaſtes. And this is the oppimon ok 


thep2 wyle men as concernynge thoꝛiginall of the lea. But 
nowe (moſt noble prince) pon Hall heare a more plealaunt fa⸗ 
ble. There is a certepne cane cauled Louansboina, in the territo 
rpe of a certepne kynge whole name is Machinnech, This caue 
they honour moze religioullp then dyd the Grekes in tyme 
pate, Coꝛinth, Cpꝛrha,oꝛ Myla: And haue adourned it with 
pictures ot a thouland falchions. In thenterance of this cane 
thep haue twoo grauen Zemes, wherok the one is cauled Bis: 
theite; and the other Mirobz. Beinge demaunded why thep had 
this cane in foo greate reuerence, they anlwered erneſtly, bp: 
caule the Sdonne and the Moone came kyꝛſt owt of the fame 
fo gyue lyght to the woꝛlde. They haue religious:conconrle to 
thele caues, as wee are accuſtomed to goo on Pylgramage to 
Rome oz Uaticane, Compoſtele, 02 Hieruſalem, and maſt ho; 
lpe and heade places of owre Religion. They are alſo ſubiect 
to an other kynde ok ſuperſtition. Foz they thinke that deade 
kolkes walke in the nyght, and eate of the kruite cauled Guar- 
naba, vnknowen bruto vs, and lumwhat lpke vnto a qupnte, 
Atirmpnge allo that they are conuerlant with lpuing people, 
euen in thepꝛ beddes, and to deceaue women in takpnge bp: 
pon them the ſhape of men, ſhewynge them lelues as thowgh 
they wol dit haue to doo with them: But when the matter cõ⸗ 
meth to actual deede, loodenlp to vanylche alway, If anp doo 
fulpecte that a deade body ipeth by hym when he keeleth anpe 
ſtraunge thynge in the bedde, thep lap hee ſhalbe olor of dout 
by fcelpnge of the belly therol: attirmyng that the fpivites of 
deade men map take vppon them al the members of mans bo: 
dps fauinge only the nauell. It therkoze by lacke of the na: 
uell he doo perceaue that a deade body lyeth by hym, the kee⸗ 
lynge is immediatly relolued. They belene verelp, that in the 
nyght, and often tpmes in thepꝛ iourneps, and efpeciallp in 
common and bygh wapes, deade men doo meete with the lp:

Sum they 
make ot rootes to the ſimilitude ot ſuche as appeare to them 
when thep are gathering the contes cauled Ages, wherof they

They Cape therefore, that a certepne kpnge cauled 
gite 2 a 5 Guamaretus, had a Zemes Whole name was cCorocbotum: who ( thep 
ther in eng: lap) was often tymes woonte to delcende frame the bpgherte 
lande. place of the houle where Grumaretus kopte hym falte bounde.

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À Hath alío an other Zemes cauled Eplleguarnita made of woodde, 
in ſhape lpke a koure footed beaſte: who alſo is fapde, often 


tymes to haue gonne krom the place where he is honoured, in 
to the wooddes. As loone as they perceaue him to bee gonne, 
a great multitude of them gather togyther to leeke hym with 
Deuoute pꝛapers: And when they haue fotonde bpm, biynge 
hym home religioullp on thepz chulders tothe chapell dedica⸗ 


ted vnto bpm. But they coomplapne that lence the commpnge 


ok the Chziſtian men into the Flande, he lledde For all togp⸗ 


ther, and coulde neuer fence bee kounde, wherby thep dinined 


the deltruction of they? countrey. They honoured an other Ze 
mes in the lpkenes ok a woman, on whom wapted twoo other 
lpke men, as they were miniſters to her. One ok thele, execu⸗ 


ted thollice of a mediatour to the other Zemes which are vnder 


the power and commaundement of this woman, to raple wyn 
Des, cloudes, and rapne. The other is allo at her commaunde 
mente a mellenger to the other Zanes whiche are ioyned with 
her in gouernaunce, to gather . the waters whiche 
kaule from the hygh bylles to the valleys, that beinge looled, 
they may with Force brut owte into greate fluddes and ouer⸗ 
flowe the countrep if the people doo not gyue due honoure to 
her Image. There remapneth pet one thynge wooꝛthy to bee 
noted, wherwith we wyll make an ende of this booke. It is 
a thynge well knowen, and pet krelſhe in memazp amonge the 
inhabit antes of the glande, that there was lumetpme twoo 


kynges (ok the which one was the father ol Guarionexius of whõ f 


we made mention before) which were woont to abſtepne Fpue 
dapes togyther continually from meate and dzinke, to knowe 
cumwhak of theyꝛ Zemes ot thynges to coome : And that. for 
this fattpnge beinge acceptable to theyz Zemes, they receaued 
anſwere of them, that within kewe peares, there ſhuld coome 
to the Jlande a nation of men couered with apparell, which 
Guide deſtrope al the cusomes and cerymonpes of the Jland. 
and eyther ſley all thepꝛ chyldꝛen, 07 bipnge them into Cerut: 
tude, The common fort of the people, vnderſtoode this ozacle 
to bee mente of the Cambales. And therefore when they had 
any knowleage of thepꝛ commpng, thep euer Redde, and were 
fully determpned neuer moze thaduenture the battaple with 
them.

by thozacle, Wherin, thepz opinion deceaued them not. Foz 
they are nowe all ſubiecte to the Chꝛiſtians, all luche beinge 
apne as ſtoobernelp reliſted. Noz pet remapneth there anpe 
memory of thepꝛ Zemes ko; thep are al brought into Spapne, 
that we myght bec certifico of thepꝛ illufions of eupl (pirites 
and Idoles, the which powe powre felfe (moſt noble Pꝛince) 
haue leene and kelte when J was pꝛelente with powe. J let 
parte manp thynges bpcaufe poto put me in remembꝛance that 
to moꝛowe poine take powre ioꝛney towarde powre countrep, 
to bꝛynge home the queene powre aunte, whom powe accoom⸗ 
panped hether at the commaundemente ok kynge Frederpke 
powre vncle.

any kurther, vntyl the peare of Chꝛiſte. 1500, When the court 
remapned at Grinate where powe are vicerope: At which time 
Aodouike the Cardinall of Aragonie, nente to kpnge Frede 
rike by his brothers (pde (beinge at Granars with the queene 
Parthenopes the {pfier ok owre cathalike kynge) bꝛawght me 
kpnge Frederikes letters, Wherbp he exhozted me to kynpſhe 
the other bookes whiche kolowed the twoo eppſtell bookes, 
which 3 wꝛpte to Aſcanius.

| iels and ouches of golde, and greate plentie ok frankenfence, 
whiche they had of the people of thole countreps, partelp foꝛ 
exchange ot fume of owre thynges, and partelp by force, ouer 
The fierce: commpuge them by warre. pet in fume places, althowgh they 
nes of the na bee naked, they ouercame owre men, and ewe hole armpes. 
ked people. 17 — they ave ercedinge fierce, and ble venemous arrowes, and 
| onge fíanes lpke iauelens, made harde at the ende with fper, 
Innumerable Dhey kownde many beaſtes, both creepinge and koure footed; 
beaftes vn⸗ muche diftevinge from owres, variable and of lundꝛpe ſhapes 
lyke vnto innumerable: pet not hurtklul, excepte Lyons, Tpgers, and 
o wies. Crocodiles. This I meane in ſundꝛy Regions of that greate 
e lande of Paria: but not in the Jlandes: Moo not foo much as 
Nothing hurt one. Foz all the beaſtes of the Jlandes, are meeke and with⸗ 
: 1 3= owte butte, except men which (as wee haue layde) are in maz 
: ny Jlandes denonrers of mans flelfhe. There are alfo dpuers 
kyndes of koules. And in many places battes of ſuch bygnes,

Owre men haue founde bp experience, that the 
bꝛeade of the gland is of fmaule ſtrength to ſuch as haue byn 
bicb to olor bꝛeade made of wheate: And that thepꝛ ſtrenthes 
were much decaped by vlynge of the fame, Wherkoꝛe the king 
hath of late commaunded that wheate ſhulde bee lowen there 
in Diners places and at fundꝛy tymes of the peare. It groweth 
into holowe reedes, with kewe caves, but thole verpe bygge 
and frutekull. They kynde the lpke loktenes or delicatenes to 
bee in herbes, which growe there to the height of corne. Meat 
02 cattall, becoome of bygger ſtature and exceadpnge fat, but 
they? ele is more vnlauerp, and thepz bones (as thep fap) 
epther withowte marye, oꝛ the lame to bee verye wat erplſhe. 
But of bogges and lwpne, they affirme the contrarpe, that 
they are moze bolfoame and of better taſte, by reafon of cet:

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And onelp at his plealure thep are ſette at libertié où appopn⸗ 
ted to wooꝛke. At ſuche tyme as they are cauled together of 
thep2 kynges to wooꝛke (as fouldiers 02 pioners are allem: 
Bled of they? centucians)manp of them ſtele away to the mount 
tapnes and wooddes, where thep lpe luckpnge, beinge con: 
tent for that tyme to lpue with wyld krutes, rather then take 
the papnes to laboure. They are docible and apte to lerne, and 
haue nowe vtterly fozgotten theyz otolde luperſticions. They 
beleue godly, and beare wel in memory luche thynges as they 
haue lerned of owre faith. Thepꝛ kynges children are brought 


vp with the chiekeſt of owre men, and are inſtructed in letters 


and good maners. When they are growen to mans age, they 
ſende them home to thepꝛ countreps to bee exemple to other, 
and elpeciallp to gouerne the people tf thepꝛ fathers bee dead 
that they mape the better let kooꝛthe the Chziſtian Religion, 
and keepe theyꝛz ſubiectes in loue and obedience. Bp reaſon 
tobercof, thep coome nowe by kapze meanes and gentell per: 
{uations to the mynes which lye in twoo Regions of the J 
lande aboute thirtie myles diſtante frome the citie of Dominica: 
wherol the one is cauled sancti chriſtophori: And the other being 
Diffante aboute koure {core and tenne mples, is cauled cibaua, 
not karre from the cheeke hauen cauled Portus Regalis. Thele re 
gions are verp large: In the which in manp places here and 
there, are kownd lumtpme cuen in the vpper cruſt of the earth 


and lumtpme amonge the ſtones, certepne rounde pieces 02 


plates of golde, ſumtpme of lmaule quantitie, and in lum pla 
ces of great weyght: In fo muche that there hath byn found 
rounde pieces of three hundzeth pounde wepght, and one of 
three tholllande, three hundzeth and tenne pounde wepght: 
The iwbiche (as powe harde) was fente hole to the kynge in 
that ſhyppe in the which the gouernour Boadillz was comming 
home into Spapne, the ſhyppe with all the men beinge dꝛow⸗ 
ned by the way, by realon it was ouer laden with the weight 
of golde and multptude of men.

cepte they receaued them and entertepned them honozablp. In 
the meane tyme Anciſus was enformed that his men were dez 
tepned. Wherekoze fulpectinge fume deccate, he bꝛowght 
furth al his target men koꝛ feare of theyꝛ venemous arrowes: 
And lettinge them in battell arraye, he marched koꝛ warde to: 
warde them which ſteped his men. But he which communed 
with the barbarians, gpuinge him a ligne with his hande to 
pꝛocede noo further, he ſteped. And cauling to hym the other, 
he knewe that all was lake. Foz the barbarians pꝛokered him 
peace, bycaulſe they were not they whom thep lulpected them 
to haut byn: meanpnge bp Fogeds and Nicuefe, who had ſpop⸗ 
led the vyllage ſtandinge there by the lea (pde, and carped a: 
wap manp captiues, and alfo burnte an other vyllage further 
within the lande. And therefore (as they lapde) the caufe of 
thepꝛ comminge thether, was to reuenge thofe tnturies, if by 
anp meanes thep coulbe. pet that they woolde not erercpfe 
thepꝛ weapons agepnſte the innocente. Foz thep lapde it was 


vngodlp to fepght agepnſt any, not beinge pꝛouoked. 


Lapinge a parte therekoze chepz bowes and arrowes, they 
| enter⸗ 
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enterteyned owre men gentellp, and gane them greate plentis 
of lalted kylſhe and bꝛeade of theyꝛ contrey: And kylled theps 
vellels with lyder made of theyz contrep krutes and fecdes, 


not inkeridur to wyne in goodnes. Thus Ancifus hauinge en: 
tered into krendſhyp and made a league of peace with thinha⸗ 


bitantes of cmairi whiche were before fore prꝛouoked by o: 
ther capitapnes, he lanched from that lande, and directed his 
courte to Vrabs by the Jlande Fortis, hauinge in his chippe a 
hundꝛeth and kyktie krelſhe men whiche were ſubſtitute in the 


place of fuche as were deade. Allo twelue mares, and manpe 


(tine, and other beaſtes both males and females for increale. 
Lpkewple, kyftie pieces of ozdinaunce, with a greate multp⸗ 
tude ok targettes, woozdes, iauelpns, and fuche other wea⸗ 
pons for the warres. But all this with euyl ſpeede and in an 
eupllhoure. Foz as they were euen nowe enteringe into the 
hauen, the gouernour ok the ſhippe which latte at the helme, 
ſtroke the chpppe vppon the landes, where it was foo faſt en⸗ 


cloled, and beaten with the waues of the fea, that it opened

miferable to beholde. ¿For ok all the vytaples that they had;

And they them lelues fcaped hardly and halfe naked by helpe 
of the bꝛigantine æfbip boate, carpeng with them only a kewe 


weapons. Thus they Fell krom one calamitie into an other, be 
inge nowe moe carefull koꝛ theyꝛ lyues then for golde. per 


beinge bꝛowaht alpuc and in health to that land which they 
foo greatly delpꝛed, they coulde doo noo lee then to prunide 
for the luſtepnynge of thepꝛ bodpes, bycauſe thep coulde not 
lpue onelp by aper. And Wheras thepꝛ owne kapled, thep muſk 
needes lyue by other mens. pet amonge thele loo many aduer 
Cities, one good chaunce offered it lelke vnto them. Foz they 
founde, not karre from the lea ſpde, a groue ok date trees, az 
monge the which, x allo amongethe reke 02 weedes ol the ma 
rpfhes, they elpped a multitude of wylde bores, with whole 
fleche they Fed the lelues wel certeine dapes. Thele they lap to 
bee lelle then owres: And with foo ſhoꝛte taples, that thep 
thought they had byn cutre ok. They dpeker allo from owres 
in thepꝛ fecte : for theyꝛ hynder feere are hole vndinided, and 
alfo withowte any boufe, But they allirme that they eave 
| proue 
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proned by experience thepz lelſhe to bee ok better tafe e more 
holtoome then owres. Durynge this tyme, they kedde allo ok 
dates and the rotes of pounge date trees, which they eate like 
wple in Cinile and Granata where they caule them Palmitos, of 
the leaues wherof they make bielomes in Rome. Sumetpmes potes of a 
allo, they cate of the appels of that Region, whiche haue the ftrange kynd 
taſte of prunes, and haue alfo ſtones in them, and are but yt 
tle and of redde colonte. J ſuppole them to bee of that kynde 
wherok 3 cate in the citie of Alexandria in Egypt in the moncth 
of Apꝛell: The trees wherok, the Jewes that dwel there, be 
inge lerned in the lawe ok Copies, alfirme to bee the Ceders Ceders of 
of Libane; which beare owide fruites and newe all the pearo Libane. 
as dothe the orange tree. Thele apples are good to bee eaten, 
and haue a certepne [weetnes mprte with a gentell harpnes, | 
as haue the krutes cauled sortes, Thinhabitantes plant thefe Soꝛbes are 
trees in theyꝛ oꝛchpardes and garedens, and noozpihe thepm cauledin 
with greate diligence as wee dos cheries, peachesz and qupn⸗ french Coꝛmi 
fes: This tree in leaues, heyght, and trunke, is verpe lpke not de 2 
vnto the tree that beareth the krute cauled Zixiphe, which the lande. 
Apothecaries caule 11. But wheras now the wylde bores 
beganne to kaile them, they were agepne enkoꝛced to confulte The frute 
and pꝛouyde foz the tyme to coome. Where vppon with thepe couled 35 
hole armp, they entered kurther into the land. The Canibales nden 
of this pꝛouince, are moſte experte archers. Arcifes had in his LIT 
coompanp,a hundꝛeth men. They mette by the way with only | 
thace men of thinhabitantes, naked, and armed with bowes Wen of def 
and venemous arrowes, too without al feare, aTapled ome fest bole 
men kiercelp, wounded manpe, and (leve manpe: And when 
they had emptied thepz qupuers, fedde as lwpktelp as the

… Shep aftícme that thep lette Apppe no arrowe otote of thepz 

bowes in vapne. Owre men therfore returned the lame wape 
that they came, much moe inkoꝛtunate then they were before 
and conlulted amonge them kelues to leaue that lande: elpe⸗ 
cpallp becaule thinhabitantes had ouerthꝛowne the koztrelle 
Which Fogeda bupldeds and had burnte thirtie hontes of the

els to hane bpd theyꝛ Mute amonge thole reedes: Where bp: 
pon, armpnge them lelues with theyꝛ targettes, for feare of 
the people lpinge in ambulche, they learched the thicker dilp⸗ 
gentlp, and founde it withowte men, but replenpched with 
boufcholde duke and golde, They kownde allo a great multi 
tube of ſheetes, made ofthe ſplse or cotton ot the golampine 
tree. LIpkewopfe Zpuers kyndes ok vellels and tooles made ot 
woodde, and manp of earth: Ailo manp bꝛeſte plates of gold 
and ouches wꝛought after thepꝛ maner, to the lum of a hun: 
dꝛeth and twod pounde weight. Foz they allo take pleaſure 
in the bent ie ol gold, and woꝛke it very artikiciallp, although 
it bee not the price of thynges amonge them as with vs. They 
haue it owte of other Regions for exchannge ok luch thynges 
as theyꝛ contrep bꝛingeth kurthe. Foz fuche Negions as haue 

lentie of bzeade and gollampine, lacke golde: And luche as 
prpnge kurth golde, are koz the moſt parte rowght with mon: 
tapnes and rockes, and therfore baren. And thus they exer⸗ 
tile march indies withowte the fe of monep. Reiopling ther 
Fore with double gladdenes, alwell in that thep ſawe greate

Tpde vppon the popnte oꝛ cape which in tyme paſte Colones naz 
med Marmor. But thep were foo feeble by realon of longe hun 
ger, that thepꝛ ſtrength ferued them not to luſteyne fuche la⸗ 
baure. vet he erected a lyttle towre able to relyſt the kyꝛſt af: 
laute ok the inhabitantes. This towre he cauled Nomen Dei, 
From the tyme that he left Beragua, what in the ioꝛnep amonge 
the fandie playnes, then allo foꝛ hunger whyle he buplded 
the towre, of the kewe which remapned a lpue, he loſte twoo 
hundꝛeth! And thus by lyttle and lyttle, the multitude of fe: 
uen hundꝛeth koure ſcoꝛe and kyue men, was nowe bꝛowghr 


to fcavfelpone hundꝛeth; whple Nicuefa lpued with thele kew 


milerable men, there arole a contẽtion amonge them ok vedi, 
as concerninge the Lieuetenantſhippe. Foz one Vafchus Nunnex, 
by the iudgemente of all men, truſtynge moꝛe to his ſtrengthe 
then toytee, ſtoured vp certeyne lyght felowes ageynſt Arcs, 
fapinge that Aus had not the kynges letters patentes fox 
that office: And that it was not lullicient that he was auto: 
tiled by kogeda, And therfoꝛe foꝛbodde that he ſhalde crecure 
the office of the Licuetenaunteſhippe: And wplled theym to 
chuſe certepne of thep2 owne coompanpe, by whole Com: 


capitapne came not agepne, whom they (uppoled to bee nowe 
deade of his venemous wounde, they contended whether it 
were beſte to ſubſtitute Nicucſa in his plate. The wpleſte forte

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Colentit of vafchus Nunnex,thowght it good that Niue ſhuld bee, Nicuefz 
fowgbt owt throwgh owt all thofe coaſtes. Foz thep had 
knoweledge that he Departed front Bersges bytauſe of the ba: 

rennes of the grounde: And that by theremple ol Arcs, and 

ſuche other as had made ſhippewꝛacke, it were pollible that 

he might wander in fume fecreate place: And that they coulde 

not be. quiete in theire myndes vntpll they knewe the certẽtie, 

whether he with his feloimes were alpue ox deade. But ve: 

- ehus Nunnex,fearinge leaſte at the commpng of Niexefa he ſhulde 

not bee had in autozitie emonge his feloioes,fapde thep were 

mad men to thinke that Nicueſa lpued: And althowgh he were 

alpue, pet that they hadde noo neade of his helpe. Foz he 

auouched that there was none of his kelowes, that were nat 

as meete to rule as Nice: While they were thus realonynge Rodericus Cole 
too and kroo, one Rodericus Colmenaris arrpued in thole cdades menaris, 
with two greate ſhippes hauinge in theym thꝛee (core krelſhe 

men, with greate plentie of vitailes and apparel. Ok the na: ane e 
bigation of this Colnenaris, I intende to ſpeake lumewhat meus Colmes 
more: He therfore Departed from the hauen of Hifpanols cauled naris.

coaſtes. Owre men therefore went quietlpe to the palaice of 
Comogrus beinge diſtante from Darien: thirtie leaques bp a plaine 
Waye abowte the mountapnes, This Rynge Comogrus, had fez 
uen Contes , pounge men ok comelpe forte and ſtature, whiche 
he had by iunDip wpues, Dis palaice was kramed of pones 
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oz pꝛoppes made of trees kaſtened togepther after a ſtraunge 


fozte and of foo ſtronge bylding, that it is oc no leſle Urength 


then waules of one. They which meakured the length of the 


floure thereok, kounde it to bee a hundꝛeth and kyktie pales, 


and in bzeadthe, foure lcoze koote: beinge toofcd and paued 


with maruelous arte. They kounde his Hore ponte. furnplched 
with abundance of Delicate vitailes after the maner of thepz 
countrey: And his wpne celler repleniſhed with great veLelles 
of earth and allo of woodde kylled wich thepꝛ Kkynde of wpne

and ſyder. Foꝛ they haue noo grapes. But lyke as they mage 
thepz bꝛeade of thofe three kyndes of rootes cauled lucas, ais, 


and Nuizium, (whereof we fpake in the kpzſte decade) Soo 
make they they wpnc of the frutes of date trees, and lpder 
ok other krutes and leedes, as doo the Almapnes, Flempnges 
Englylſhe men, and owre Spanpardes whych inhabite the 
mountapnes, as the Uaſcons and Alturians: likewile in the 
mountapnes of the Alpes, the Nozicians, Sueuians, and el: 


uetians make certepne dꝛynkes of barley, wheat, hoppes, and 


apples. Thep fap alſo that with comogrus,thep dꝛoonk wpnes 
ok {undzyp taſtes bot!) whyte and blacke. But nowe pow Hall 
Heave of a thynge more monſtrous too behoulde. Enterynge 


therkoꝛ ita the inner partes of the palaice, thep were brought - 


into a chamber hanged aboute with the carkeces of men, tped 
With ropes ok gollampine cotton. Beinge demaunded what 
they ment by that luperſtition, they anſwered that thole were 
the carkeles of the kat her, graundekather and great graund⸗ 
kat her with the other aunceſtours of chev, Byng comoprus. De 
claringe that thep had the lame in greate reuerence, and that 
they took it forza godly thynge to handure them religiouũp: 
And therfore appareled euerp of the Lame lumptudullpe with 
golde and pꝛecious ſtones accozdpnge vutd theo. eſtate. After 
this lozte dydethe antiquitie honoure thepz Pertes, whyche 


they thowght had the gouernaunce of their lpues Bowe thep 


dipe thele carkeles vppon certeine inſtrumẽtes made of wood, 


like vnto hurdels, with a Cofre fyer Under the ame, fo that 


onelp the lkynne remapneth to haulde the bones together, we 
haue delcribed in the kozmer decade. Ok Comogrus his fouet 
feonnes the el delt had an excellente naturall wptte. Mether⸗ 
fore thawght it good to fatter and pleafe thys wandrynge 


kynde or men(owr men 3] meancipugnge onen by dae ee 
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The ſekonde dekader 


fpople leat beinge offended and leekpnge occalions agepnite 
bpm and his familie, thep ſhuld handle hym as they dyd other 
whiche Cowaght noo meanes howe to gratifie thepm. Where⸗ 
koze, he gane vafcbus and Colmen mis Fonte thoul ande ounces of 
golde artificiallp wrought, and alfo kpktie llaues whyche he 
had taken in the warres. #02 ſuche, cpther they Cell. for ex: 
chaunce of other thin zes, oꝛ otherwiſe vle them as theym lp: 
ſteth· Foz they haue not the ble of monep. This golde with as 
muche moze which they had in an other place, owre men wap: 
ed in the porche of Comogrus his palaice to ſeparate the kpkte 
pacte thereof, whiche portion is due to the Rpnges elcheker . 


Foz it is decreed that the fpft parte of both golde, perles, and 


pꝛecious ſtones, ſhulde be alligned to the Ringes treaſourers: 
And the relpdue, to bee diuded emonge thepm felues bp com: 
poſition. Here as bꝛabblpnge and contention arole emonge 
owr men abowt the diuidinge of gold, this eldeſte loonne 0€ 
Rynge Comogrus beinge prefente, whome we prapfcd for his 


wpledome, commpnge fume what wpth an angerp countez 


naunce towarde hym whiche helde the balences, he ſtrooke 
thepm wyth his kyſte, and ſcatered all the golde that was 
therein, abowte the porche, ſharpelp rebukpnge thepm with 
wooꝛdes in this efecto. What is the matter powe Chꝛiſtian 
men, that pow foo greatlp eſteme foo litle a portion of golde 
more then powr owne quictnes, whiche neuerthelelle pow en: 
tend to dekace from thele kapꝛe ouches and to melte the fame 
into a rude malle. Ik powre hunger of goulde bee foo infatiz 
able that onelp fo2 the deſpꝛe powe haue thcito, powe difquis 
ete loo many nations, and poto powre felucs alſo ultepne foo 
manp calamites and incommodities, lpuing like bäniſhed men 
owte of powre owne countrep, A wyll ſhewe powe a Region 
kloweinge with goulde, where powe may fatiffic powr raue⸗ 
ninge appetites. But powe muſte attempte the thynge with a

De folowed his counfaple : forfooke 
his vyllages, and lekte all thynges delolatc. pet owre men 
kounde heapes of bowes and arrowes: Alto much haulchalp 
ſtutte and many fpXbpng boar es. But thoſe marpche groundes 
were nepther apte foꝛ ſowinge of leedes 02 planting of trees. 
By realon pherot, they founde there kewe luche thonges as 
thep De Piro: bat 18, plentic ok vptaples. Foz thmhabnantes 
of this Begion, haue noo bꝛeade but ſuch as they get in other 
contreps nere abowte them bp exch zunge fos theyꝛ fp Xi, on 
ly to ſexue thepꝛ owne neceſlitie. pet kounde thep in the hou⸗ 
fes of them that dedde, golde wzought and grauen, amoun⸗ 
tynge to the lume ok leuen thoulande ok thole pieces whiche 
we lapse to bee cauled c ellani: Allo certepne candas: of the 
which they bought alway twoo wich them, and great plentie 
of theyꝛ hou holde Gutes with certepne bundels of bowes and 
arrowes.

Thep departed therfore, from the poynte of the goulke ok vrata, 


not well contented bpcante they were not laden with vitailes.

The lame tyme that Vaches 
Nunnex attempted to ſearche the poynte ok the goulfe towarde 
the louthe, euen then bp agremente, dyd Rodericus Colmenaris take 
his biage totoarde the mountapnes by the eatte, with thꝛelcoz 
men, by the ryuer ot the other goulfe. Aboute koꝛtie miles dil⸗ 
tante from the mouthe ok the rpuer, ( koꝛ they pon che twelue 
leaques) he kounde certepne vilages ſituate vppon the bankes 
of the vpucr, whole obiub (that is,) kinge, they caule Turui, With 
this kinge dyd colmen vis pet remapne when vschus after his rez 
turne to Dariens, ſapling by the Came rpuer, came to hym. Mere 
rekrelſhinge theyꝛ hole coompanp with the vitailes of this Ture 
vi; they departed from thenfe togpther. Other koztie mples 
from henle/ the ryuer encoompaleth an Jland inhabited with 
kylſber men.

Foꝛ from his pouth, he had trauapled ouer al Europe bp land

Italp agepnt the Frenchemen: Ot whole returne allo, they 
had noo fm ale hope bycauſe he had many kermes and hadde 
tylled and lowne much grounde in Dariena, by thincreaſe wher 
of he might get much gold bp lellyng the lame to his kelows. 
He lekte therkoze the charge of al his ackapzes in Dariena, with 
his partener Alpbonfus Nunnex, a Judge of the lawe, Who alfo 
was lpke to haue byn cholen pꝛocuratoure of this bpage be: 
Fore Colmenaris if one had not put theim in remembꝛaunce chat 
he had a topte at Maritis: fearpng leaſt beinge ouercoome with 
her teares, he woolde no moze returne. Colmenaris theretoze, a 
free man and at libertie being allociate alliſtant with Quicedus 
they tooke ſhyppyng togyther in a bꝛigantine, the fourth dap 
ok the Calendes of Nouember, in the peare of CRÍA, 1512. 

In this byage, beinge toſſed with lundzp tempelles, they 
were bate violence of the wynde, cat vppon the Weite coa: 
fies of that large glande whiche in the kyꝛſte Decade we can:

ken with penlpuenes for the cruell deſtente of thepꝛ kelowes, 
and in vapne leckynge reuenge for thepꝛ iniuries, determpned 
to foꝛſake that vnkoztunate lande, departpnge From thofe cos 
uetous naked barbarians with moze lozowe and necellitie 
then they were in before. D2 euer they had pated the South 
ſyde of cubs, thep fel into a thouſande mplfortunes ; and had 
intellpgence that rogeda àrrpued thereaboute, leadpnge a mp: 
ferable Ipfe, tolled and turmopled with tempeſtes and vexed 
with a thouland perplexities: Soo that departing from thenſe 
almoſt alone, his kelowes beinge koz the moſt parte all conſu⸗ 
med wich maladies and kampn, he came with much dickicultie 
to Hiſpaniola, Where he dyed by force of the poplon of his bene: 
mous wound which he had receaued in Vrabs as we haue laid 
before, Wut Auciſus elected Lieuetenaunt, ſapled Ip. all thoſe 
coaftes with much better fortune. Foz as he hym lelfdzoulde 
me, he founde pꝛolperdus wyndes in thole parties, and was 
well entertepned of thinhabitantes of cubs. But this fpecial:- 
lp in the Dominion of a certepne kynge whole name was Coms 
mendator. Foꝛ Wheras he deſpꝛed ok the Chziſtian men whiche 
palled by, to bee baptiſed, demaundpnge the name of the go: 
uernour of the Jlande next vnto HyYpaniola, beinge a noble man

kooꝛthe of the canes in the whiche be lurked, and lub mytted 
bom felfe to Vaches, who accepted bpm krendelpe. Thep iop⸗ 
ned bandes, embꝛaled the one the other, made a perpetuall 
league of frendefbippe, and gaue greate rewardes on bothe 


Lpdes. Chispes gaue Vafchus koure hundzeth poundes wepght 


of wrought goulde of thoſe poundes whiche thep caule Peſos: 
And Vachus recompenled hym agepne with certepne of owre 
thynges. Thus beinge made kreendes, they remapned togp: 
ther a kewe dapes vuntpll Vaches Couldiers were coome which 
be lekte behynde hym in Queregua, Then caulinge bruto hym 


the gupdes and labourers which came with hym from thenfe 
he rewarded them liberallye and dilmilled thepm with than: 


kes. Shoꝛtlp after, by the conduct ok chispes hym lelke, and 
certepne ok his men, departinge krom the toppes of the moun 
tapnes, he came in che {pace of foure dapes to the bankes ot 
the newe [ea : where allemblynge al his men togpther with 
the kynges ſcribes and notaries, they addicted al that maine 
fca with all the landes adiacent there vnto to the dominion 
and Empire of Caſtile. ere he left part of his Canldiers with 
Cbiapesſthat he myght thelclier learche thole coaſtes. And ta: 
Bpng with hym nyne ok theyꝛ lyghters made of one hole tree 
(which thep caule culchae as thinhabitantes of Hifpantole caul 
them Canoas) ànd alſo a bande of fourelcoze men with certeine 
of Chiapes men, he palled over a greate rpuer and came to the 
region of a certepne kynge whole name was Coquere, Me at: 
tempted to relyſte owre men as dpd the other, and with lpke 
lucceſle: for he was ouercoome and put to Aygbt. But Vſchus 
who entended to wynne hym with gentelnes, lente certepne 
Chiapeans to him ts declare the greate poure of owre menne: 
howe inumcible thep were: howe mercikull to luch as lubmit 


them lelues, allo cruell and feucre to luch as obſtinatly with 


ſtande them, dꝛomplinge hym karthermoze, that by the me 
pat 
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ippc of owte men, he myght bee well aduren bp theremple 
of other, not onelp to lyue in peace and quietnes hym felfe, 


taut allo to bee reuenged of thiniuries of his enemies. Wylling 


hym in conclufion foo to weigh the matter, that tf he refuted 
this gentelnes pꝛofered vnto hym by feo greate a victourer, 
he (bulde o2 it were longe, lerne by keelpnge to repent him to 
late of that perel which he myght haue auopded by hearing. 
Coquera with thele wooꝛdes and exemples, Haken with great 
keare, came gladly with the meLengers, bꝛyngyng with him 
{pre hundꝛeth x. l. beſos of wꝛought gold, which he gaue vnto 
owre men. Vajehus rewarded hym lpkewiſe as we fapd before 
of Ponchs, Coguera heiuge thus pacified, thep returned to the 
palaice of Chiapes, Where, vilitinge they? companions. and re 
- Mipnge there a whple, veſchus determpned to Cearch the nexte 
greate goulke, the which, from the furtheſt reachynge therof 
into the lande cf they; countreps, from the enteraunce of the 
mapne fea, they ſape to bee thꝛeeſcoze myles, This they na: 
med fapne Mpchaeld goulfe, which they lay to bee Full of in⸗ 
habited Flandes ans hugions rockes. Enteringe therefore 
into the nyne boates 02 culcha wherwith he pated ouer the 
rpuer before, hauinge allo with hym the lame coompanpe of 
fourefcoze hole men, he wente fo warde on his purpofe, al: 
though he were greatly dilluaded bp chispes, who ernefilp de 
lyꝛed hym not to attempt that vpage at that tpme, ackirming 
the goulfe to be foo tempeſtious and ſtoꝛzmp three moonethes 
in the peare, that the fea was there bp noo meanes nauigable: 
And that he had Ceene manp celchas deuoured of whirlepoles 
tuen beekozè bis epes. But inuincible Vafchus, impaciente of 
idlenes, and vopde of all feare in goddes caule, aunfinered 
that god and his holp fapntes woolde pꝛolper his enterpꝛp⸗ 
ſes in this cale, foꝛatmuche as the matter touched God and 
the defence of the Chꝛiman religion, for the mapnetenaunce 
wherok it chulde bee neceſlarie to haue great abundance of rp: 
ches e trealure as the ſpnewes of war agepnſte the enemies 
of the fapthe. Thus vlinge alío thofice both of an oꝛatoure 
and preacher, and hauinge perſuaded his coompanpons, he 
lanched krom the lande. But Chiapes, leaſt vaſchus ſgulde any 
thynge doubt of his faythkulnes towarde Dom, profered him 
felfe to goo with hym whither Lon euer he went: and wolde 
bp noo meanes alent that vaches ſhulde Depart from his eS 
ia arole 
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laice, bit that he woolde bꝛynge hym on the ape and take 

part of his fortune, Therkoꝛe as foone as thep were nowe en 

tered into the maine lea, ſuch lourges and condictes of water 

aroTe ageynſt them that they were at theyꝛ wyttes endes whi 

ther to turne them oꝛ where to rette. Thus beinge tolled and 

amaſed with feare, the one loked on the other with pale and 

vncherekull countenaunces. But efpeciallp Chispes and his 

coompanp, who had before tpme with theyꝛ eyes keene ther: 

perience of thole ies berdies, were greatip diſcomkozted. pet 

(as god woolde) they eicaped all, and landed at the nerte J: 

lande: Where makpnge faite thepz boates, thep reſted there 

pe teres: that nyght. Here the water loo encrealed, that it almoſt oc’ 

fing of the lerdawed the Aland. Thep fap allo that that fourh lea doth 

South fea. loo in maner bople and lwelle, that when it is at the hygheſk 

it doth couer manp greate rockes, which at the kaule therof, 

ache Koꝛthe ave fcene karre aboue the water. But on the contrary parte, 

cea, all luche as mbabite the Rorty lea, ackirme with one bopce, 

that bit (cavlelp riteth at any tyme a cubet aboue the bankes 

asthep alío confeile which inhabite the Glande of Hilpanio 

la and other landes lituate in the lame.

herbes of the lea, ſtopping the ryktes oꝛ chonkes with gra Te 

accoz dynge to the pꝛelente necellitie. Thus were thep enkoz⸗ 

ced to returne backe agcpne lyke vnto men that came frome 

hippe wꝛacke, beinge almoſt conſumed with hunger, byrante 

thepz vytaples were vtterlp deſtroped bp tempeſte. Thinhabt 

tant es declared that there is harde all the peare horrible ros 

kynge of the fea amonge chofe Jlandes as often as it rplethe 

o2 fauleth. But this moſt eſpeciallp in thofe three monethes 

in the which it is moſte bopſtious as Chiupes towlde Vafchus be 

koze: Meanpnge (as thep coulde contecture bp his Wooꝛdes) 

October, Nouember, and December: for he lignikied the pre 

Sent moone and the twoo moones folowpnge, countpnge the 

moonethes bp the moones, whereas it was nowe October. 

Mere therefore rekreſſhynge bpm lelke and his s + 

whple 
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whple, and pallyuge by one vnpꝛokitable kynge, he came to 
an other whole name was Tumaccus, after the name ok the re⸗ 
gion, beinge lituate on that {poe ok the goulfe. This Tumaccus 
tame kooꝛth agepnſte owre men as dpd the other, and with 
ipke fortune. Foꝛ he was ouercoome, dꝛpuen to flpght, and 
manp of his men llapne. De bpm felfe was allo fore. wonn⸗ 
Ded, but pet elcaped. Vaches Cent certepne mellengers of the 
Chiapeans to hym to returne, and not to bee akrapde. But he 
could be nothyng moued nether bp pꝛomplles nor thꝛeatenin 
ges, pet when the mellengers vere. infant, cealled not to 
‘threaten death to him and his famelp, with the vtter defola: 
tion ot his kyngedome ik De perliſted in that obſtinacie, at the 
length he lent his loonne with them: whom vaches hono⸗ 
rably entertepninge, apparelinge bpm goꝛgioullp and gyuing 
hym many gpfres, Cent hym to his father, wyllynge hym to 
perlua de hym of the puiltannce, munikicence, liberalitie, hu

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manitie, and clemencie of owre men. Temiaws beinge mooued 


by this gentelnes declared toward his lonne; came with him 
the thpzde dap, bꝛyngynge nothynge with bpm at that tyme. 
But after that he knewe that owre men delpꝛed goulde and 
pearles, he ſent for ſyxe hundzeth and rilii. Pefos of golde, 
and two hundzeth and foꝛtie of the biggeſt and kapzeſt perles 
befpde a great number of the fmaulef force, Owre men mar: 
“gepled at the byggenes and kapzenes ok thele perles although 
khey were not perkectely whyte bycaule they take theym not 
dire of the lea muſculs excepte thep Eput rok them that they 
map thelelper open them felfe, and allo that the Epic mape 
hauf the better tale, whiche they eſteeme for a delicate and 
Fame dyſche, and let moze thereby then by the perles them 
elues. Ok thele thynges J was enkozmed of one Arbolantius 
beinge one ok vaches coompanions whom he lent to the kyng 
with manpe perles and certeyne of thole lea mulculs. But 
when Tumsccus Cawe that owre men foo greatly regarded the 
besotic of the perles, he commaunded certepne ok his men to 
prepare them felues to goo a kyllhynge for perles, who de: 
partinge, came agepne within koure dapes, bzingpnge with 
khem tweluc pounde weight ok orient perles after cight oun⸗ 
“cesto the ponnde. Thus reioplinge on bothe parties, they 
Embzaſed and made a league of continual frendeſhippe. mac 
cus thought him felfe bappie that he had pꝛelented owre men 
9 Aa, i. with 
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with Cuch thankekul gyktes and was admitted to theyꝛ frend 
f | ſhippe: and owre men thinkpnge them lelues happie and blel 
red led that they had kounde luche tokens ok great ryches, iva: 
ane ee lowed downe thepz Cpettle for thprtte, At all thele doinges, 
7 gold. kpnge chiapes was prevent as a wytnes and coompanion. De 
es -alfo reiopled not a lpttle, alwell that bp bis conductinge he 
lawe that owre men chulde bee latilkied of theyꝛ delpꝛe, as al 
bo thut by this meanes he had declared to the next kynge his 
boꝛtherer and enemie, what krendes he had ok owre men, by 
Ambition a: whole apde he myght lyue in qupetnes and bee reuenged ok 
monge naked his aduertarie tf neede Hhulde foo requpꝛc. For (as wee haue 
Wen ‘fapde) thele naked kynges inkeſte theim lelues with greuous 
wärres onelp fo) ambition and delpre to rule. Vb boſtet h 
in his epiſtell, that he lerned certeyne maruclous fecveates of 
Tum iccus him lelke as conternpnge the greate ryches of this 
lande: Wherok (as he lapth) he woold btter nothyng at this 
This 3lande pꝛeſente, For almuche as Tumaccus toulde it him in his eave, 
iscauled But he was enkoꝛmed of bothe the kynges, that there is an 
ea Ens lande in th it goulfe, greater then anp ok the other, Haring 
tes. mn it but onelponc kynge, and hym of foo great poure that ge 
A kynge of Suche tymes of the peare as the lea is caulme, he innadethe 
greate poure. theyꝛ dominions with a greate nante ok culebas, ſpopling and 
carpinge a wap for a pꝛape, all that he meeteth. This Fland 
is diſtant From thele coaſtes, anelp twentie myles: Soo that 
the pꝛomontozies 01 popntes therot rechyng into the lea map 
bee keene krom the hylles ok this Continent. In the ſea nere 
about this Flande, tea mufculs ave engendꝛed of luch quanté 
Siggepefles. tie, that many ok them are as bode as buckelers, In thele 
| ave perles founds (beinge the hartes of thode Hell kpllhes) ok⸗

But the tooo kpnz 


ges Chiapes AND Tumacrus, exhozted hym krendly to dekerre this 


enterpꝛiſe bntyll amore quicte feafon, bycauſe that {ca was 


not nauigable withowte greate daunger, beinge nowe the be 


gynnypnge of Nouember. Wherin the kynges leemed to lape 
tre we. Foz as Vaches hym felfe waptcth, great rorpng of the 
fea was harde amonge the Flandes of the goulfe bp reaíó of 
the raginge and conficte of the water. Great ryuersallo del⸗ 
cending from the toppes of the mountapnes the fame time of 
the peare, e ouerklowpng thepz bankes, dꝛpupng Dolone with 
thepz bpolence greate rockes and trees, make amarucplous 
wople, Lpkewile the kurie of the South and Noꝛtheaſt wyn 
des, afociate with thunder and lyghtnpnge at the lame lea⸗ 
fon, dpd greatly moleſte them. Whple the wether was fapre 
they were bered in the night with could and in the day time, 
the heate of the lonne troubled them: wherok it is noo mar⸗ 
naile, foꝛalmuche as thep were neare Muto the Equinoctiall 
lpne, although they make noo ment ion of the eleuation of the 
pole. sor in (uch regions, in the nyght, the mone and other 
coulde planettes: but in the dape, the loone and other hotte 
planettes, doo chiefelp. exercile they, inkluence: Althowghe 
the antiquitie were of an other opinion, fuppofinge th qui 
noctiall circle to bee vnhabitable and delolate by cealon of 
the heate of the foonne hauinge his courle perpendiculerly oz 
directly ouer the lame: except afewe of the contrary opinion, 
whole allertions the Hoꝛztugales haue at thele dapes bp ex: 
perience pꝛoued to bee trewe. Foz they laile pearelp to thinha⸗ 
bitantes of the louth pole, being in maner Antipodes to the peo 
ple cauled Hyperbore, nder the Month pole, and exertile mar: 
chaundies with them. and here haue J named Antipodes,fozal 
much as I am not ignorant that there hath byn men ok fingu 
Jar witte and great lernyng, which haue denped that there is 
Antipodes: that is, luch as walke feete to fecte. But it is molt 
certepne, that it is not apuen to anpe one man to Enotoc all 
thynges. Foz euen thep «lo were men: whoſe propertic is

of fyThynse that koz this purpoſe they had certepne dyuers 02 kyllhers er 
koꝛ perles. exciled frome theyꝛ pouthe in fropminprge vnder the water. 
But thep doo this onelp at certeyne tymes when the kea is 
Tine kindes calme, that they map thelelyer coome to the place where there 
or erles. ſhellkpches are woonte to lye. Foz the bygger that they are, 
loo much ly they the deaper and nerer to the bottome But the 
lellerz as it were dowghters to the other, are never’ 1 
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of the weter. Lypketopfe the leaſte of all, as it Were theit nie: 
es, art yet ncater to the luperticiall parte thevof, Too them 
of the byggeſte forte whiche lpe loweſte, the kylſhers delcende

the doughters oz nieles as their ſuccellion, they delcend one: 

lye to tht mydde thpygh. Sumtpmes allo, after that the lea 

hathe byn dilgupeted with vehemente tempeſtes, they kynde 
a greate multptude of theſe kylſhes on the landes, beyng dꝛp⸗ 
nen to the Gore by the vpolence ofthe water.

euerpe kylſhe bꝛynge kooꝛthe one perle oꝛ moze, at one byrthe 

oꝛ at dyuers: Allo whether theye bec kyled frome the roches 

wherunto thepe cleaue, 02 mape bee ealplpe pulled awape, 

o? otherinpfe faule of by them leines when thepe are coomme 

to there full grouth: Apkewple whether perles bee harde 

within the Helle or fofte, owre men haue as pet noo certapne 

experpence. But J truſte oꝛ it bee longe, too knowe the truth 

bereof. Foz owre men are cuen nowe in hande with the mat⸗ 

ter. Alſo, as foonc as I Mall bee aduertpled of the arrpuall 

of petrus Arias the capytapne of owre men, Jwpil deſpre hym petrus grias 
by my letters to make Diligent learche foꝛ thee thynges, and 
certikye me therot in all popntes. Jknowe that he wpil not 

bee ſlacke 02 omptte anp thynge herein. Foz he is mp bevpe 

krende: and one that taketh greate pleaſure in conſpderpnge 

the wooꝛkes of nature. And lurelpe it leeme h onto me bnues 

conte, that wee ſboulde with lplence oucelipppe fo greate a 

thynge whiche al well in the owilde tyme as in owre Dares, ES 
barbesje pet Boothe, dꝛawe bothe men and women to emma⸗ 
derate deipre of (upevfinueus plealure. Spapue therefore mal: Warton and 
be able hereafter with perles tofatifcte the gredpe appetite al EAN 
fuche as in wanton plealures are lpke brita Cleopatra d Afopus Nie dt 4. 
So that frome henlkozth we Mal nepther enupe noz reuenence Alopus. 
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But lette vs nowe returne to owre purpole. vn therfore 
determined with the fplthers ol Chispes to prone what mpabe 
bee Doone in his kyche pooles o2 ſtations of Cea mufcules. 


Chiapes to ſhewe hym felfe obediente to Vaches his requeſte, al⸗ 


though the lea were bopſtyous, coommaunded thirtpe of his 
kyl chers to prepare them felfes and to reloꝛte to the kylchinge 
places, veſchus Cente onelpe [pre of his men with them to bee 
holde them frome the lea bankes, but not to coommitte them 


lelues to the daunger ok the lea. The kplchynge place was 


diſtante frome the palapce ok chiapes aboute tenne mples, They 
durſte not aduenture to dyue to the bottome bp realon of the 
furpe of the lea. pet of the mufcules whiche lpe hygheſt, 
and of fucbe as were Dipuen to the Hore bp the vpolence of 
the water, thepe broughte {pre greate karthels in the [pace 
of a kewe dapes. The perles of thele were bat lpttle, aboute 
the bygnes of fmaule kptches: pet verpe kapze and bewepkull, 
by veafon theye were taken newelp owte of the kplſhe, beinge 
pet rawe. And that they ſhulde not bee repꝛoued ok lpinge as 
concerninge the bignes of thele lea mulſculs, they lente manp 
of them into Spapne to the kpnge with the perles, the kplſhe 
bepnge taken owte. Wee thinke verilp that there mape in noo 
place bpgger bee founde, Thele Melle kplſhes therkoze bepnge 
thus founde here in foo manpe places in that lea and gold in 
maner in euerpe boufe, doo argue the rpche trealurpe ok naz 
ture too bee hyd in thole coaſtes, foꝛaſmuche as ſuche greate 
ryches haue byn kounde as it were in the lptle kynger ok a qi: 
antes bande, What then mape wee thynke of thechole bande 
ok the gpante (for hetherto thepe haue onelp bynne in bande 
With the conkynes of vrabe) when thepe Hall haue thozowly 
fearched all the coaftes and ſecreates of the inner partes of 
all that large lande. But Vaches contented with thele [pgnes 
E iopkull of his good ſucceſle in thele enterprifes, determined 
by an other wape to returne to his kelowes in Dariens, where 


aͤlſo, they haue golde mynes aboute tenne mples from the vil: 


lage. De gane therfare kpng Chispes leaue to depart, and to fos 
lowe hym noo further: Confailpng hym to continue FapthFult 
to the chꝛiſtian kynge his lozde e maiſter. Thus embralinge 
the one the other, e iopninge handes, Chispes departed, with 


teares Declaring the good mynde which he bore te owre men.

a © Mafebus Leaning his licks mé with chigen, Went kozward on his 
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lournep with the relydue, hauinge allo with him oz guydes 
three of cbapes marpners, He conuepghed his armpe ouer a 
greate rpuer into the dominion ok a certeine kpnge cauled Tes 
ocha: who beinge aduertiſed of the coommpng of owre men, ot

Ipkewiſe 
rewardynge his guydes the leruantes of Chi pes, he dilmidled 
them with commendations to thepꝛ loꝛd. Ryng Tesocbs at the 
departure of otor men from his palaice, dyd not onelp appoint 
them guydes to conduct them in the to ap, but allo gaue them 
cert eyne ſlaues in the lleede of beaſtes to carp thepꝛ bpraples, 
bycauſe they ſhulde pale throw gl) many delertes, baren and 
rowgh mountapnes and terrible wooddes full of tygers and 
Zions. Me lent alfo one of bis lonnes with thele Qanes, la: 
dynge them with falted and dꝛped kpſhe, and bꝛeade of thole 
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regions, made of the vootes of Muizive and Iuces. De alls 


commaunded his fonne not to Depart from or men vutpl he 
were licenced bp vafcbus, Bp thepꝛ conductinge therfore, Vaj: 
ebus canse to the dominton of an other kpng whole name was 
pacra, à cruell tpꝛanne, kearekull to the other kynges his boz⸗ 
therers, and ok greater poutre then anp of them. This tyra, 
whether it were chat his giltie confcience for his milchcuous 
actes, put him in keare that owre menne woolde reuenge the 
fame, oꝛ that he thought hym lelke inferior to reliſt them, ded 
at thepz commpnge. Vocus Wipteth that in thee regions in 
the moonetly of Pouember he was fore aflicted with greate 
heate and intollerable thirſt, by realon that lpde of the moun 
tapnes hath lpttle water: In foo mache that they were in 
d aunger to haue perillhed but that certepne of thinhabitants 
chewed them of a lpꝛynge which was in the lecreate place of 
a woodde, whither Veſchus with all ſpeade Cent twos qupcke 
and ſtronge pounge men of his coompanions with trepa gone 
des and luche witer veilelles as Tesocs his men biowghte 
with them, Ok thinhabitantes, there durſt none Depart five

there coompany bycaule the wylde beattes doo foone inuade 
naked men. Foz in thole mountapnes, and elpeciallp in the 

wooddes neare vnto the lpꝛinge, they Cape that they are Cum:

toate hym koꝛ a man fente of god koꝛ that purpole. Herevp⸗ 
pon vaches aftoell to wynne their good wplles, as alſo too 
Foure kinges ſhewe an exemple of terroure to uche as vied lpke kalchions, 
deubured of toommaunded that this monſtrous beatte with the other 
dogs es. three kynges whiche were fubtecte to hym and of lpke condi⸗

worde and pipe token. Wheruppon the barbarpans ft 
ken with keare bp veafon ok the cruell countenaunces ok the 
maſties, with their delperate bouldenes and vnaccuſtomed 
Donlpnge and babkynge, haue dilparcled at the kyrſte onlette 
and bioke their arrape. pet it chaunleth otherwple when 
thepe haue anpe contlicte agapna the Canibales and the peo: 
que Cany: ple of Ciramairi, Fo; thele avefyerfer, and more warrelpke 
perte ats CF men: Alto Co experte arches, that theye can motte cetrenlpe 
chers. dprect their venemous arrowes againg the dogges with tu: * 
che celevitpe as it theye were timmberboltes:15p realon wher⸗ 
PI, ot, they lumtpmes byl manpof the. Thinhabptantes of thele 
Woedde. montapnes, Doo not keepe warre with bowes and arrowes: 
: But ple onelpe  Mebanis, that is certapne longe and broude 
woꝛdes made of woodde: Allo Apnges, longe pykes and 
partes hardened at the endes with kpere. Wyle kynge Pacra 
pet lpued, moo man coule knawe ok hym nepther by fapre 
meanes noz bp foule, where he had the golde whiche was 
#itie pounde kounde in his houle. Foꝛ owre men kounde in his iewel houle 
wage fof fpktpe poundes toepgbt ok golde. Bepnge therfore demaun⸗ 
noue ded where he Had 16, he anlwered that they whiche Wah > 
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The Came in tho ke montaynts in his fathers bayes, were all 
deade: And that fenfle he was a chylde, he neuer eſteemed 


golde more then ſtoones. Woze then this, thepe coulde noe 


gette of hym. By this feucre punpckment executed bppon Paz 
ers, Vans concpled vnto hym the myndes ok all the other 
kynges of that pꝛoupnce. And bp this meanes it came too 
pares that when he lente koz the ipcke men whiche be lekte 
chpnde bpm with kynge Chicges, an other kpnge whiche 
was in the mpdde wape (whole name was Bonoriems) enter: 
teyned them gentellpe, and gane them. xx. pounde weyght 
of pure wrought golde, belpde great plentpe of vpttaples 
And not this onelp, but allo accoompanped them bpm felt 
vntpll he had brought them lakelp trome his palaice into th 
domynpon of Pars: Where takpnge eche ok them by the 
ryghte bandes, he delpuered them to viscous hym felfe, as 
a kapthekull pledge commptted too his charge, and there: 
with fpake to vafcbus in this efecte, Mooſte myghtpe and 
valpaunte vpctourer, beholde J bere delpuer vnto powe, 
e e in luche plight as Y receaued them wil⸗ 
ynge that J pad byn al well able to gpue them healthe, as 
they were hertelp welcoome to ſuche poꝛe entertepnement as 
3| was able to ſhewe them. Foz the kauoure and genteinelle 
whiche J haue founde bothe in powe and them, be Hall rez 
warde pote whiche lendeth thunderynge and Ipgbtelpng to 
che deſtruction of mpicheuous men, and of his clemencpe gi 
meth vnto good men plentie ol lc and NMeixium in dewe Lea 
fon, As he lpake thele wooꝛdes, he lykted bppe his handes 
and epes towarde the foonte whome they honoure for god. 
Theu befpake kurther to vſcbus, Capinge: In that powe 
haue deſtroped and Maine otre vpolent and proude enemies, 
powe haue bꝛowght peace and qupetnelle to vs and owre fa: 
melpes, and bounde vs for euer to Loue and obepe powe. 
vo we haue foo suercoome and tamed wylde monſters, that 
wee thynke powe to bee fente from heauen For the punpſhe⸗ 
ment ot euell men and dekence ok innocentes, that under the 
pꝛotection of pore myghtpe lwoozde, wee mape hereakter 
leade otorc lyues withowte feare, and with moze quictncite 
gpue thankes to the giuer of all good thinges for hes mercie 
chewed vnto vs in this behalke. When thinterpꝛetonre had 
£toulde Vychs that kyng Benoniana had lapde the cwooDes, 
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and fuche lpke, Vachus rendered hym Ipke thankes For his 
humanitpe declared towarde owze men, and rewarded hym 
ashe had Doone other in whome he founde lpke gentilne lle.

powꝛe bolpneite of ſuche thynges as J haue gathered owte 
ok the letters of Vafobus Nunnex, and learned bp wooꝛde of 
mouthe of Cuch as were his cópanpons inthele aftapres. As 
wee recepne them, ſo wee gyue them vnto powe. Tpme which 
reueleth allfeccetes, fall hereafter mpnpſter larger argu⸗ 
ment of wꝛptpnge. Dhepe coulde at this tyme doo no greate 
thynge in learchpnge the golde mynes, koꝛalmuche as of q 
hundzeth fourefcoze and tenne men whiche Vaches broughte 
with hym from Dariens, there remapned onelp thꝛeeſcoꝛe and 
ten, oꝛ at the mot koureſcoꝛe, whole apde he nowe bled in

kinge 02 vnholtome, where as before their ſtomakes had byn 
bled to good meates, But the owlde fouldiours of Dariena, 
were har dened to abpde all lozowes, and exccadpnge talle: 
rable of labour, heate, hunger, and watchpnge: In fo muche 
that merilpe they make their booſte that they haue oblerned 
a longer and Harper lent then euer ponte holineXe iniopned. 
Foz thep Cape that for the ſpace of foure hole peares, thep 
eate none other then herbes and frutes, ercepte nowe and 
then perhappes kpſhe, and verpe keldoome dee: wea, and 
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that lumtime for lacke of al thele, they haue not abhozred rá 


mangpe dogges and kylt hye toades as wee haue lapde be⸗ 
fore. The olde fouldiers of dariens, Icaule thole whiche 
kpꝛſte kolowed the capptapnes Nicufs and Fogeds tombabyre 
the lande, of the whiche nowe kewe were lpuynge. But lette 
vs nowe omptte thele thynges, and retourne to Vacbus the 
bictouver ot the montapnes. eee e ine neg 
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Den Vafchus had remained thirtpe dapes in the 
VAS À palapte of kynge Para, concilynge ento: bpm 
PY the mpddes of thinbabitantes and pꝛouidinge 
Ad A VAS thpuges neceLarpe for bis coompanions, he 
1 departed krome thenle by the conducte of cer⸗ 
Ä tapne ok kpuge Tesocha his men, and came top 
the banke of the rpuer Comogress tobera the region and king 
therot, are named by the fame name. He kounde the fpdes of 
thele montapnes fo rude and baren, that there was nothinge 
apte to bee caten, but wilde rootes and certapne bnplealance 
krutes of trees. Two kynges beinge neare of bludde, inhabp⸗ 
ted this inkoztunate region, whiche Vaches ouerpalled with 
all ĩpeede for feare of hunger. One of thele poore kinges was 
named cotoebus, and the other c. Me tooo them bathe 
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with hym to gipde hym inthe wape, and dilmpfled Tessehs 
foefertes, his men with vytaples and rewardes. Thus for the (pace ol 
three Daves, he wandered throughe manp delerte wooddes, 
craggye mountapnes e muddy marpfches Full of luche qua: 
mpꝛes that men are oktentymes (walowed vp in them ik they 
looke not the moze warelpe to their fiete. Allo through pla: 
ces not frequented with refoite of men, and fuche as nature 
bad not pet opened to their fe, foralmuche as thinhabitan⸗ 
tes haue felooome entercourle betwene them, but onelp bp 
Cundarpe incurtions, the one to fpople and defivope the other: 
Bepnge otherwile contented to lpuc onelp after the lawe of 
nature, withowte worldly tople Foz fuperiuons plealures. 
Thus enteringe at the lengthe into the territorpe of another 
kynge Beche kynge whole name was Beckebues, they founde all thynges 
buca fubmpt: vopde and in lilence: Foz the kynge and his (ubiectes, were 


O ges hin feife all fledde to the wooddes. When veſchus lente mellengers 
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to ketche bpm, he bpd not onelp at the fprte ſub nytte hym 
elke, but allo pꝛomplle his apde with all that he myghte 
make : Pꝛdteſltynge furthermoze, th it he nedde not fo) keare 
that owꝛe men woolde doo hym anp iniurie, but that he bpd 
Dpm lelke koz herpe ame and grieke ok mynde, for that he 
was not able to recepuc them honozablpe accozdynge vnta 
their dignitpe, bycaufe his Gore of vitaples was conlumed. 
pet in a token of obedien:e and krendeſhyppe, he lente owze 
men many belTelles of golde, delpꝛing them to accepte them 
as the gikte ok a krind whole good will wanted not in grea⸗ 
ter thynges if his abilytye were greater. Mp whiche wooz⸗ 
des the pooze man ſeemed to inlinuate that he had byn vob: 
bed and otherwile cruellpy handled of his boztherers. Bx rea 
fon wherok, owꝛe men were enkoꝛced to departe from thenfe 
moze hungerlp then thepe came. As thepe wente kozwarde 
therkoze, they elpped certeine naked men coomminge downe 
krom a hylle towarde them. ch coommaunded his armpe 
to ſtape and fente his interpꝛetours to them to knowe what 
thep wold haue. Then one of the to whom the other leemed 
kynge Chlor- 10 gpnt reuerence, {pake in this effect, Owze loꝛde e hinge 
üs vendeth Chiorijus, greeteth powe well: Wyllynge vs to declare that 
da cchus rrr. he hath harde of powze puiſlaunce and perc wherbp powe 
dyſſhes of haue Cubbued euell men and reuenged the wꝛonges Doone to 
vue golde. innocentes, Foz the whiche powꝛe noble kactes and iufipce, 
ndice | | ag 
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as be dootht honour potore kame, foo woolde he thinke him 
felfe moſte happpe ik he myght receiue powe into his palaice, 
But, kozalmuche as his fortune hath byn fo euell (as he im 
puteth it) that beynge owte ok powze wape, powe haue o: 
nerpalled bpm, he hath Cent powe this golde in token of his 


good wyll and kryndſhpppe kowarde powe. And with thele 


wooꝛdes He deliuered to veſchus thirtp dilches ok pure golde. 
Addynge hereunto, that when Co euer it ſhulde pleaſe him to 


take the paynes to coomme to their kynge, he Mulde recepne 


greater gpftes. He declared further, that a kpnge whyche 

was their boztherer and moztall enempe, was very ryche in 

golde: And that in lubdupnge of bpm they Mulde bot he ob: 

teine greate rpcheſſe, and alfe delpuer them froin daplpe bers 

ations : whiche thinge myght ealilpe be doone by their helpe 

bycauſe chep knewe the countrep. Vafches put them in good 

coomfozte, and gaue them ko rewarde certapne aren ares 

whiche they more eſteemed then greate heapes of golde. Foz 
they haue lyttell neede ok golde, hauynge not thule of pelí 

kerous monep. But he that mape get but one axe o2 hatchet, 

thynketh hym Celfe rycher then euer was cru. Foz euen 

thefe naked men doo percepue that an axe is nece carpe for a 

theufande bles: And conkeſle that golde is deſpꝛed onelp 

fo? certayne vaine and eckeminate plealures, as a thpng whi⸗ 

che the lyke ol man mape lache withowte any inconuentence. 

Foz owe gluttenp and luperduous lumptuoulnelle hath not 
pet coꝛrupted them: By realon wherok they take it for noo 
Game to lacke cobardes ot plate, where as the pride and wan 
tonnes of owe tyme dodeth in maner impute it to vs fo2 ig: 

nominpe to bee withowte that, wherok by nature we haue no 

neede. But their contentation with the benekptes ok nature 

Boothe plapnly declare that men map leade a Free and happp 
life withowt tables, table clothes. carpettes, napkpns, and 

towels, with inche other innumerable wherok they haue no 

vle, excepte perhappes the kynges kurniſhe their tables with 

a kewe golden vellels. But the common people dꝛpue awape 

hunger with a ppece of their bꝛeade inthe one hande, and a 
piece of bꝛoplde fphe or ſumme kynde ok kruite in the other 

bande, Foz thep cate fleche but {cidome, When their fingers 

are imbzued with anp ounctuous meates, thep wype them 
epther on the loules ot their keete, oz on their thyghes, xe 
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fumepmes on the kkynnes of their prinpe members in the 


ſterde of a nappekpnne. And for this cafe doo thep often 
tymes waſhe them lelues in the rpuers. Owꝛe men therfore 
wente forwarde laden with golde, but fore acklicted with 
hunger. Thus thep came at the length tothe dominion of 
Eynge Pocchorrofs whs fLedde at their coommpnge. Here for 
the fpaccof thirtye dapes they kylled their emptpe bellies 
with bꝛeade of the voores of ue. In the meane tyme 
Vafchus Lente £032 Pocchorroſa: who bepnge allured with pros 
milles and Fayre wooꝛdes, came and tubmptted hym kelke 
bipnginge with hym for a prefent. xv. poundes weighte of 


wꝛought golde, and a kewe Manes. Vaches rewarded hym as 


he had Doone other before. When he was mpnded to depart, 
he was aduerttied that De ſhulde pale through the pominis - 
of a certapne kpuge whole name was Tumanama, This is hee 

whome the loonne of kynge Comogrus declared to bee of foo 
great poure and kearekull to all his boztherers, & with whom 
many of Comoprus kàmilpers had byn captpue. But owze men 


nowe perceiued that they mealured his pure by their owne. 


Foz their kinges are but gnattes ebmpared to elephantes, 
in relpecte to the poure and pollicpé of owꝛe men. Owze 
men Were alſo enkoꝛmed by fuche as dwelte neare aboute Tz 
marama, that his region was not beponde the montapnes as 
thep luppoled: Noz pet lo ryche in golde as pounge Eomd.

clared unto them howe kynge Tum maus had oktentpmes [poz 
ken pꝛoude and thicatnpng wooꝛdes agepnſte them: Lpͤe⸗ 
wile that it nowe ſtoode them in bande ok necellitpe to pale 
through Dis dominion: And that he thought it beſte to kette 
bppon hym unwares. The louldiers confented to his adurce, 


and exhoꝛted him to gyne thaduenture, pꝛowilinge that they 


woolde folowe hym whether fo euer he wente. They deter⸗ 
mined therkoꝛe te go two dayes ioꝛnep in one dape, that Tes 


manana nut knowynge ok their loo den commpng, myght haue 
no leature to allemble an armpe. The thynge came to pare

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tuen as they had deupced. Foz in the fprtte watche of the conse Tuma 
npgbt, owꝛe men with the Pocchorrofians, inuaded the vyllage nama is take 
and palaice of rumamama, where thep tooke hym pꝛiloner ful: pꝛiſoner.

IApkewile a 
greate number ok his gentelmen and fubiccres were taken 
ſtragelynge in other vpllages neare aboute his palaice, For 
their honukes are not adherent togither as owꝛes bee, bycaule | 
they ave oftentinics tronbelen with vehement whzilewyndes The caure of 
by realen ok the ludden changes and motions of the apre Lebemente 
canted by the inmánence of the planetes in the cqualicie of the Wwyndes nere 
bape and nyght beynge there in maner bothe ok one lengthe 
thꝛoughowte all the peace, koꝛalmuche as thep are neare on: 
to the Equinoctiall lyne as we haue lapde beroze. Their bou: 
fes are made of trees, couered and akt er their mance thetched 588805 
with the ſtalkes of certapne towghe herbes. To the palapce zynge Cuna 
DÉ Tunnam, was onelp one boule adherent, and that euen nama his 
as bygge as the palapce it elfe. Epther of thele houles were palace. 
in length a hundꝛeth and twentie paies, and in bꝛedth kyktie 

ales as owze men mealured them. In thele two houles the 

page was accullomed to muſter his men as often as he 
preparen an armpe. When Tumanama therfore, was thus taz 
ken captyue with all his Sardanapamecall famelpe, the Poce 
chorroſiins bzagged and thꝛeatened hym bepnge nowe bounde, 
that he Guide choꝛtiy bee hanged. The other kynges alfo his 
boztherers, reiopled at his mylkoꝛtune, Wherby owze men 
perccaued that * Was nolelle troublelome to his neigh 
hours;then was Pacra to the kinges ol the louthe lyde of the 
montapnes. vaſchus allo the better to pleale them, thꝛeatned 
bpm greududp: But in deede entended no euell toward him, 
He lpake therfore Marpely vnto hem with chelo woordes: carcbus his 
Thou thalte nowe (unies punpſhment thou cruell tpranne,foz wooꝛdes to: 
thy pꝛyde and abhominations. Thou fbalte knowe ok what 115€ Tums 
poure the chaiftians are whom thou halte foo contemned and ans. 
threaten to dꝛawe by the heare of their heades to the nexte 
rpuer and there to dꝛowne them as thou halle often rpines 
made thy vaunte emonge thy naked anes, But thou the 
lelfe alte fpꝛile leele that whiche thou halle prep arco 107 o⸗ 
ther, And hercwith commaunded hym to bee taken pe. 
18 £c ‘Artuertieclets 
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Neuerthelecce gyuynge a pꝛiupt token of pardon to them 
whiche layde h indes on him. Thus vuhapppe Lemm kea⸗ 
rpnge and beleuynge that vaſchus had mente in erneſte as h; 
com'u zunded, Fell pꝛoſtrate at his Écete and with teares des 
lyꝛed pardon: Oꝛoteſtynge that he neuer Cpake anp Cuche 
woordes. But that perhappes his nable men in their dꝛoon⸗ 
kenneTe had lo abufed their toonges whiche he coulde not 
rule. Foz their wynes although thep bee not made of grapes 
pet are thep of force to mare men dꝛoonken. Be declared fur: 
thermoze that the other kynges his boztherers had ok ma: 
lice lurmpled fuche lpes of hym enupinge his fortune bycauſe 


he was of greater poutre then thep. Haile humbly delpringe 


Vaſchus that as he tooke hym to bee a iuſte vpctourer, foo to 
gyue no credptte vnto their vniuſte and malpcious complain: 
tes. Addynge herevnto that ik it woolde pleale hym to par: 
don hym not hauinge ofended, he woolde bringe him great 
plentie of gold. Thus lapinge his ryght bande on his bzeaſt, 
he Cipore by the konne, that he euer loued and feared the 
chꝛpſtians fence he fpatte harde of their kame and vpctozpes: 
El peciallp when he harde Cape that they had Michaus, that 
is, [wooꝛdes Harper then thearle, and luc) as cutte in pie: 
ces al chpnges that coomme in their wape. Then directpnge 
his epes towarde Vafcbes who had his [Wooꝛde in his hand, 
he ſpake thus. who (ercepte he were owte of his wytte) 
dare lytte vppe bis bande ageynſte this wooꝛde of powzes 
wherwith powe arc able with one ſtrooke to cleaue a man 
from the heade to the nauell. Lette no man therfore perlwade 
powe (o moſte myghtpe victourer) that euer fuche wooꝛdes 
pꝛoceded otote ot mp mouthe. As Tumersma with trembeling 
Cpake thefc wooꝛdes . therwith lwalowynge downe the knot 
ok deathe, Vafcbus Teemend by his teares to bee mowed to Cont: 
pation: And Cpeakpng to hym with chearekull countenance 
commaunded hym to bee looled. This Doone, he lente imme⸗ 
diatly to his palaice for. xxx. poundes wepght of pure gold 
artifpciallp wrought into lundzp ouches whiche his wyues 
and concubpnes vled to weare. Alco the thyzde dape kolo⸗ 
topnge, his noble men and gentylmen kent thꝛelcoze pour 
des weight of golde for their kyne and raunlumme. Taman an 
bepng demaũded wher they had that gold, anlwered that it 
was not gathered in his dominiõs But that it was W

Dis aunceftours from the epuer comogrus toward the ſouthe. 
But the pocchorroſian & other his enemies, lapd that he lped: 
Affirmpnge that his kingdome was ryche in gol de. Tumanama 
on the contrarp part, inſtantiy pꝛoteſted that he neuer knewe 
any golde myne in all bis Dominions. pet denped not but 
that there hath lumtimes byn found certaine fmaule graines 
of golde, to the gatherpnge wherok, he neuer had anp rez 
garde, bycauſe they coulde not gette it without great ælonge 
labour. Whple thefe thynges were dooinge, the lpcke men 
whiche vafcbus had lefte in the village of pocchorroſa, came to 
bpm the. viii. day of the Calendes of January in the peace 
of Ch ziſte. 9. D. 1333. bzingyng with them certapne la: 
bourers from the kynges of theilouthe with lundzpe inſtru⸗ 
mentes to dygge the grounde and gather golde. Thus pal: 
ſynge ouer the day of the natiuitpe of Chi without bodely 
labour, vppon lainte Steuens Daye he brought certepne mp: 
ners to the lyde ok a hyll not karre dyſtante from the palaice 
Of Tumanama, where (as he ſaith) be perceaued by the coloure 
of the carth that it was lpkelp to bꝛynge furthe gol de. When 
they had dygged a pytte not pal a hand bzeadth and a halfe, 
and Cpfted the earthe therok, they kounde certapne lmaule 
grapnes of golde no bygger then lintell (codes, amountynge 


to the weyght of twelue grapnes as they proupd with their © 


balances of aſſape before a notarie and wytneſle that the bet: 
ter credptte myghte bee gpuen therto. Wherbp thep argued 
that the rpchenelle of that lande was agreable to the report 
of the boztherers, although Verbes coulde bp noo meanes 
caulg rum nm to conteſſe the ſame.

Foz they chofe that and the region of 
occhorrofs to inhabpte, and determpned to buplde townes in 
them bothe, if it ſhulde fo pleaſe the kynge of Castple:Alwell 
that they myght bee baptinge places and vytailpnge bones 
for ſuche as Guilde ioznep towarde the kouthe, as alfo that 
both the regions were krutkull and of good grounde to beare 
krutes and trees. Intendpnge nowe therkoze to departe krom

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thente he tried the earth by chaunce in an other place, Where 
the colour ok the grounde with certapne ſhpninge ſtones, fee: 
med to bee a cooker ok golde. where cauſpuge a fmaule pitte 
to bee dygged lyttell beneath thupper cruſte ok the cacebe, he 
kounde komuche golde as wepghed that ppece of golde whi⸗ 
che the Spaniardes caule c llanum aureum, and is commonlp 
cauled peſus, but not in one grapne. Reioplynge at there too: 


kens in hope of great riches, he badde m to be ot good 


coomforte, pꝛomplpnge hym that he woolde bee his krende 
and Defender, foo that he troubeled not any of the kpnges 
whiche were krendes to the Chriſtians. Deallo perkwaded 
hyn to gather plentpe ok galde. Su nme Cape that he ledde a: 
Wave all u his women and ſpapled him leaſte he Huld 
rebell. pet he delpuered his loonne ta Vyches to bee bzoughte 
vppe with owe men, to learne their language and relpapon, 


tha he mpg ht therakter the better vie his helpe al well in all 


Ua ſchus fau: 
leth ſicke. 
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hunger and 
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thynges thar he chulde haue to doo with owze men, as allo 
more polptpkelp rule, and obtapne the loue of his owne lub: 
iectes. vaſchus at this tyme fell into a vehement keuer by rea⸗ 


don ok erte le of labour, immoderate watchyng and hunger: 


In fomushe that departynge fromthenfe, he was kapne too 
dee bozne vppon mennes backes in Hieres of gollampynt cots 
ton. Lpkewple allo many of his louldiers whiche were foo 
Weake that they coulde nother go no? ſtonde. To this pue: 
pale they vſed the helpe of thinhahptantes, who ſhewed thẽ 
kelues in althynges wollynge and obedpente. Allo fumme of 
them whiche were lu nwhat feeble and not able to trauaple, 
although not grenounp ſpcke, were ledde by the armes bn: 
tyll they came to the dompnian of kynge Commogrus a greate 
frende to the Chrilpans, ok whom wee haue largelp made 
mention before, At Vafchus commpngce thether, he founde that 
the owlde kynge was deade, and his ſoonne (whome we lo 
prayed for Dis wiledome) to rapgne in his ſteade: And that 
he was baptiled by the name of Charles. The palayce of this 
Cemogrus, 15 lituate at the koote ot a ſtiepe holl well cultured. 
auynge towarde the louthe a plapne of twelue leages in 
bꝛeadtij and vearp krutekull. This plapne, they caule Zaum. 
Beponde this, are the great and hyghe montapnes whiche 
deupde th: two feas wherok we haue fpowen bekoꝛe.Owte of 
the pepe helles, Ipꝛongeth the rpyuer Comogrus, robiche ne 


* 
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neth thꝛrowgh the fapue playne to the hoghe montaynes, rez 
ceauynge into his chanell by their val leys, all the other rp: 
uers, & fo fauleth into the ſouth fea. It is diſtante from paz 
riens, uboute thꝛelcoze and tenne leages tawarde the weſte. 
AS owꝛe men therfore came to thele parties, kynge comoęrus 
(other wple cauled Charles by his chridian name) mette thẽ 
topfullp and entertapned them hondzablp, gpuynge them 
their fpll of plealaunte meat es and dꝛynkes. He gaue allo to 
Vufcbus, twenty pounde tocpghriof wrought golde. vaſchus vec 
compented him with thinges which he eſteemed muche moꝛe: 
Ls ares and {undp kyndes of carpenters tooles, Allo a fouls 
diours cloke, and a faire cherte wrought with needle woozke 
By thele gyktes, Comogrus. thought hym felfe to bee huke a 
god amonge his boꝛztherers. vaches at his departpuge from 
Henle, erneſtly charged Comogres and the other kynges to res 
mapne kaichfull and obedient ta the chꝛiſtian king of Lattile, 
tf they delpyꝛed to lyue in peace and quietnelle: And that they 
Hulde hereakt er moꝛe diligently applys them ſelucs to the gaz 
theringe of golde to bre lente tothe great chꝛiſtian ri that 
is) kyng. Declarpng kur her, that by this meanes they ſhuld 
bothe gette them and their poſteritp a patrone and defender 
ageing their enempes, and allo obtayne great abundaunce ot 
er e afanes thus bappely achme d be went 
kozwarde on his vpage to the palaice ot kyng borcha, where 


he founde foure pounge men whiche were come kram maren 


to certify bpm that there were certayne chyppes coomme front: 
Hifpaniola la gen with vyttaples and other necedaries. Wher⸗ 
fore takyng with him tinentic of Hig mole Lup louldiers he 
made haſte to Dariena with longe lozneps: leaumgethe f relp⸗ 
due behynd him to kolow at their leaſure. Me wziteth that he 
tame to Dariena the. xiui, Cal. ot Fe. An. 1514. The date af his 
letter is: From Daviess the. iii. Dap at march. Ot witeth in 
the lame letter, that he had many lore conklictes, & that he 
was pet neyther wounded, 02 loſte any of his men in the bat⸗ 
taile. And therkoze in al his large letter there is not one cafe 
without thankes geuynge to almpghtp god ko his delynery 
and pꝛeleruation from lo manp imminent perels. Me attemp⸗ 
ted no enterpziſe 02 tooke in hande anp biage withawt thin⸗ 
uocation ok god and his holp laintes. Thus was Vafchus Bale 
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Anfers tod Hercules the tonquerour of monfiers, Wenge 
therefore thus tourned from a raſſhe ropſter to a polprpke 
and dilcreate capitapne, he was iudged wooꝛthp to bee ad: 
uaunced to greate honoure. Mp realon whereof, he was 
bothe receaued into the kynges Fauour, and there vppon crea 
ted the generall o2 Lieuetenaunt of the kynges armp in rhofe 
Regions. Thus much haue J gathered bothe bp the letters 
of certepne mp kapthekull krendes beinge in die na, and alo 
fo bp wooꝛde of mouth of fuche as came latelp frome thenfe, 
Ht powre bolynes defpre to knowe what J thpnke herein, 
Suerlp as bp fuche thynges as Y hane feene, J beleuc chele 
thynges to bee trewe, euen lo thoꝛder and agtreinge of vychus 
and his coompanions warrelpke letters, Ceeme to confirme 
the fame. The Spanparde therfore (hall not neede hereakter 
with vndermpnpnge the earth with intollerable laboure to 
bꝛeake the bones of owre mother and enter many mples inte 
her bowels, and with innumerable daungers cut in [under 
hole mountapnes to make a wape to the courte ok inkernall 
Pluto, to bꝛynge from thenle wpcked golde the leede of nas. 
merable mifcheues, withowte the whiche notwithſtandpnge 
we map nowe fcarfelp leade a happy lpke lithe iniquitie hath 
lo pꝛeuayled and made vs Manes to that wherot we are lords 
bp nature: The Spanparde (A fap) Hall not neede with luch 
trauaples e ditficultie to dygge karre into the earth for gold, 
but ſhal kynde it plentikully in maner in the vpper cruſt of the 
earth, 02 in the kandes of rpuers dꝛyed vppe by the heate of 
Sommer, onelp walchynge the earth Coftelp frome the lame:

here, kozalmuth as thefe nations are koꝛ the moſt part teuere 
dekenders of they) patrimonies, and cruell to ſtraungers, in 
no condition ad nittinge them otherwyle then by conqueſt: el 
ſpeciallp the ficece Canthales o) Caribes.

nife howe to reuenge the death of theyꝛ Capitaine and coom⸗ 
panpons. Thep depatted therefore from thefe vnkoztunate 
ceattes : And by the wape ladpnge theyꝛ Hippes with brafell 
returned home agepne with loe and heauie chere. Ok thele 
thynges J was aduertpked of late by thepꝛ owne letters. 


What thep haue els Doone, J thal haue moze particular know 


leage hereakter. lobannes Pontius was alſo repulſed by the Cani⸗ 
bales in the Jlande of cuupes beinge one of the chieke 41: 
landes of thepz habitacion. Foz when thep lawe owre men 
a karre of on the fea, thep lep in ambuſbe loodenlp to inuade 
them when they ſhulde coome alande. Owre men fent kooꝛth 
a kewe foote men and with them thepz laundzelles to walſhe 


thepz ſhertes and cheetes. For from the Jlande DÉ Ferres bes 


inge one of the Jlandes ok Canarie (euen vnto this lande, 
foz the {pace of foure thonfande and twoo hundzeth myles) 
they had ſeene no lande where they myght kynde anp krelſhe 
water: for as muche as in all this large lpace, the Ocean is 
withon: landes. At thepz commpnge therfore to lande, the 
Canibales adlapled them, caried awapr the Women, and ie 
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the men to luche dittreſle that kewe of them efcaped. Bp reae 

+ Ton toberof, Porrius being greatelp dilcomkited, durſte not in⸗ 
uade the Canibales, fearpnge thepz venemed arrowes which 


thele naked manhunters can direct moſt certenlp. Thus good 


Pontius kaplyng of his purpole, was fayne to gyue ouer the Ca 
nibales, whome (bcingefafe and vnder the boufe roufe) he 


threatened to vanqupſhe and defirop. Whether he went krom 


thenfe, 02 what newe thynges he kounde, J haue as pet no 
further knowleage. Wythele mplkoztunes, solyfixs tofte his 
1pfe, and Pontixs Dis honour. Let vs nowe fpcake of an other 
whole ent erpꝛyle came tolpke purpofe the kame Peace. robe 
nes Alora boꝛne in thecitie of Corduba, 4 man of noble parentage, 
fent in ſteade of the Licuetenaunt (as we haue lapde) moꝛe co 
uetous of golde then carefull ok his charge oz delpꝛous ot 
praple for well delerupnge, lought occasions of querelpnge 
agepnſt the kynges and fpopled manp, biolentlp extoztpnge 
golde of them agepnſt ryght and equitie: And kuͤrther hande⸗ 
led them fo extremelp, that ok krendes thep became moſt crucl 
enemies: In lo much that they cealed not with del perat myn 
des by all meanes they coulde to llep owre men openlp oz prt 
uilpe. By realon wherok it is coome to paſle, that where be: 
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- -forethey bartered qupetly ecchanginge ware for ware, they 


ave nowe fapne to doo all thynges bp force of armes. When

They 
faye that his kyngdome is ryche in golde. They fpopled his 
kyng Taboꝛ. Pallaice in his ablence. Spre leaques from henle, they came 
kynge Chery, to an other kyng named Tabor. From thenle thep came tothe 
kyng ok chern. He krendlp entertepned owre men, and gaue 
tii, thoufande them fonte thoulande Pejos of golde. He hathe in his DO: 
peros of gold minion many goodly falte bapes: the region alfo aboundeth 
Salte. with golde. About twelue mples from benfe,thep came to an 
kyng se other kyng cauled Anta, of whome thep had. xv. thonlande 
He gold Pos ok golde whiche he had gotten of the kinges his bowhe: 
ters whom he had vanquilched by warre. A great part of this 
| golde was in rude forme bycaule it was molten when he let 
e the kynges houles on kyer whom he ſpopled. Foz they robbe 
Le 0 and lley the one the other, lackynge and kpꝛyng their villa: 
ges, and waflinge their countreys. They kecpe warre barbas 
roullp and to vtter deſtruction, executing extreeme crueltie az 
geinſt them that haue the ouerthzowe. Gonfalus Badaiocius with 
bis kelowes, wandered at lpbertie vntpll thep came to this 
Ryng: And had gathered great heapes of gold of other kin⸗ 
ges, Foz, what in bꝛaſlettes, collers, taringes, bꝛeſte plates, 
5 helmettes, and certeine barres wherwith women beare vppe 
ruse their bꝛeſtes, they had gathered together in gold the lum of 
éhoufand Cas fourefcore thonfande Cattellans, whiche they had obtepned 
ros of partlip by erchaunge fozotore thinges where they founde the 
ane kinges their krendes, & otheriwile by koꝛceible meanes where 
thep founde the contrary.

There came to me the dap bekoze the Ades of Prtober in this 
peare GY. D. yvi. Rodericus Colmenares (Of wham we haue made 
mention Before) and one Francifcus Delapuente, This Francifeus, 
was one ok che under capitaines of this bande, whole chieke 
capitaine was Gonſalus Badaiocius who hardly efcaped the han: 
des of kyng Pariza. Thele twoo capitaines therkoze, Rodericus 
and kranciſcus who Departed from Dariena immediatly after the 
miffoztune whiche befell to Badsiocivs and his companpe, do 
both atfirme, the one that be hath harde, and the other that 
he hath feene, that in the Houthe lea there ave Diners Alans 
des lying weſtwarde from the Jland of Dites and laincte Mi⸗ 
chaels goulfe, in manp of the which are trees engendꝛed and 
nourilſhed which bring kooꝛth the lame aromaticall fruites, 
as both the region of Collocutca, This lande of Collocutea, with 
the regions of Cochinus and Camemorus, ave the chiefe marce pla 
ces kram Whenke the Poztugales haue their (pices, And heres 
by do they coniecture that the land where the krutkulnelle oF 
ſpyce begynneth , ſhulde not be karre krom thenle. In fo much 
that many of them whiche haue ouerrunne thofe coaſtes, do 
onelp delpꝛe that leaue map be graunted them to learche kur⸗ 
ther, and that they wil of their owne charges krame and kur⸗ 
niche Hippes and aduenture the viage to ſeeke thole Jlandes 
and regions. They thinke it beſt that tele Hinpes Hulde bee 
made and prepared, euen in laincte Michaels gonife: And 
not to attempte this vpage by lainte Auguſtines point, which 
wape were both longe and ditkpculte, and ful of a thoufande 
daungers, and is Caide to reache beponde the forty degree of 
the pole Antartike. The lame kranciſcus, being partener of the 
trauailes and daungiers of Gonfilus, faithe that in ouer run: 
tinge thole landes, he kounde great heardes of hartes and 
wylde bozes:and that be coke manp of them bp an arte which 
thinhabitauntes taught him: whiche was to make pittes oz 
trẽches in their walkes, and te couer the fame with bouwes. 
By this meanes alfo thep deteaue al other kindes of wild and 
fonte footed beaſtes. But they take foules aiter the lame mas 
ner that we do: As locke dones with an other tame ſtocke 
boue bꝛought vp in their houtes, Thele they tye by a ſtrynge. 
and (ater them to Ape a little emong the trees. 5 webicy 
nH 4 other 
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Hs other birdes of their kind reloꝛt, they kil th? with their ar 
rowes. Dibertopíe they take thé with nertes in a bare place 
pourged krom trees € buches : and fcatcrpng certepne leedes 
rounde about that place, inthe myd derte tmbercof they tye a 
tame foule 02 byꝛde of the kynde of them whiche they delpze 
to take. In lyke maner do they take popineiapes and other 
foules, But they lay that popingiapes are fo limple, that a 
great multitude of them wyll dye tuen into the tree in whole

lakes, there grawe many herbes and weedes, as allo that by 
reaſon ok the heate ok the lonne pearceinge to the naturall 
place of generation and coꝛruption, where beinge doubled in 
force by recbection and pꝛelerued by moptter, there are engen 
Dered of the llymines of the earth and water, and by the pro 
ttidence of the vninerkall creatoz, innumerable lyttle fylches, 
with a thoulande lundzy kyndes ok krogges, wozmes, knat⸗ 
tes, Ayes and fuch other.

Allo that they kepe 
onelp the women childꝛen and fende awape the men children, 
Dior men therfore dꝛewe nere to the Hore of Collzacara where 
they quyetlp exerciled marchaundies with thinhabitauntes. 


The kyng gauc them a great potte of gold: Allo bzallettes, 


chapnes⸗bꝛouches, with many other iewelles, and al of gold. 
O wre men agepne on the other parte facilfped him with ſuch 
fuite as they had done other before. Here wolde they gladly 


haue planted a newe colonie oz habitation, but that the gos 


uernour wolde not permptte them, wherat they gruged not 
alpttle, The houles and other edikpes of this pꝛoupnce, are 
buplded like vnto towzes. It hath allo. x v. great townes in 
it. Ok thele they altirme that they haue leene ſum conſiſling 


of moze then. xx. thoufande houles, not iopning together, 


but deleuered with courtes and gardens: They haue alfo cer⸗ 
tepne large market places encompaſed with waules, and 
ſtreates well paued. Likewile koznaces and onens made of 
ipme and bꝛicke. Furt hermoꝛe al Cortes of handy craftes men 
e-bery cunning artikicers.

But whe the gouernour lignikied vnto him bp thinterpꝛetors 

that he delpꝛed great plentie ok that metal, the dap kolowing Idoles, iews 

He bꝛonght hima mannes Image ok golde beinge a cubette ela ang ous 

in length: Allo a kanne ok golde, and an Idole ok one of his ches of gold, 

domeſticall goddes of curious wWoozkemanſhpppe. Aikewple 

garlandes of ſtones of Sunday colours, with many brete plat 

tes, bꝛooches, and other kyndes ok oznamentes, and all ok 

golde. He gaue bpm kurthermoze aboundaunce ok delpcate 

meates well lalted and poudzed with (pices. When he had 

required owre men to coome alande, he commaunded his Ter: 

uauntes with all ſpeede to prepare a great multitude ol brian: 

ches of trees and to waite vppon owre men to his pallapce. 

As they went thus in oder, lum behynde and lum before on 

bothe ſydes, they feemed fo to ſbadowe owre men with the 

bouwes as thoughe they had gonne in a continuall arbour, 

The kynge bpm lelte haupnge a feprec in his hand, dpd lette 

them in their arrape, and lumtpme ſtrike luche as were negli⸗ ik 

gent in bearyng their bouwes. They ſhewed them lelues obe? |

dient in all thynges, and with graue tountenaunce, humbled | 
them lelues to receaue his ſtripes, When he was demaunded | | 
q, ii. where | 
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where he had kuche plentic ok golde, he pointed with his 
kynger to the next mountaynes, and to the rpuers delcendyng 
from the fame. They are fo accuſtomed to the riuers and exer⸗ 
cited in lwymming, that it is al one to them to line in the waz 
ter and on the lande. When they delyꝛe togather golde, they 
plunge thrym kelues in the rpuers and bipnge krom the bot: 
tome therof, bothe their bandes full of lande, whiche lye: 
tynge krom hande to hande, thep gather owte the grapnes 
of golde. And by this meanes in the (pace ok twoo houres, 
thep kyll a reede as bygge as a mannes kynger. Ok the lweete 
lauours of thele landes, many thinges myght be lpoken, the 
whiche bycaule they make rather to theckeminatynge ok the 
mynd es af men, then fo? anp neceflarpe purpofe, J haue 
thought beſt to omptte them. The kynge allo gaue the go⸗ 
uernour a pounge virgine of twelue peares of age, adourned 
with ryche and kapꝛe iewelles. Ok the ſtones whiche he had 
of this kpnge, one was balued at twoo thoufande Taſtellans 
of golde. Thus at the length they departed from this kyng, 
laden with golde and precious ſtooncs. Crifalua the goucr⸗ 
nour, lente one of the Carauelles to bis vncle Diego Velafguer 
gouernour ok the Jlande of Cuba, with mellengers to delp⸗ 
uer hym the golde, iewelles, and other oꝛnamentes. The 
relydue in the meane tpme ſtyll kolowed the traete towarde 
the Weſt. One of them in the whiche Frauncis Montegius 
the vnder gouernour was carped, ſapled harde by the More > 
and the other twoo kept aloofe within profpecte of the land. 
Thinhabitauntes of chefe coaſtes alſo, no lelle marueplpnge 
at the ſhyppes then dyd the other, came with tw elue Canoas: 
to Montegius, delpzinge bpm by thinterpꝛetours to-coome 
alande, promplpnge in the name ok their kynge; that hee 
Shoulde be horozablp entertapned. But ontegious anſwe⸗ 
red that hee coulde not allente to their requeſt bycauſe his 
coompanions were fo farce from bpm: pet dyd he gyur them 
cect apne of owre thynges ſtraunge bruto them and thankes 


for their gentylneſſe. Shoꝛtlp after eſppinge a great towne 


- shep directed their courle thither. Thinhabitauntes piohic 


byted them to coome alante, and came fooꝛthe agepuſt them 
with bowes e qupuers ful of arrowes, bꝛodefwooꝛdes made 
of heaup woode, and Jauelens hardyed at the ende with fler. 
They ſhotte at owre men a farre ok: And owre men dilchar⸗ 
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gcd certeyne pieces of oꝛdinaunce agepne them. The Warba⸗ 


riaus aſtonyſched at the nople of the gunnes, dedde amapne, 


and deſpꝛed peace. Here owre mens bptaples begam to faple 
them, and theyꝛ Hpppes were bꝛooled with lange bpages. 
Haupnge therefore kounde and doone thele thynges whereol 
we haue (poker: Grifus returned to the lande of “Fernandina 
well contented, but lo were not his companions. We mute 
nowe diuerte lumwhat from this matter, and ſpeake of an o⸗ 
ther nauigation, And krom thenfe wpll we returne to thele 
landes which owre men haue konnde. So it is therfore, that 
Diegus Velafquer, the gouernour of the gland of Fernandina, about:

raneles, he prepared an other nauigat ion of onelp one arar: 
nell and one bepgantine with fortie and kyue men. Thele ex⸗ 
trciſcd vpolent handes ageinſt thinhabitauntes of thole regis 
ons where they arrpued, thpnkpnge that they myght koꝛcea⸗ 
bly dzawe them tothe dpggyngeok golde bpcaute thep were 
Taltranite I dolaters and circumciſed.

They lape the lame allo of the landes lately founde, wher⸗ 
ok two are named om and sum, whole inhabitauntes go 
naked: and koz fcarenelle of children, facrifice dogges whi: 
che they nouri pe al well koꝛ that purpole as allo to eate as 
wee do connies Thele dogges are dumme and can not barke, 
hauypnge frotwecs lpke into koxes. Suche as they deftinate 
to eate, they geld while they are whelpes, wherby they ware 
verp kat in the pace of fonte monethes. Thep rełerue al the 
bytches foz increale, and but kewe dogges. Owre men dil⸗ 


kwaded them krom theke luperſtitions, declarynge how they 


were abhommable and deteſted of god. They were foone per: 
kwaded and delpꝛed a law whiche they myght kolowe Dire 
men therkoze declared into them that there was onelp one 
god which made heauen e earth, the geuer ok al good thyn⸗ 

ges, bepng of one incompzehenlphle lubſtaunce under triplt⸗ 
- Citie of porten. As ſoone as they harde thele wooꝛdes, they 

bꝛoke their Zemes, and pared, ſcraped, and washed the panes 
mentes and waules of their temples. Owre men gaue them 
a painted picture of the blelled vyrgine whiche they placed 
reuerently in their temple, and aboue it a crofíe to be Hono: 
red in the remembꝛaunce of god and man and che Caluation 
of mankpnde. Whey erected allo an orher great croſte of mod 
in the toppe of the temple, why her thep oktentp nes reloꝛte 
togither to honour the Image of the vyrgine. IThmhabitan⸗ 
tes Fégnicicd by thinterpꝛetours that in the Bland ok Iucarine 
Kat far from them, there weve [eut Chꝛiſtians capt ines which 
in tyme pall were dipuen thrger by tempeſte, The Jlande 
ol Coximella, is onelp łpue miles diſtant from luca The go⸗ 
uernour Cort Ses being aduertiſed hero, furnpched in, Tarauels 
with kyktie me, wyllyng the incontinent to direct their viage 
thither eto make lerch for thele mẽ.

Thus they departed with 


commaundement to retourne within the {pace of fpre dapes. 
But when they had remapned there now. viii. days and hard 
no toso2de of their Cozumellane interpꝛetcurs whome thep 


had font alandt with the mellage and letters, owre men vez 


turned to Coxumella without them, ſulpectpug that Hep were 
other Maine oz detepned. And where as the holt naupe was 
now Determpned to depart from. coxvmella but that thep were 
hyndered bycontrarp wynde, thep ſodenlp eſpied towarde 


the welle a Lanoa coommpnge from lucatant, and in it, one ok 


the Lhriftian captiues (named Hicronimus Aquillaris) who had 
lpued leuen peares in that lande. With what fope thep emo 
baled the one the other, the chance map declare. They were 
no lelle delpꝛous to heare, then he to tell ofthe myſtoztune 
wh che befell to hym and his coompanions.

The 
relpdue lpkewile in man er conlumed by kamen and kaulpnge 
from one calamitie into an other, were dziuen to tens and 
kell into the handes of a cruell kynge who llewe valdiuii the 
gouernour with certapne of his felowes. and when hee bad 
kpꝛſt Cacrifyced them to his Zemes, ſhoꝛtelp atter he eate them 
with his frindes of that conſpiracie. for thep care onelp their 
enempes and ſtraungiers: And doo etheriviic abſtepne from 
mannes fleſhe. In this mecano tpme, While Hieromimes Agullraris 
with {pre of his kelowes were reſerued to be Lacrikyeed the 
thirde dape, they brooke: their bandes, elcaped the ban: 
des of that ccuell tyraune, and ledde to an other kynge bes 
pnge bis enempe, who receaued them, pet onelp as bonde⸗ 

men. It is a ſtraunge thinge to heare of the moother of this 
quilla, Foz as Coone as the harde that her ſoonne was fau: 
len into the handes of the nations that care mannes Ache, 
hee kell madde incontinent: So that when [o euer after, bee 
Fate any meate roſtyng at the kper, oꝛ onelp ready ſpytted to 
lape to the fper, thee cealed not to crpe out in this maner. O 
me morte wꝛetched moother: Behold the members ot mp fon, 
But to returne to owre purpoſe. When Aquillaris had now vez 
ceaued the gouernours letter lente bp the Cozumellane mel⸗ 
fengers, hee declared to the kynge his mayfer (whole name 
was Tarmarus) what was their erraunt thither, and wherkoze 
they were Cent : vlyng in the meane tyme many large dilcour⸗ 
ſes in expꝛeſſynge the great poure and magnikpcence of. their 
nge who had of late arriued in thole coaſtes, Allo of their 


kyn 
Dumänitie and gentilnee toward their krindes and luche as 


kubmptted them lelues to them, and againe their rygour and 
fierceneile agepnſt ſuche as Moobernlp epther contemned them 
oz denped their requelttes. With thele wooꝛdes he bꝛoughte 
Taxmarus into ſuche Ecave, that the maiſter was now kapne to 
deſpꝛe his leruaunt lo to handell the matter thar rhey myght 
qupetlp enter into his dominion as bis kreendes and not as 
bis enemies. Agiles promifed in their behalke that they held 
not onelp coome in peace, but allo to apde bpm agent his 
enempes if neede Guide lo require. Whervppon hee dime 
Aquillaris and with hym thace of his familiers and coonipaltis 
uns, Thus thep lapled together krom Coxumella to Autan LO 
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Tye mouth the rpuer tobíche they had kounde bekoꝛein che forte vpaxe 
o efaryuer thither byehe gouernante of Alaminus the pilot. They found 
ſtot ped with the mouthe of ehe rpuer Hopped with lande, as wee reade of 
lande. theo rpuer ok Nur in Egipte when the wyndes (canted Et) 
Loa blowe in lummer ano elpectallp in che Canicular dapes. Ther⸗ 
koꝛe Where as thep coulde not enter into the rpuer with the 
biggeſte veltelles (although it bee otherwiſe apre to receaue 

great chyppes) the gonernour canted two hundꝛeth men to be 

kette alande with the bzigantpnes and Mpppe boates: wpl⸗ 

lunge Aquiles to offer peace to thirhatitaantes. Thep de: 
maunded What owre men required. Aaullaris animer, apts - 

tapices. There was a lange ſpace ot lande by rhe lpdt ofthe. 
‘towhe, whither thep wplled them to relorte, prompipage 
Turky dens. to bipnge them vyttaples thithit the dape felowpuge, Owre 
men wente and thep came actozdynge to them promile and 
bought with them epght of their hennes bepnge as bpgge 
ás peacockes, of biotonpe coloure, and not inferidur to peat. 
dockes in plealaunte tall They brought allo as much bread 

made ok Maxim (whiche is a graine not muche vnlpke vnto 
panpke) as wolde fcarcélp lerue tenne hungry men: And here 

with deſpꝛed them to depart. But when chepperceaucd that 

owre men made no hal away, immediately there came a great 
toompanpe ok armed men towarde theym demaundyng what 
they had to do thus to wander in other mennes landes. wr 
; men made anlwere bp Aquillaris, that they delpꝛed peace, yrs — 

taples, and golde fox exchaunge o€ other thinges. They ans 

twered agepne, that they wolde mother peace noz warre with 

them. But thꝛeatned them to auopde the lande excepte they 

woolde bee diſtroped euerp manne, Owre men layde that 

thep woulde not departe withowte fuiípciente vyttaples 
to mayntapne their foulbpers. 20 ur 0 

They appopnted the dap kolowynge to bꝛynge them more bys 

taples: but they broche pꝛomelle. pet perceauing the fecond: 

dap that owre men were encamped on the lande and had re⸗ 

polen there that nyght, they bꝛought them as much more vx 

‘gaples, and commaunded them in the name ok theyꝛ kynge to 

departe. O wre men fapde that they were delpꝛous to fee the 

totone, and to haue pet moze More ok vptaples. The Barbas 

rians denped thepz tequeſt, and therewith departed whilpe⸗ 

songe and mutterynge amonge them lelues. In the meane 
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tyme o wre men were ſtyll fo oppꝛeſſed with hunger that they 
were enforced to leeke koz meate The gouernoure therefore 
ent his vnder capitapnes to lande with a bhiannrecbandfpfs = = si 
tie men. As thep went dilperkled in Dpuers companpes about B conflicte. N 
the bpllages of the countrep, the Barbarians met with one oa | 
ok thepꝛ bandes, and put them to great diſtrege. But when 
thep2 kelowes bringe not karre from them, harde the nopie of 
thepꝛ alarome, they came with all pollible haſte to thep2 vel: 
cue. The gouernout on the other (pde, placinge his oꝛdinance 
in the bipgantines and fhíppe boates, appzoched to the 
Hore with the relidue ok his louldiers. The Barbarians 
kpkewile, beinge redy kurnpched to the battaple, came tun: 
nynge to the lea lpde to difturbe theym that thep chulde not 
coome alande: And with theyꝛ arrowes, wounded manpe a 
karre ok vnpꝛepare d.

Whiche thynge the 
thought to Teclp wretches fo imputed to a miracle, that they had nat the 
be one beaſt. ponte to sccupie thepꝛ wepons. for wheras before they had 
neuer leene any borfes, they thought that the man on hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe and the hozſe, had byn all one beaſte, as the antiqui⸗ 
tie dyd fable of the monſter Ceres, O wr men pollelled the 
Centaurus, towne. crit, dapes where they made good chere bnder couert, 
whyle the owners of the houles lap vnder the kirmament and 
durſt not aſlaple awre men who had placed them felues in the 
firongeft parte of the towne, where fume kepte continnall 
watche (leaſt the Barbarians ſhulde Coodenlp innade theim) 
tobple other gane them Celues to reſte and lleepe. Thinhabi⸗ 
tantes caule this towne Porancbaxe : But owre men for the vic

fhozte ſpace, they ſhalbe receanedrinto the coompanpe ok the 
goddes. They honour their Zemes with an other harp kind 
of Devotion: Foz they lette them lelnes bludde, epther in the 
tonge, lyps, caves legges, t hyghes, ob bzeſt, which thep take 
in their handes and hurle it vppe towarde heauen, loo that 
with the kaufe therok the pauement ok the temple is all fiat: 
cled with bludde, wherby they thincke thaï their goddes are 
well pleafed. From the newe colonie (cauled Vile Ricca) npne 
mples diſtante, there is a towne of. xv. thonlande houſes, 
whiche thinhabitauntes caule Cemobel, but owre men named 
it sybill.. The kynge of this towne had fpue men whiche he 
teferucd to be lacrikyced. Whom when owre men wold haue 
delpuered, the kynge made humble requeſt to them, lapinge 
t hat if they cooke awape luche men as he had contecrated to 
be offered to the goddes, they ſbulde bꝛynge utter deſtruction 
to hym and all his kyngdome. Foz ik owre facrifpces (Capa 
he) do ceafe, owre Zemes Wyll take ſuche diſpleaſure with vs 
that they wyll futrer owre core, grackes, and krutes, to bee 
conſumed ok woozmes, fcortched with dꝛowth, deſtroped 
with fuddes, oz blaſted with lpahtnynge.

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tynge then J beare in memozie. Determynpnge notwithſtan⸗ 
dynge for potote maieſties recreation to make a bzeeke reheat 
fall ok tertepne notable thynges wherok I haue moze largelp 
entreated in mp fapde general hiſtorie, and fuck as may terme 
moſte wooꝛthy to bee redde of pointe maieſtie. Ok the which,

tert ene. And this is to conlpder that coles neuer putrikie no 
töztupt under thegronnd ik they be made of kronge woodde. 
Whttöp it ichaunceth that diggyng the earth by the fouldes. 
opitibented places of the mountapnes, 07 on the lydes, and 
dieakpnge a mpue in the carthe where it had not byn beakers: 
before, and haupng nowe dygged one oz two or Tree poles 
in meakure the mpnets kounde certepne roles ok wood under 
the lame ltuel where they kound gold. And chis 3 tape in the 
stare Whiche was taken for a vpꝛg ene: that is to kapez uch 
ás had not before byn opened fox anp myne. The which coles 
coulde not naturally bee engendꝛed there, or enter im by any 
incanes. But when the luperkicial part ot the earth was equal 
with the leuel where the coles were kounde, it is lyke that the 
coles were leftt bere by lum occal ion of kyꝛe e that they kaſt⸗ 
ned there in tpme, and that akterwarde in longe continuance 
of tyme they wert bylyrtie and lyttle couered withthe earth 
which the often chowers of rapne washed from the mountap⸗ 
nes, fo that bp the courſe of peares the earth ouergrewe the 
koles önto the lap de leuell and meafure whiche had before 
tyme bpn the luperkiciall parte ok the earthe where the coles:

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that the golde was no moze engendered there then were the 
coles, but brought thyther from the mountapnes bp the fan:

ther and belpde this, J Tap that in how much moze the gold 
is gonne karre From the natural place of his generation to 
the place where it is kounde, it is lo muche the moze purpfted 
and kyned and of a better carracte.

kounde to his proper mpne oz vaine where it is engendered, it 


is lo muche the baker, fouter, and mote cende, and of a ba:

Thele opſters are ok hard ee, 
and not fo plefaunt in catpng as are owres ok Spapne. This 
JIllande of cubegus where this maner of kplſhing is erercifed, 
is in the Moꝛthe coaſte, and is no bygger then the Jland of 
Zelande.

monie of ſpght, haupng byn longe in that South lea, and ma 
kynge curious inquilition to bee certenlp informed of al that 
pertepneth to the kplchynge of prarles. From this lande ok 
Tararequi, there was brought a pearle of the Faïbpon of a 
peare, wapinge. xxxi. carattes, whiche Petrus Arias had as 
monge a thoufande and loo manp poundes weight of other 
pearſes whiche hee had when capicapne Galpar Moꝛales 
(before Petrus Ariss) patted to the laide Jlande in the peares 
1 51 f. whiche pearle was ok great pꝛiſe. From the laide 31: 
lande alfo, came a great and verpe rounde pearle, whiche Y 
brought owte ok that lea. This was as bygge as a fmaule 
pellet of a fone bowe, and ok the weight of. xx vi. carattes.

Indians being deceaued of hym, and feng allo ſuch effcctes 
to cdome cerrepnely to pale as he hath tolde them before, bez 
l eue bpm in all other thynges and honoure hym in manp plas 
ces with lacrifyces of the bludde and liues of men and odozi⸗ 
kerous {pices. And when god dilpoleth the contrarp to that 
whiche the deuell hath Cpoken in oracle wherby he ts pꝛoued 
a lper, he canferh the Tequins to perl wade the people that he 
bath chaunged his mynde and fenrence for lumme ok their 
fynnes, oꝛ deuileth lumme Cuche lye as lyketh hym beſte, bez

Before thinhabitauntes of the Jlande of Hifpaniols had te: 
ceaued the Chziſtian kaithe there was amonge them a lecte o€ 
men whiche tinued lolptarilp in the delertes and wooddes and 
ledde their lpke in fplence and abſtinence moze ſtraightly then 
tuer dyd the phyloſophers of Bythagoꝛas ſecte, abſteinyng in 
lpke maner krom the eatyng ok al thynges that line bp bludde 


contented onelp with ſuche kruites, herbes, and root es as the 


deſertes and wooddes mpniſtred unto them to cate. The pꝛo⸗ 
kellours of this lecte were cauled Pisces. Thep gane them fel: 
ues to the knowleage ok naturall thpnges, and bled certeine 
fecteate magicall operations and ſuperſtitions wherbp they 
had familiaritie with ſpirites whiche they allured into theyz 
owne bonyes at fuche tpmes as they wolde take vppon them 
to tell of thynges to coome, whiche thep dyd in maner as fo: 
loweth. When anp of the konges had occalpon to caule any 
of them owteok the delertes for this purpofe, their cuſtome 
was to fende them a portion of their kyne bꝛeade of Cazabbi 02 
Maixium, and with humble requeſte and ſute to deſpꝛe them to 
tell them of fuche thynges as they woulde demaunde. After 
the requeſt graunted and the place and dape appopnted, the 
Piaceg 
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Places Coometh with twoo of Dis diſciples waptpnge on bpm, 
twbecof the one bipngeth with hym a vellell of a lecteate toa: 
ter, and the other a lyttle ſpluer bell. When be coommeth to 
the place, he lytteth downe ‘ona rounde feate made fo? bpm 
ofpucpote. Where hauynge his difciples the one ſtandpnge 
onthconc hande and the other on the other enen in the pre: 
fence of the kyng and certeyne of his nobles (koꝛ the common 
people ate not admytted to tele miſteries) and tucnpnge his 
face toward the delerte, he begynneth his inchauntment and 
cauleth the ſpirit with loude vopce by certepne names which 
no man vnderſtandeth but he and his diſciples. After he bath 
doden thus a while, if the (pitice pet deferce his coommpng, 
he dꝛynketh of the lapde water, and therwith warrrh botte 
and furious, and inuerteth and turneth his inchauntement, 
and letteth hym Celfe bludde with a thozne, marneiloulp tur: 
moplpng bpm fclfe as wee reade of the furious Spbilles not 
cealynge vntyl the lpirite bee coome: who at his coommpng 
ent ereth into hym and onerthzoweth bpm as it weare a gres 
Honnde ſhulde duerturne a ſquerell. Then For a (pace, he fee: 
meth to lye as thoughe he wete in great payne oꝛ in a capte, 
wonderkullp tozmentynge hym lelke, durynge whiche agonie, 
the other dilciple Haketh the ſpluer bell contpnuallp. Thus 
when the agonie is paſte and he lpeth quietip (pet withowte 
anp Cence oꝛ keelyng) the kynge op lumme other in his ſteade, 
demaundeth of hym what he delpreth to knowe, and the (pi: 
rite anſwereth bp the mouth of the rapte Pisces With a directe 
and perfecte anlwere to all popntes. In lo muche that ona 
tyme certepne Spanpardes beynge pꝛelente at theſe mpſteries 
with one of the kinges, and in the Spanpſhe tounge demaun⸗ 
dynge the Pisces ok their ſhyppes whiche they looked for owte 
of Spapne, the ſpirite antwered in the Indian toonge, and 
toulde them what dape and houre the oppes departed from 
Spapne, how manp they were, and what thep brought with: 
owt kaplynge in anp popnte. If he be alfo demaunded of the 
eclpp£e of the ſoonne oꝛ moone (which thep greatly feave and 
abhoꝛre) he geueth a perfecte anlwere, and the lpke of tem: 
peſtes, kamen, plentie, warte 07 peace, and ſuche other thin: 
ges. When all che demaundes are kynplched, his dilctples 
caule hym aloude, rpnging the ſpluer bell at his care aud blo⸗ 
wypnge a certepne pouder into his nolethzilles wherbp he is

heaup headed and kapnt a good whyle afters Thus beinge hs 
gepne rewardedok the kynge wich moꝛe bꝛeade, he depacterty 
agepne to the delertes with his dilciples. But fence the hn 
tian kayth bath byn dilparſed throwghe omer he ande, 
thele deupllpche pꝛactiles haue cealens and they ol the mem⸗ 
bers of the deupll, are made the members af Chꝛpftebm bape 
tilme, kozlakpnge the deupll and his woꝛkes, withthe wane 
curiolitie of deſpꝛe of knowleage ol thynges to coomes wher⸗ 
of koz the mog part it is better to be ignoꝛant then with ers 
ation to knowe that which can not be auoyde. 
„Fuürthermozes in manp places of the kume lande, when 
anp ot the kynges dye, all his houſholde keruauntes; ratio elk 
women as men which haue contingally ferucd hymzkyl them 
lelues, beleauynge as they are taught bp the deupl yr that 
they which kyll them lelues when the kynge dpeth, go with 
hym to heauen and fecue hym in the lame place and office as 
ehcp dyd bekoꝛe on the earth whyle he tyued.

N perate by the dinine prouidence, And therfore 
5 A fuche flellhe oz Epíbe as is taken and kplled in 
A thefe regions, can not bee prelerued From pu: 
trekaction except it be roſted, lodden, 02 perboplde, the fame. 
Daye that it is kplde. And wheras J haue lapde that ſuch re 
gions are naturallp hot, and pet temperate by the pꝛouidence 
of god, it is fo in deede. And therfore not without canfe the 
auncient autours were of opinion that the burnte lyne 02 Tor. 
vidsxons Where palleth che lpne of the Equinoctiall, chulde be 
vnhabitable bp realon the loonne hath greater dominion in 
that place then in anp other of the ſphere, remapnynge conti 
tiuallp betwene the two troppkes of Cancer and Capꝛicozne. 
Foꝛ when in thele regions the earth is opened oz dygged fra. 
the fuperficial parte therof ro the depth of a mans heyght ie 
is kounde temperate. And within this Tpace, the trecs and 
plantes faſten and ſpꝛeade their rootes, and no dieper. Exten 
dynge the lame as facre in breadth in the ground as do their 
bꝛaunches in the aper: And enter no dieper into the grounde 
then J haue Capde, bycanfe that beneth the depth of the laid 
{pace of a mans hepght, the earth is verpe hotte, the vpper 
parte beinge temperate and verye mopſte alwell by reafon ok 
thaboundaunce of water biche fauleth from: heauen vppon 
that earth at certeyne oꝛdinarie lealons of the ptare, as allo 
for the multitude ok great rpuers, bꝛokes fprpnges and ma: 
ryſſhes, wherby the mpgbtic and ſupzeme loꝛde which made 
chefe landes, bath motte prudently pꝛoupded fox the prefer: . 


nation of the lame. | | 
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. E. As touchynge this poynt Whiche was vnknowen to the 
owolde w:yters, end Withowt confideration wherof resſon can net 
perfectly conce aue howe temperate regione ſhulde be vnder the 
Equinoctiall lyne, 3 haue thouc ht goed fo: the better manifeitynge 
of this ¡ecreate woorke of nalure, to note owte of Cardanus his 
bocke de Slementis, Howe all Waters haue they: cour e toward the 
South as to the loweſt part of the earth. De wryteth thercfore as 

foloweth. The water was made of leſſe quantiſie then the earth 
and only in maner in the ſ uperficiall parte therof, that place mgbt : 
bee lefte fo: the habitation of beaſtes, and that water by his could: 
nee mygnt temperate and not deſtroy tle lyfe of beaſtes. And bi⸗ 
cauſe this generation of lyuynge creatures, was only neceffary on 
the ſuperficiail partes of the earth in comparison to the hole, ther: 
fore was the water made to occupie onely the fuoerficiall parte, in 
the Which, metals, plante g. beaſtes, and fyſſhes ſhulde bee nuiy⸗ 
ſhed. Ang bycauſe there was great perell leaſt it ſhulde be to much 
confumed by the syer and heate of the focnne, continuall mouing e 
Was toyned to it, Wherby it gathereth cou denes and is pre ferued 
from ſodeyne refolution, Fot ſuche waters as doo not moue doo 
ſoone putrifie, and are cafely refotued into aper. By regfon y herof 
nature pꝛouyded forthe generation of water in couide places, as vn 
der the poles and mountaynes. And Whereas the earth vnder the 
Equinoctiall ſhu de ether wiſe for lacke of moyfter haue bin to much 
burned and fcorched. nature alſo pꝛouyded that that parte of the 
earth ſhulde bee loweſt, by reaſon whereof all waters haue they: 
courir to warde the South to mitigate with moyſter thextremitie of 
beate which otherwife fhulde haue byn intollerable in that cyme. 
And by this reafon, the famous ryuer of Nilus in Lgypte, albeit it 
haue his ouginail and ſpꝛynge ont of the mountaynes of the mone 
cauled Montes Lunae nere vnto the cyꝛcle of Capuce:ne, pet run: 
nynge with all his bꝛaunches vnder and beyonde the Lquinoctiall 
cyicie, it di par ſeth thꝛo weigh owt the burnt line of Toꝛrida zona, and 
by the fame vyoient courfe fauleth into owre fea nere vnto the eitie 
of Hierandua. 3t was neceſſary therfore that the greateſt parte of 
the couide and moyſt cicment {huide haue recourfe ‘byther and con 
fy there, wheras was the arosech neceſſuic theroï ro temper the 
heate of the foenne by moyfiynge and coolynre the carte and the 
ayer, as Pnder the Egumoctiall. And berewith alfo bath moft pits 
dent nature pꝛouyded fo: the ſecuritie and pꝛeſeruation of the pla⸗ 
ces lyingé betwene bothe thertr:mities of Neate and colde, as be⸗ 
twene the poles andthe Squmoctiall. For the waters flowynge e: 
uer one wayes and k pynge one courte, mo regions can be drow ned 
by fluddes : which thynge they well obferne thar oclyuer ficidos 
from mundations o: oucrflowynges, and that ta ke in bande to d:ye 
vp maryſſhes If therfore waters bad not they: contre and faul tos 
Warde places low. or declynpnge, the hole earth ſhulde bec over: 
flowne as a marryſſhe And that the moſt decipnynge parte fhuide 
bec towarde the South, and fumwbat bygher about the poles,the 
caufe is aſwell the con‘umynge Beate of the foonne in the Southe 
partes, as the preferuynge couide of the bygh mountaynes nere to 


ide poles. Fo We haus cls Where proucd that peste conſumeth ang 
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wafteth as conlde gathereth and picferueth. And for this cauſe 
that parte of fhe earthe that is nearelt the poles, is Was, andes 
ver ſhalbe hig heſt, and like wife lo weſt in the middeſt furthett from 
the poles, And therfore it was not conuenient that the ſonne fhuld 
haue his courfe on every ſyde, neither to the poles, Forifit Weare 
caryed aiyké to euery parte thꝛoughowt the Woꝛlde itis tece fl ary 
that the earth bee equall: and by that reafon (Dulde it eyther bee 
altogether dꝛyed, oꝛ elles all onerflowed with Water. Rut where as 
this coulde not ſuffpce to the free courfe of ryuers fo: the often 
infercourie of higher places lyinge in the waye, whereby ouerflo⸗ 
wynges and ſtapes of waters and their corruption myght enfue, 
mooſte pꝛoupdent nature hach gyuen this punileage to water that it 
maye fo muche aſcende as it bath diſcended: that by this meanes 
paſſynge ouer mountaynes and hylles.tt maye at the length bee ca⸗ 
577 ß tee fea. tc. ‘bytherto Cardanus, lette ys nowe returne 
to the hiſtoue. . . id 
There ave alfo many roughe and hyghe mountapnes with 
temperate aper and pleafaunt, cleave, and moderate nightes, 
Ok the whiche particularitie the auncient writers hauyng no 
certepne knowleage, afipimen the laid burnte lyne 02 Torzide 
xond, 02 Equinoctial to be naturallp vnhabitable. As touching 
which thing Jam able to witnelle the contrarp by teſtimonte 
of lyght and keelyng as by mot certeine fenles, haupng immed 
many peates in this regions, by reafon wherok better credit 
ought to be giuen to me then to luche as haue grounded their 
opinion onelp vpon coniectures. And to ſpeake further of the 
ſptuation of thele regyons, powe Hall vnderſtandethat the 
coaſte of the Noꝛthe lea, bepnge in the goulfe of Vrabs and in 
the poate of Dariena, where the chpppes arryue whiche coome 
owte of Spapne, is in the [pete degree and a halke, and in 
the leuenth, and from [pre and a halke butocpgyt, excepte a 
ſmaule pointe which entereth into the fea toward the Moth 
That pointe which of this land and new parte of the wozlde 
lice!) moſte towarde the alt, is the cape of faincie Auguitine 
which is in the eight degree. So that the laid goulie of Vrubs 
is diſtant from the Equinoctiall lpne, froma hundzeth and 
twentie to a hundꝛeth and thirtie leagues and three quarters 
of a leaque afterthaccompte of. bit, leagues and a halfe for 
cuerpe degree krom pole to pole. And thus koꝛ a lpttle moze 02 
lee, goeth all the coaſte. By realon wherok, in the citie ot 
Sancla Maris Antigua in Dariens, and in all that courie ok the for: 
fayde goulfe of vrata, at all tymes ot the peare the dapes and 
niyghtes are in maner of equall length. And ik there bee any 
té LA dilterence 
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dptference betwene theym by veafor of this [manle diſtance 
from the Equinactial, it is fo lpttle, that in. xxiini. houres ma 
kpnge a naturall dape, it canne not bec perceaued but by the 
iudgement of (peculatine men and fuche as vnderſtande the 

fphere. From henſe the orth ſtarre is feene verplowe and 
when the ſtarres which are cauled the wardens of the nowy 
ſlarre, are vnder the chariotte, it can not bee ſecne, bpcauſe it 
is vnder the hozilontal. And whercas Y haue lapde beefore 
that it rapneth in thele regions at certepne oꝛdinarie tpmes, 
tit is lo in deede. Foz it is wpnter and fummer there at con: 
traty tpmes to that whiche is in Spapne, where the greateſte 
- conlde of kroſte and rapne is in December and Januarp: and 
the greateſt heate of lommer abonte laynt Johannes dape at 
mpdlommer oz in the maneth of Zulp. But in golden Laftile 
dn Beragua, it is contrarp. For the lommer and tpme ok grea⸗ 
tteſt dꝛowght and withowt rayne, is at Chꝛpſimas and a mos 
meth before and a moneth after, And the tyme when it rap⸗ 
meth moſt, is about midlommer and a moneth before and a mo 
. methafcer, And this lealon whichethep caule topnter, is not 
for that it is anp coulder then, then at anp other tyme ok the 
peace, 02 hotter at Chꝛiſtmas then at other lealons, the tyme 
in thele regions being euer after one maner, but For that that 
in this tyme which they caule wynter, the ſoonne is bpd krom 
thepꝛ ſpghtes by realon of cloudes and rapne moze then at os 
ther tymes. pet koꝛalmuch as for the moſte parte ok the peare 
they lpue in a cleare, open, and temperate aper, thep lumwhat 
¿puse and keele a ipttle coulde durynge the tyme of the laid 
mois and cloudp aper althow gh it bee not coulde in deede, oz 

at the teat luche coulde as hath any fenfble charpenes.

Any other thynges myght be lapde, e much 
dilferpng from thele wherok J haue (poken, 
But to lette palle the multitude of thynges 
AN, tbiche are as variable as the power of na⸗ 
ture is inkinite, and to ſpeake ot luche thyn⸗ : | | 
ges as coome chictelp to mp rememberauncs | Bi 
Jas mooſte woozthy to be noted, Y wpil Eprlte CNE 
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fpeake of terteyne lyttle and troubelous beaſtes whiche maps 


leeme co bee engendered of nature to moleſt and bere menne, 
to ſhewe then and gpue them to vnderſtand howe (maul and 
pyle a thonge map ockende and dilquiete them, to chende that 
thep mave remember the pꝛyncipall ende for the whiche they 
were created, that is, to knowe theyz maker and pꝛocurer of. 
thepꝛ faluation bp the wape whiche is open to all Chꝛiſtian 


men and all other whiche wyll open the epes of thepꝛ vnder⸗ 


ſtandynge. And although the thynges whereok wee entende 


nowe to (peake map Teeme vyle and lyttle to bec eſteemed, pet 
are they wooꝛthy to bee noted and conſpdered to vnderſtand 


the Dixerence and variable wooꝛkes of nature. So it is ther 


koꝛe, that whereas in manp partes of the firme lande by the 


which ar well the Chꝛiſtians as Indians don trauel, there are 
luch maryllhes and waters in the wap that thep are kapne to 


go withowt breeches amonge the herbes and weedes, by res 
fon wherok, certepne [maule beaſtes 0) woozmes (which thep 
caule Garapates) much Ipke vnto tpkes, cleaue faſt to thepʒ leg: 
ges. hele woꝛmes are as little as the pouder of beaten kalt: 


And cleaue Co kaſt that they can bp no meanes be taken. away 


except the place bee noynted with oyle. And after that the 
legges bee nopnted awhple with ople, oz the other partes 
where thefe lyttle tpkes are kaſtened, they lcrape the place 
with a knpfe and lo takt them away, But the Indians whi. 
che haue no ople, ſmoke them and burne them with kper, and 
abyde great pepnes in takpnge them awape bp this meanes,. 
Ok other lyttle bealtes which trouble men and are engendes: 
in thepꝛ heades oꝛ other partes nf thep2 bodies, J Cape that 


the Chriſtian men which trauell into thele partes, haue them 
but leldome tymes, and that not paſt one 02 two, and this al 
fo very feldome. For pallpnge bp the lpne of the Diameter 
where the compalle makethe dickerence of faplpuge by the 
wpnde cauled Greco, (that is Noth Gal) and Mg, (that 
is ſouth weſt) which is in the courte of the landes of Axori, 
they laple but a lyttle way kolowing owe vpage by the welt, 
but that all the lpte which the Chꝛiſtians cacp with them, oz 
ave engendered in thepꝛ heades oz ather places of thep2 bo: 
dies, dye and vrterlp conlume by lyttle and Iptele, and are 
no: engendered in India excepte in the heades ok lyttle chyl⸗ 
Nen in thole partes alwel amonge the cheldꝛen ok os 
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ſtians which are boꝛne there, as allo amenge the natural In. 
Dians who haue theym commonly in theyꝛ heades and ſume⸗ 
tpmes in other part es of theyꝛ bodyes, and elpecially they of 
the pꝛouince of Cuers, which is a region contepnynge moze 
then a hundꝛeth leaques in length, and embꝛaſeththe one and 
the other toaſt of the Moꝛth lea and of the Cal. When there 
Indians are infected with this kylthpneile, thep dꝛellt and 
clenfe one an other. And they that exereile this, are for the 
motte parte women who eate all that theptake: And haue 
herein ſuch derteritie by reafon of they exerciſe, that owre 
men can not lpghtly attepne therunto. There is allo another 
thynge greatlp to bee conſpdered. And this is how the Lyx 
ſtian men beinge there cleane frome this kylthynes of India, 
al well in theyꝛ heades as the reſte of theyꝛ bodpes, pet when 
they returne to coomme agepne into Europe and begpn to AT: 
xpue in that place ok the Ocean lea where wee kapde before 
that the lyſe dyed and foríoke them uddenlp in thepz repal⸗ 
Synge by the fame clpme (as thoughe the lyle had tarped Foz 
them in that place) they can by no meanes auopde thepm for 
the {pace of certeyne dapes although they change thep2 ſher⸗ 
tes two 07 three tpmes in a dap. Thele lyfe are at the kyꝛſte 
às lyttle as nyttes, and growe bp lyttle and lpttle vntpl they 
bee of the byggenelle that they are in Spapne. This haue 
often tymes pꝛoued, haupnge nowe koure tymes paced the 
Ocean fea bp this vpage. HE UE 2 | 
- Befpve thele wooꝛmes and vermpn wherok we haue fpo- 
ken, there is another lyttle micheuous woozme, whiehe we 
map number amonge the kyndes of leas, This peſtilence the 
Indians caul Niges: And is much leſle then a dea. It perleth 
the lleſhe of a man, and fo launleth 02 cutteth the lame (while 
in the meane tyme it can nother bee leene noꝛ taken) that krõ 
{ume it hath cutre of theyꝛ handes, and from other thep2 fiete 
vntyll the remedp was kounde to annopnt the place with ople 
and tcrape it with a raldure. b , 
In the firme lande in golden Calíple 02 Beragua, there are 
many vppers lyke vnto them of Spapne. They that ate byt: 
ten of them, Dye in ſhozt pace. Foz ewe lpuc to the kourthe 
Dap except picient remedy. Ok thele, lume are of a leſte kind 
then other: And haue thepꝛ taple lumwhat rounde, and leape 
in the aper to añaple men. And koꝛ this cante, (ume cante 
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this k ynde ok vppers yo. Thepꝛ bytyng is mot venemous, 


and koz the mote parte incurable. One ot thepm chaunced to 
byte an Indian mapde whiche kerued me in mp lyoufe, to 
tv home Jcauled the ſurgians to mpniſter thepz oꝛdinarpe 
cure, butthep coulde doo her no good, noꝛ pet get one dꝛoppe 
of bludde owt of her, but only a pelowe water, Lo that re 
died the thyꝛd dap for lacke of remedy as the like hath chaun 
ced to dpuers other. This mapde was of thage ok. xiiii.peares 
and {poke the Spanplſhe toonge as pk Mee had byw bore in 
Caſtple. Shee lapde that the vyper whiche bytte her on the 
foote, was two {pannes longe oz lpttle leſle. And that to 
byte her Hee lepte in the ayer forthe [pace of moze then pre. 
pales, as J haue harde the lpke of other credible perlons. 
J haue alo ſeene in the kirme lande, a kpnde of anders 
verp (mantle and of leuen or eyght foote longe. Thele are ſa 
redde that in the nyght they appeare lpke burnpnge cooles, 
and in the dap leeme as redde as bludde. Thele are allo bere 
mous, but not lo much as the vppers. There are other much 
lelle and ſhozter and blacker. Thele coome owt of the rpuers 
and wander ſumtpmes karre on the lande; and are lpkewple 
benemons. There are allo other adders ok @ eu Ter coloure. 
Thele are ſumwhat bygger then the vppers, and are hurt ful 
and benemous. There are lpkewyſe an other forte ok manpe 
coloures and herp longe. Ok theſe I lawe one int he peace ot 
Chꝛiſt 15 15. in the Aland of Hifpaniola nere vnto the ſea coſtes 
at the koote of the mountapnes cauled Pedernales, When this 
ad der was ſlapne, I meaſured her and kounde her to be morè 
then. xx. foote longe, and ſlumwhat moze then a mans kyſt in 
byggenes. And althoughe the hadde three 07 koure deadelp 
woundes with a lwooꝛde, pet dyed hee not 1102 oonke the 
fame dape, in ſo much that her bludde continued warme all 


that tpme. There are allo in the macpihes and delertes of 


the firme lande many other kyndes of lplertes, Dragons, and 
other dpuers kyndes of lerpentes wherok Jentende not here 
to ſpeake much, bpcaule J haue more particulerlp entreated 
of thele thynges in mp general! hiſtoꝛie ok the Weſte Indyes. 

There are allo lpiders ok marueplous bygnelle. And Y 
haue leene lumme with the body and legges, bygger then a 
mannes hande extended euerp wape, And Jones lawe one 
af luche bygnelſe, that onelp her bodye was as bergan 2 
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tparowe, and full of that laune wherok they make their web⸗ 
bes. This was of a Darke ruileree coloure, with eyes greater 
then the eies of a [paco». They are venemous and ok terrible 
ſhape to beholde . There are allo tcoꝛpions and dyners other 


fuche venemous wozmes. wherby we mape lee, that where 


as natural caufes and influence of the planettes are of ſtron⸗ 
geſt actiuitie, they ceaſe not to engender and bꝛynge kooꝛthe 
bothe good and badde accozdpnge to the dilpolption of the 
matter, whiche thep allo doo part ely dil pole as the phylolo 
phers alfy ma. es ewer ets 

Furthermore in the kpꝛme lande, there are manpe toades

bepng herp nopous and hurtekul bp realon of their great mul: - 


titude. They are not venemous. They are leene in greate az 
boundance in Dwiens where thep ace lo bpage that when they 
dype in the time of dꝛouth the bones of lum ok themland elpe⸗ 
ciallp the rybbes) are of luche greatnelle that they appere too 
bee the bones of cattes oꝛ of lumme other beaſtes of the lame 
bpggenelle. But as the waters dyminiſhe and the mopfture 
confumech in the tyme of dꝛauth (as A haue fapde) they alfa 

confume therwith vntyll the peare nexte folowing, whenthe 
rapne and mopfturc increale, at whiche tyme thep are leene as: 


gepne. Neuert helelle, at this pꝛelent, there is no luch quan⸗ 
kit ie ot them as was wonte to bee, by reaſon that as the land 


is better cultured by the Chꝛiſtians, as well by the kellpnge 2€ > 


Woo ddes and chzubbes as allo by the paſture ok kine, horles

and other bcañes, fo is it apparent that this poplon Dimiti- 
tbeth daplp⸗wherbp that regpon becometh moze holfome and 
plealaunt. Thele toades lpnge akter three oz foure loztes. 
Foz ſlumme ok them lpnge plealauntip:other, lpise owres of 
Spapne. Summe allo whiſtle: and other ſumme make an cz 
ther maner ok nople. They are lpͤkewple ok dpuers colours: 
as fumme greene, lumme rullette oꝛ grey / and umme almof 
blacke. But ok all loztes, they are great, and fplthpe, and 
nopous by realou ot their great multitude: pet are thex not 
Senemons ás J haue lapde. ü an da mas 
There are alto a ſlraunge kynde of crabbes, whiche coome 
Foozthe of certepne holes of. the earth that thep them lelnes 
make. The head and bodpe ok thele, maae one rounde thing 
muche lpke nto the hoade of akawkon; haupngekoure keete. 
commpng owt ot the one [pde and as manp owt ol the mn 
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Thep haue alfo two mouthes like ento a paire of fmanle pin⸗ 
fers, the one bygger then the orber, wherwith they byte, but 
do no great hurte bpcaufe they are not venemous. Their tkyn 
and bodye is moothe and thpnne as is the [kynne of a man, 
ſauynge that it is lumwhat harder. Their colour is rufette 
0) white, oz blewe, and walke lydelonge. They are very good 
to bee eaten: In lo muche that the Chuſtians trauapling bp 
the fpzme lande, haue byn greatly nurplſhed by them bycaule 
they are founde in maner euerp where. In (ape and forme, 
they are muche lpke vnto the crabbe which we papnte for the 
Tygne Cancer, and like vnto thofe which are found in Spatne 
in Andaluſii in the rpuer Guadalebiber where it entereth into the 
fea, and in the fea toaſtes therabout, laupnge that thele are 
ok the water and the other ok the lande. They ate kumt pmes 
purtekulls ſo that they that eate of them dpe. But this chaun⸗ 
keth onelp when they haut caten anp venemons thyng, 02 of 


the venemous apples wherwith the Canibale archers poplon 


their arrowes wherok J wpll ſpeake hereafter, And fo2 this 
cauto the Chꝛiſtians take hede howe chep cate of thele crab⸗ 
bes if they lynde them neare vnto the lapd apple trees. 

Furthermoze in thele Indits, al well in the fpꝛme lande as 
in the Jlandes, there is kounde a kynde of lerpentes, which 
‘thep caule Y, v. nas, Which lumme caule Ius. Æbcfe are 
terrible and kearekull to ſpght, and pet not hurtefull. They 
ire verp delicate to bee eaten, and it is not pet knowen lies 
ther thep be beattes of the lande oꝛ kpſbes, bpcaufe they lput 
in the water, and wander in the woddes and on the lande. 

Thep haue foure keete, and are commonlp bigger then conntes 
and in lumme places bygger then otters, with taples lpke li: 
Cartes oz entes, Their ckpnne is kpotted, and ok the lame 
Kpnd of lmothnelle 02 barenelle, although of dpuers colours, 


Upon the ridge of their backes. they haue manp long pꝛickes. 


bep teeth are verp Harpe, and eſpeciallp they kanges 02 
Dogge teeth. Their throtes are longe and large, reachpnge 
krom their bear des to their bzeaſtes , of the lpke ſkynne to 
the relpdewe ok their bodpes. Thep are dumme, and haue 
no bopce 02 make anp nopfe oz crpe although thep bee kepte 
tyde to the koote of a cheſte oꝛ anp other thynge for the {pace 
OF, xx. 02, xx vb. dapes withowt anp thyng to cate 02 Dzpnke, 
pecepte they gyue them nowe and then a lpttle of the AE 
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of Calli, où ſum ne luch other thong. They haue koure keete, 
and their fore keete as longe as a mans kynger with clawes 
lpke the clawes of a bp2de, but tweaker, and luche as can noe. 
grafple oꝛ take holde ok anp thynge. hep are muche better 
to bee eaten then to beholde. Foz kewe that (cethem, wpll 


haue delpꝛe to cate of them, bp reaſon of their Horrible ape. 


ercepte fuche as haue byn accuſtomed to the beaſtes of thele 
regpons, whiche are moze hoꝛrible and fearekull, as this is 


not but onelp in apparence. Their fee is of much better tall 


then the lleſhe of connpes and more bolfome, Foz it hurteth 
none but onelp fuch as haue had the frene pore. In lo much 
that ik they haue onelp byn touched of that inkpzmitie, al: 
though thep haue byn hole ol longe tyme, neuerthelelle theß 
feele hurte and complapne ok the eatpnge of thele Imaras, as 
hath byn okten tymes pꝛoued by experience. LA phlei 
There are kounde in the kyꝛme lande certepne byꝛdes lo fpés. 
tle that the hole body of, one of theym is no bygger then the 
toppe of the byggeſt kynger of a mans bande: and pet is the 
bare body withowt the fethers not paſte balfe fo bygge. This 
bpꝛde, belpde her lyttlenes, is of ſuch velocitie and wyftnes 
in llping that who lo leeth her lleing in the aper, cã not le her 
flap oꝛ beate her winges after any other fore then do the Dog 
res oz hũble bees oz. betels: lo that there is no man thar teerh 
her fie, that wold think her to be anp other the a Date, ZL hey 
make their neſtes accozdyng to the proportió of their bignes. 
And J haue fcene that one of thele bpides with her neil put 
in a paire ofgold weights, altogether bach wald na moze che 
ti. Tomini, which are in poiſe.2 . grains, with che kechers with 
ont the which He chulde haue waped lumwhat lecke. and doubt 
lelle when J conlider the kynenelſe ok the clawes and Eccte of 
thefe birdes, J knowe not whervnto Imap better lien them 
then to the lpttle by2des whiche the lymmers of boo kcs are 
accuſomed to papute on the margentes of churche bookes 
and other bookes of. deuine leruice. Their kethers are ok ma⸗ 
np faire colours as golden yclowe and greenc beide other va⸗ 
viable colours. Their beake is verpe longe for the proportions: 
ok theyꝛ bodies: and as fyne and (decile as a lowpng nedle. 
They ave very hardpe: lo that when they lee a man clyme the 
tree where they haue chopo neſtes, they Ape ac Dos face and 
Repke hym in the epes, commnpng, gopnge, and retour a 
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with kuch lwpktnes, that no man wolde lightly deleue it that 
hath not feene it. And certenly thefe byꝛdes are lo lpttle, that 


4 Durſt not haue made mention hereok if it were not that di⸗ 
ners other which haue keene them as wel as J, can beare wit 
nes of mp laping. They make their neſtes of lockers and heare 
of cotten wherok there is great plentic in thele regions, and 


Certicth wel for thepꝛ purpole. But as couchyng the byzdes, 


foutessand beaſtes of thele Indies, bpcaule chep are innume⸗ 


rable bothe lpttle and greate, J intende not to fpeake mucht 
heare, bpcaufe J haue kpoken moze largely hereok in mp genes. 


rall hyſtozpe of che Indpes. 


There is another kynde of beattes f ecue in the kirme land 
which leemed verp ſtraunge and marueilous to the Chzpſtian 
men to beholde, and muche dickerpnge from all other beaſtes 


which haue bpn leene in other partes of the wozlde. Thele 


beaſtes ave cauled Bardaris And are fouve footed, hauing their 
tailt and al the reſt ok thepꝛ bodies couered onelp with a kkyn 
_Apke the coperture of a barbed hoꝛſe oz the chekered kkynne ok 
A lplarte 02 Crocodple, ok coloure betwene whpte and rullet, 
inclpnpnge lumwhat mote to whpte. This beaſt, is of forme 
and ape much Ipke to a barbed hoꝛſe with his barbes and 


flankettes in all popntes. And from vnder that which is the 
barbe and coperture, the tayle commeth koozth, and the feete 


in thepꝛ place, the necke allo and the caves in thepz partes, 


and in fpne all thynges in lpke Corte as in a barbed courler, 
Thep are of the bygnes of one of thele common dogges. They 
are not hurtkull. They are Eplthp, and haue they? habitation 
in certen hillockes of carthe where digginge with there keete 
thep make their dens verp deepe e the holes therok in like ma 
ner as do connpes. Thep are verpe excellent to be eaten, and 
ave taken with nettes and ſum allo killed with crolbowes. 
Thep are lpkewile taken often tpmes when the bufband men 
burie the ſlubble in lowpng time, oꝛ to renewe the herbage fox 
kpne and other beaſtes. haue often times eaten of theirtleſhe 
which lemeth to me of better taſt then kpddes debe, and hol: 
fome to be eaten. And if thele beaſtes had euer bpn leene in 
thele partes of the wooꝛlde where the kirſt barbed hoꝛles had 
their oziginal, no man wold indge but that the forme and tal: 
fhion of the coperture of hoꝛles kurniſched for the warres was 
kyrlie deupled by the lyght ok thele beadles. ee 
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There is alfo in the firme lande an other beatte cauled or vestes. 
Jo Formigaro. that is, the Ante beare. This bralle in heare and 
coloure, is much lyke to the beare of Spapne, and in mance 
of the lame makynge laue that he bath a much longer lnowt 
and is of enpll ſpght. They arc often tpmes taken only with 
ſtaues without any other weapon, and are not burcful. They 
are alſo taken with dogges bycaule they are not naturallp ars 
med althowgh they byte ſumwhat. They are founde for the 
moſte parte about and neare to the hyllockes where are great 
abundaunce ok antes. Foz in thele regions is engendered a Antes. 
certcpne kynde of antes verp lyttle and blacke, in the kpeldes 
and plapnes where as growe no trees, where bp thinſtinct of 
nature thele antes feparate them felues to engender far from 
the wood des for feare of chele beares: The whiche bpcauce 
they are kearekull, vple, and vnarmed (as J haue fapde) they 
kecpe euer in places full of trees vntyll very kamen and ntcel⸗ 
fitic,oz the great delice that they haue to fiede of thele antes, 
caule them to coomme owt of the wood des to hunte for them. 
Thele antes make a hyllocke of carth to the heyght of a man, 
oꝛ ſumwhat moe 02 leſle, and as bygge as a great chen, and 
fumepmes as bygge as a butte oꝛ a hogges head, and as hard 
as a once: So that they [come as thoughe they were ones 
{et vp to lymptte thendes and confines of certeyne landes. 
Within dthele hyllockes made of moſt harde earth, are innu⸗ 
merable and infinite lyttle antes, the which map bee gathered 
by bullhelles when the hyllocke is broken, Tie which when 
it is fumtpmes mopſied by rapne and then dꝛped agepne by 
the heate o£ the loonne, it breaketh and hath cert eyne [maul 
ryktes as lyttle and lubtyle as the edge of a knyfe. And it (ez 
meth that nature hath gyuen lenſe to thele Antes to kynde 
{uch a matter ot earth wherwith they map make the ſapde hu 
locke of luche hardenes that it map leeme a ſtronge pauement 
made al lyme and tone. And wheras J haue pꝛoued and care 
led lum of them to bee broken, J haue founde theim of fuche 
hardenes as ik J had not leene A coulde not haue belceucd: 
In lo muche that thep coulde ſcarlelp bee broken with pykes 
ok Aren: So ſtronge koztreſles doo thele lpttle beaſtes make 
koꝛ they lauegarde agepnft they aduerfarie the beare, Who 
is chiekely nurpſched bp them, and gpuen them as an enemie, 
Sleoꝛdynge tothe common pꝛouerbe which ſapth, Non e alcuna 
1 i ob, perfoug 
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11. perfona fi libera, 4 chimancht il ſuo Burgello: That is, there is no má fo fre 
that pach not his perlecutour or pꝛpuſe enemie. And here whe 
J conſpder the macueldus pꝛouidence wh ich nature hath ap: 
nen to theſe lyttle boddies, Y] caule to remembꝛaunce the wit 
tie lentence of Plinie, where lpeakyng of luch lpttle beaſtes, 
he ſapth thus. Why doo we maruaple at the towzebearpnge 
ſhoulders of Elephantes, and not rather where nature hathe 
placed fo many fences and luche induſtrp in luche lyttle bod⸗ 
dies? where is hearpnge, fmellpnge, fecinge, and keelpnge, 
pe, where are the vapnes & arteries (without which no beaſte 
can lpue oꝛ mouo) in thelſe Co lyttle boddies whereot fume are 
fo ſmaule that theyꝛ hole boddies can ſcarſelp be lene of owr 
- types, what Mall we then faye of the partes of the lame ? pet 
tuen amonge thele are there many of luch fagacitie and indu 
firpe as the lyke is not ſeene in beaſtes of greater quantitie, 
no 107 pet in man. ec, But to returne to the hyſtozie. This 
enemie which nature bach gpuen to thefe lyttle beattes, vleth 
this maner to aiTaple them. When he reſoꝛtethe to the hyl⸗ 
locke where the antes lpe hid as in theyꝛ koꝛtrelle, he putteth 
his toonge to one of the ryktes whero we haue [poker being 
as ſubtyĩe as the edge dt a lwooꝛde, and there wih continu: 
all lyckpuge, maketh the place mopit, the tome and froth of 
his mouth beinge of luch pꝛopertie that bp continual lycking 
the place; it enlargeth the rykte in ſuch Cort by lyttle and lyt 
tle, that at the length he ealely putteth in his toonge whiche 
he hath very longe and thynne, and much dilpꝛopoꝛtionate 
to his bodye. And when he hath thus made kree pa age koz 
his toonge into the hyllocke to put it eafelp in and opt at his 
plealure, then he thꝛuſleth it into the hole as karre as he can 
reache, and fo letteth it vette a good fpace butyl a great quan 
titie ok the antes (Whole nature veiopfeth in heate and mop⸗ 
lter) haue laden his tonge and as many as he can contepne in 
the holownelle therok: at which tyme be luddepnlp dꝛaweth 
it iuto his mouth and eateth them, and returneth agepne to 
the lame pꝛactile immediatly vntyl he haue eaten as manpe as 
hym lpiteth,o2 as longe as he can reache any with his tonge. 
The hetlhe of this beate, is kylthy and vnlauerp. But by rea 
[on of thextreme ſhyktes and necellitie that the Lh rian men 
were put to at thep? kpꝛſt commpnge into theſe partes, they 
were inkozced to pone al thynges and fo kel to e 
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thele btaſtes. But when they had founde moze delpcate mea: 


tes, they fell into hatred with this. Thele antes haue thap: 
peraunce of the place of thepꝛ enteraunce into the hyllocke, 


vnder the grounde. And this at lo lyttle a hole that it could 


hardelp be kounde pf certeyne ok them were not leene to pañe 
in and ot, But by this wap the beaves coulde haue no luch 


poure to hurte them as abone at the fapde ryktes as J haue 
fayde. There is an other frange beaſte whiche bp a name of 
contrary effecte, the Spanpardes caule Gagnuolo lezgiero, that 
is the lyght Dogge, wheras it is one of the lloweſte beaites in 
the woꝛlde, and lo heaup and dull in mouynge that it canne 
fcarlelp go Épétie pates in a hole day. Thele beaſtes are in the 
firme lande, and are verp ſtraunge to beholde for the dilpꝛo⸗ 
portion that they haue to all other beaſtes. They are abowte 
two fpannesin length when they are growne to thepz full 
byggenelle. But when they are verp pounge, thep are fume: 
what more guoile then longe. They haue fonte lubtple fiere, 
and in euery of them koure clawes lpke vnto byꝛdes, and ioy⸗ 
ned togyther. Vet are nother thepz clawes o2 thepꝛ fiete able 
to ſuſtepne theyd bodpes kromthe grounde. By reaſon wher⸗ 
of and by the heaupnelle of theyꝛ boddies, they dꝛawe they? 
bellpes on the grounde. Thepꝛ neckes are hygh and ſtrepght 
and all equall Ipke the pefile of a moꝛtet, which is altogpeber 
£quall cuen vnto the toppe withowt makpnge anp pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
on oz limilitude of a headde, 02 anp dyllerence excepte in the 
noddle. And in the toppes of thepꝛ neckes, they haue berpe 
Founde faces much ipke vnto owles: And haue a marke of 
thepꝛ owne heave after the maner of a cpꝛele whiche makethe 
thep2 faces ſeeme ſumwhat moze longe then large, They haue 
ſmaule epes and rounde: And nolirplles ipke vnto munkeps; 
Thep haue Ipetle mouthes, and moue theyꝛ neckes frome one 
fyde to an other as thoughe they were allonpllhed. Thepz 
chieke deſpꝛe and delpte is to cleaue and ſtycke fafe vnto trees 
oz fume other thynge whereby SN or clyme alofte; And 
therfore fo? the moſte parte, thele bealtes are kounde vppon 
trees whervnto cleaupnge fall, thep mounte vp bp lyttle and 
Ipttle, ſlepinge them lelues by thepz longe clawes. The cuz 
Joure of thep2 heave, is betwene cultet and whyte, and of the 
proper coloure of the heare of a welell. They haue no taples, 
AND thepe vopte is much Dyterpnge frome aser Peares i 122 
| | | ely the 
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thep lynge onelpinthe nyght: And that continnallp frome 
tyme to tyme ſpngynge euer [pre notes one hygher then an 02 
ther, fo faulpnge with the lame that the fprtte note is the 
hygheſt and the other in a baler tewne as pk a man ſhuld fap 
La, fol, fa, mi, re, vt. HO this beaſt lapth, Ha, ba, ba, ha, ha be, And 
donbreleTe, it feemeth vnto me, that as J haue fapdein the 
chapiter of the braſte cauled Bardsi, that thole beaſtes might 
bee thoziginall and document to imbarbe hozles, cuen fo the 
pi fic inuenture of muſpcke mpght {ceme bp the hearpnge of 
this bea to haut the fpr principles of that ſcpence rather 
then by anp other thyngt in the wozlde. But nowe to returne 
to the hyſtozie: J fap that in a forte {pace after this beafte 
hath foonge and bach pauled a whple, the returneth agepne 
to the felfc fame ionge, and Doth this only in the nyght and 
not in the dap. Bp reafon wherok and allo bpcante of her es 
upll fpabt, Athynke her to bee a nyght beaſte and the frende 
ok darkenelle. Sumtpmes the Lhuftian menne fpnde thele 
bealles and bꝛynge thepm home to thepꝛ howles, where alfo 
they creepe all abowte with theyz naturall Lowenelle, info 
much chat nother koz thzeatenpnge oz pꝛpckpnge thep wyll 
moue any kaſter then thepꝛ natural and accuſtomed pale. And 
pk thep kynde any trees, they creepe thyther immediatlp, and 
mounte to the toppe of the hygheſt braunche thereok, where 
they remapne continuallp for the (pace of eyght, oꝛ tenne, 03 
twentie Daves without eatpnge of any thinge as karre as any 
man can iudge. And wheras 3] my elke haue kepte theym in 
my boule, 3] coulde neuer perceaue other but that they lyue 
onelp of aper. And of the lame opinion are in maner all men 
of thole regions, bycaule they haue neuer fcene them eate anp 
thpnge, but euer turne thep2 heades and mouthes towarde 
that parte where the wynde bloweth moſt: whereby map bee 
conlpdered that thep take moſte pleafure in the aper. Thep 
byte not, no pet can byte, haupng verp Iprele mouthes. Thep 
are not venemous oꝛ nopous anp wap:but altogpther bꝛutiche 
and btteriy onpꝛokptable and without commoditie pet knotos 


en to men, faupuge onelp to moite thepz myndes to contem= | 


plate thinfinite poure of gad, who delpteth in the varietie ol 
creatures, wherbp appeareth the poure of his incompꝛehen⸗ 
lible wiledome and maieſtie fo karre to excede the capacitie ot 


mans vndernandeuge. Inu 
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In thele regions there ave likewile found cettepire koules oa > one | 
où bpꝛdes which the Indians caule Alcatraz, Thele are much 0 
bpgger then geele. The greatett parte of theyꝛ fethers are of 177 85 
ruſtet colonce, and in fume partes peloise, Thepꝛ bplles o: er, 
beakes are of two [pannes in length and verpe large neare to 
the heade, and growpnge fmaule towarde the popnte, They 
haue greate and large thzotes : And are much lpke to a foule 
which J lawe in Flaunders in Bzullelles in powre maieſties 
pallaice which the Flempnges caule Haina, And 3| remember 
that when powr mateſtie dpned one dap in pobore great haule 
there was brought to powre maieſties pꝛelence a chauderne of 
water with certepne fpilhes alyue, which the fapde foule did 
tate vp hole. And J thynke verelp that that koule was a foule 
of the fea bpcante thee had kiete Ipke foules of the waer as 
haue allo hele Alcurazi, which are lik ewyle fo nics of the lea: 
and of {uch greatnelle that J haue ſeene a bote core of a man 
put into the thꝛoates of one of thepm in Panam. in the peare pi; 
1521. And kazalmuch as in that coaſte of Panama, there pal? 
ſeth and lipeth a greate multitude ok thefe Alcatraxi beinge a 
thpnge very notable, J wpll declare the maner hereof as not 
oncly 3, but alle dpuers other nowe pꝛelente in powre maz 
ieſties courte haue often tymes kleene. Powre maieſtie hall 
therfore vnderſlande that in this place (as J haue fapde be: 
gore) the lea DÉ sur rpleth and fauleth two leagues and moze 
froin {pre houres to ſpxe houres: fo that when it increaleth, 
the water of the lea arryueth fo neare to the Doufes of raum 
as doth owre [ea (cauled Mare Mediterancum) in Barzalona oz in 
Maples. And when the layd increatpng of the fea commeth, 
there commeth allo therwith (uch a multitude of the fmaule 
fpithes cauled lardynes, that it is fo marueplous a thynge to 
beholde, that no man wolde beleuc it thar Dati not keene it. 
In lo much that the Cacique, (that is) the kynge of that land 
at luch tyme as J dwelt there, was bounde daply as he was 
commaunded bp powre maichics gouernour, to bzpnge oꝛdp⸗ 
narplpthꝛee canoas oꝛ barkes kult of the lapde ſardpnts and 
to vnlade the lame in the markette place, whiche were afters 
warde by the ruler of the citie diupded amonge the Th Man 
men without any coſte oz charge to any of them. In lo much 
that yk the people had bin a much greater multitude then they 
Mele, and as many as are at this prelents in Toldo 0 MO, 


Wal} 
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and bad none other thynge to lyue by, they myght haue byn 
fufficientlp luſtepned by thele lardynes, bpfpde thouerplus 
which chulde haue remapned. But to returne to the koules 


wherok we haue l[poken, As the lea commeth, and the lar: 


dynes with the lame, euen lo lpsetwple coome the lapde Alcaz 
trazxi therwith: and fipe continuallp ouer it in luche a multp⸗ 
tude, that thep appeare to couer thupper parte 02 Route of 
the water. And thus continue in mountpnge and kaulynge 
krom the aper to the water, and krom the water to the aper du 
rynge all che tyme of thepꝛ kyllhynge. And as loone as they 
haue taken anp of thele lardynes, they fipe abone the water 
and cate them incontinentlp, and luddepnlp returne agepne 
to the water fo? more, continuing thus courle bp courle with 
owt cealpnge. In lyke maner when the lea kauleth, they fo 
lowe there kpllhynge as J haue lapde. There goethe allo in 
the company of thele foules, an other kynde of koules cauled 
Coda inforcata, (that is) the forked taple, whereof Y haue made 
mention before, And as loone as the Alcaraz mounteth from 
the water with her prap of the lardpnes, ſuddepnlp this Cods 


inforcata gpueth her lo many ſtrokes, and lo periecuteth her, 


that thee cauleth her to let kaule the lardynes which hee hath 


in her mouth. The which as loone as thep are kaulne, and be 


foze they pet touch the water, the Codainforcars carcheth them 
euen in the kaule, in ſuche Corte that it is a great plealuce to 
beholde the combatte betwene them all the dape longe. The 
number of thele Alcarraxxi is ſuch, that the Chzpſtian mento 
are accuſtomed to fend to certepne Jlandes and rockes which 
are ticare abowte Parsma, with thepꝛ boates oz barkes to take 
thele Alestrazxi wWhple thep are pet pounge and can not fipes 
and kyll as many of them with ſtaues as thep wpll, butpll 
they haue therwith laden they? barkes oz canoas, Theſe 
pounge ones are fo farte and wel kedde that they can not bee 
taten. And are taken for none other intent but only to make 
greate foꝛ candels to burne in the nyght, for the whiche pur: 
pole it lerueth very well: and gyueth a cleave lyght, and bur 
neth.ealelp. After this maner and koz this purpole, innume⸗ 
table of themare kylde. And pet it lcemeth that the number 
of them that fpíThe koꝛ ſardpnes doo daply increale f 

There art other koules cauled Pagerefempies that is, fimplé 
fparotocs, Thee are ſump hat lee then lemewes e 
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khepꝛ flete lyke bnto great malardes: And Mande in the wa: 
ter lumtpmes. And when the ſhyppes laple kpktie oz a hun⸗ 
dꝛeth leaques abowte the Jlandes, thele foules beholdpnge 
the thyppes commyng towarde them, bꝛeake theyꝛ light and 
kaule downe vpon the faple pardes, maſtes, and cables therok. 
And are lo limple and folpſhe that they tarp vntpll thep mape 
cafelp be taken with mens bandes, and were therefore cauled 
pk the marpners limple [parowes. They are blacke, and bp: 
pon their blacke, haue theypꝛ headde and ſhoulders of fethers 
ofa darke ruſlet coloure. They are not good to bee eaten, al: 
thotogh the mariners haue lumtimes bin inkoꝛced to eate thé. 
There is an other kpnde ok bpides in the kpzme lande, 
which the Chꝛiſtians caule picum, bycaule thep haue very great 
beakes in refpecre of the lyttlenelle of theyz boddies: Foz 
thepꝛ beakes are very heaup and wape moze then thepꝛ hole 
hoddyes bylpde. Whele byꝛdes are no bygger then quaples, 
but haue a much greater buſhement of kethers, in lo much that 
thepꝛ kethers are moze then thepꝛ boddies. Thepꝛ kethers are 
herp kapꝛe and of many variable coloures. Thepꝛ beakes are 
a quarter of a parde in length 02 moze, and bendpnge downe 
to warde the carrbes and thrice kyngers bꝛode neare busto the 
heade. Thepz tonges are verp quilles, wherwith thep make 
a greate hyllpnge. Thep make holes in trees with thepꝛ bea: 
Kes, in the which thep make thepꝛ neſtes. And furelp thefe 
byꝛdes are maruelous to beholde ko; the great difference whi⸗ 


che they haue from all other byꝛdes that J haue fecne, altel 
foz thepꝛ toonges (which are quplles as 3] haue ſapde) as alſo 


forthe firangenette of thepꝛ ſpght and dil pꝛopoꝛtion of their 


greate beakes in reſpect of the reſt of theyꝛ boddies, There 


are no byꝛdes founde that pꝛoupde bett er foz the lafegarde of 
thepꝛ pounge in the tyme of theyꝛ bꝛeedpnge to bee withowte 
daunger of wylde cattes that thep enter not into thep2 nenes 
to deſtrope thep2 egges oꝛ pounge. And this alwell by rhe 
ſtraunge maner of bupldpng thepz nettes, as allo bp thepa 
owne defence. And therfore when they perceaue that the cat: 
tes approche towarde them, they enter into thepꝛ neſtes: and 


holdynge thepz beakes towarde thenttraunce of the lame, 


ſtande at theyꝛ Defence, and lo bere the cattes that they cauſe 
them to leaue thepꝛ enterpꝛy lle. us 

There are allo other byꝛdes oz fparotoes, tobíche the 
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Chziſlians bp contrarp eckect caule Mare, that is fooles. Whee 
as neuerthelelle there is no byꝛde that cheweth more toyt and 
cratte in dekendynge her pounge from perell. Theke byꝛdes 
are lyttle and in maner blacke, and Cumetobat bygger then 
owre thꝛullhes. They haue certeyne whpte kethers in theyz 
neckeg, and the lpke lagacitie oz ſharpenes of [enfe as haue 
the byꝛdes oꝛ ppes cauled Guxxuole; They ſeldome tpmes lighe 
vppon the earth. They mate thepꝛ nenes in trees ſeparated 
from other, bycaule the wylde cattes (cauled Mammoni) àre ac 
cuſtomed to leape frome tree to tree, nat delcendpnge to the 
ground for feare ot other beaſtes, excepte when t hey are en 
fozced by thpꝛſte to coomme downe to dꝛynke at luche tymes 
as they are fure not to bee moleſted. And for this cauſe doo 
not thele byꝛdes make thepꝛ neſles but in trees farre diupded 
from other. They make them of a cubette in length oz moze, 
after the maner of bagges oz lyttle fackes, large at the bor: 
tome, and growpnge narower and narower towarde the 
mouth wherebp they ave kaſtened: haupnge the hole whereat 
they enter into the lacke, of luch bpggenes as map onelp {uk 
fice to reteaue them. And to thende that the cattes mape not 
deuoure thepz pounge pk thep chaunce to mounte vppon the 
trees where thep haue thepꝛ neſtes, they ble an other crakte, 
which is to make thepꝛ neſtes in thycke bꝛaunches of trees, 
and to dekende the lame with ſharpe and ſtronge thoꝛnes im: 
plycate and ſet in ſuch oꝛder that no man is able to make the 
lpke. So that the cattes can bp no meanes put thepꝛ legges 
into the hole of che neſte to take owte the pounge byꝛdes, al: 
well for the ſharpenes of the thoꝛnes as alſo foꝛ the depth of 
the neſtes, in the bott ome wherok, the pounge birdes reſt with 
dint daunger of thepꝛ enemie. Foꝛ [um of thepꝛ ncfics bepnge 
three oꝛ foure ſpannes in lengthe, the legge of the catte can 
not reache to the bottome therok. They vle alſo an other pol 
licie: Which is, to make manp ok thepꝛ neſtes in one tree The 
which they doo forone of thefe two caules: that is, that ep: 
ther of theyꝛ owne naturall dilpolition they are accuſtomed 
to go in great multitudes, e reiople in the company of theyꝛ 
owne generation as do the byꝛdes which we caule ſtares, 02 
elles to thintent that pk it ſhoulde lo chaunce that the cartes 
Gul de clyme the trees where they make theyꝛ neſtes, they 
might bee a greater company to velꝑas and molen the Wer 
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at whole appꝛoch they make a fcaveful and terrible erp, wher it 5 


bp the cattes are put to Apghe, | 


Furt hermoꝛze, in the firme land, and in the Flandes, there 


are certepne byꝛdes canled piche 02 Gaxxuole, lümewhat ipke 
vnto thole which we caule woodwaules, oz woodpeckes, be⸗ 
inge lelle then owrs of Spapne. Thefe are altogither blacke,: 
and go hoppynge and leapyng. They? beakes are alfo blacke 
and of the lame kallhyon as are the popingiaps beakes. They 
haue longe taples, and are lumwhat bygger then ſlares. 
There ate other byꝛdes cauled Firtadeli, whiche are tyke 
vnto cert epne greene bpꝛdes whiche the Italpans canle Frirs 


guelli: and are ot ſcuen coloures. Thele byꝛ des for feare of the 
kattes, ate ener woonte to make thepz neſtes ouer the bankes 


of tpucrs 02 the fea, where the bꝛaunches ok trees lo reache 
ouer the water that with a lpttle wepght thep mape bowe 
downe to the water. Thepꝛ neſtes are made fo neare the top: 
peor the draunches that when the catres coome theron, the 
zaunches bende towarde the water, and the cattes turne 
backe agepne for feare of faulpnge, Foz althoughe no beaſte 
in the woꝛlde bee moze malicious then this, pet whereas the 
moſte parte of beaſtes are naturally inclpned to lwymme, this 
catte hath no maner of aptenelſe thereunto, and is therefore 
Toone dꝛowned oz frangeled in the water, and by a pꝛpuie 
Senfe ot nature feareth the daunger which he can not elcape. 
Thele byꝛdes make thepꝛ neſtes in luche forte. that althowgh 
thep bee weete and kylled with water, pet doo chip lo ludden 
ly tple vp ageyne, that the pounge byꝛdes are not thereby 
Hurte oz dꝛowned. f | | 
There are alfo many npahtpngalcs and other bpꝛdes tb 
che ſpnge marueloullp with great melodie and dptference in 
fyngpnge, Thele bpides are of marueldus dpuers coloures 
the one from the other. Sum are altogither pelowe, and lum 
other of lo excellente, Delectable, and hyghe a coloure as it 
weare a rubpe. Ot her arc alfo of dpuers and variable co: 
loures: ſum of fewe coloures, and other fume all of one coz 
loure: beinge all fo fapꝛe and bewtikull, that in bipabineíte 
and chynynge they excell all that are ſeene in Epopne, or Ita⸗ 
Ep oꝛ other pꝛouinces of Europe. Many of thefe are taken 
with nettes, ipme twygges, and lpꝛynges of dpuers fortes, 
Dyxners other ſoꝛtes of greate ee lpke vnto 1 
153 Cab, and 
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and fuche other as lyue of pꝛap, are kounde in the kirme ande 


: oF fuche diuerlitie, that it is in mauer impoTible to delcrpbe 


them all particularly, And forafmuche as Y haue moze large

Cordes. 02 this Clothe that mape be made of the krute of Coca, 
by realon of the great plentie that thep haue of the bomba ae 
oꝛ cotton of the goſlampine trees. The krute which is in He 
mpdden of the lapde tole, is (as J haue Capde) as bygge as 
á mans fpfle, and lumtpmes twple as bpgge and moze. It is 
in forme, lpke vnto a walnutte, oꝛ lum other rounde thynge 


ſumwhat moze longe then large, and very harde. The tpnde 


ot barke herok, is as thpche as the cpꝛele of letters of a viale 
ok plate. And within, there cleaueth falte to the rpnde ok the 
nutte a carnolitie or lubſtaunce ot cooznel, of the thockenelle 
of halfe a fynger oꝛ of the leat kynger of the hande : And is 
Ware whpte, lee vnto a faye Almonde, and ol Wine

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and mort pleafaunt, when this fenite is chewed, there vez 
mapne certepne crummes as do the lpke of almondes. pet if it 


bee lwalowed downe, it is not vnplealaunt. Foz althowgh 


that after the iewle oz mopfiure bee gonne downe the thꝛote 
before the lapde crummes bee lwalowed, the reſte whiche is 
raten leeme fumiobat ſharpe oꝛ ſower, pet doth it not lo great 


ip offende the taſte as to bee caſte awap. Whyle this cows is 


pet kreche and newly taken from the tree, they ble not to eate 
of the fapde carnolitie and frute : But kpꝛſte bearpnge it verp 
much, and then frapnpnge it, they Dawe a mylke thereof, 
much better and lweeter then is the mylke of beattes, and of 


much ſubſtaunce: The which the Chꝛiſtian men of thole regi⸗ 


ons put in the toꝛtes 02 cakes which they make of the grapne 
OF NMaixium wherok they make thepz bꝛeade, o? in other bꝛeade 
as we put bꝛeade in porrage : So that by realon of the fapde 
mplke of cocus, the torres are moze excellent to be eaten with 
ptot offence to the ſtomake. Thep are fo pleafaunte to the 
tañte, and leaue it alwell fatilfped as thowghe it had byn dez 
Iptcd with many delycate dylſhes. But to proceade further, 
powre maieſtie Hall vnderſtand, that in the place of the fone 
O2 coognell, there is in the myddeſt of the lapde carnolitie, a 
vopde place, which neuerthelelle is full of a moſte cleave and 
excellent water, in luch quantitie as mape kyll a greate cage 
Cell, 02 moze oz leſle accoꝛdynge to the byggenelle of the co: 
wus, The which water ſuerlp, is the moſte lubſtantial, ercelz 
lent and precious to be dꝛoonke, that mape bee kounde in the 
horde, In fo much that in the momente when it palleth the

There are kurthermoze in the kirme lande, trees of fuche 
byggenelte that J dare not ſpeake therok but in place where 
31 haue fo many wptnelles which haue feene the lame as wel 
ás A. Flap therfore, that a leaque from Dariem 02 the citie 
of Sancti Maria Antiqua, there palleth a rpuer verp large e Diepe, 
which is cauled ci: ouer the which the Indians had lapde 
à greate tree lo trauerlinge the lame that it was in the Meade 
ok a bꝛydge, the which 3 mp ielfe with dpuers other that are 
at this prefent in powre maieſties courte, haue okten tpmes 
pated ouer. And kozalmuch as the layde tree had lpne longe 
there, and by the great weight therof was fo ſhzonke downe⸗ 
warde and partelp couered with water that none could pate 
ouer it but were weete to the knee, J being then in the peare 
e522, thofficial of Juſtice in that citie at powre maieſties aps 
popntemente, canfed an other greate tree to bee lapde in that 
place whiche in ipke maner trauerled the rpuer and reached 
moꝛe thé kpktie Foote ouer the further (pde, This tree was ers 
ceadpnge greatt, and reſted abone the water moze then tivos 
cubptes.

From the which (pꝛygges o2 trunkes, as loone as the cluſter 
of the krute is taken away, the plante begpnneth to dꝛpe and 
wyther, which then thep take owt of the grounde bpcaule it 
both none other then occupie it in vapne and without pꝛokpt.

plie, that it is a thynge in maner incredible, Thep are excea⸗ 
dynge mopſte. In ko much that when they are plucked vp kr 
the place wher thep gro v, there ¡Mhewerb fort} a great quan 
titie of water as well owte of the plante as owte of the place 
where it grewe: In luche forte that all the mopfture of the 
earth karre abotote, myght leeme to bee gathered to gyther a⸗ 
botote the trunke oz blocke ok the lapde plante: with the 
frutes whereok, the antes are lo karre in loue, that thep are 
fecne in great multitudes in the branches of the plantes, So 
that for che multitude thereok it ſumetpme fo chaunceth that 
men are inkoꝛced to take awap the latans frome thepz pols 
ſellion. Thele krutes are kounde at all tymes of the peare. 
There is allo an other kynd of wyld plantes that groweth 
in the kpeldes: which J haue not leene but in the Jlande ot 
Dilpaniola, althowgh thep be kounde in other Jlandes ok 
the Indies. Thele thep caule Tunas, bep growe of a thiſtle 
full of thoznes, and bipnge kooztha kruite muche Ipke vnto 
great kygges, which haue a crowne lpke medlers, and ate 
within ot a hyghe coloure, with grapnes and the rynde lyke 
nto afpage. Thep are ok good taſte: And growe abundant⸗ 
ly iu the kyel des in manp places, They woorke a ſtraunge ek⸗ 
kecte in ſuche as eate them. Foz ik a manne eate two oz three 
où more, thep cante his vrine to bee ok the verpe coloure of 
bludde, which thynge chaunced once to mp felfe, At whiche 
tpme as J made water and lawe the colour of mp vrine, J en:

There groweth alfo an other plante whiche the people of 
the countrey caule Bibaos, This putteth fozth certepuc Greighe 
bzaunches and verp bꝛode leaues which the Indians ble tor 
dyuers purpofes. Foz in lum places thep couer th:y2 houles 
with the leaues therok cotoched and layde after the maner ol 
ghetche, wherunto it feructh very well. Humtpmes al to whe

it rapneth, they caſt theſe ouer theyꝛ heades to dekende them 


rom the water. Thep make allo cert eyue chefies whiche 
they caule Has, Weaued after a ſtraunge loꝛte and intermixt 
with the leaues of this Bibsos, Thele chefits are wrought in 
Such fozt, that although it rapne vpon them, oz they chaunce 
to fanle into the water, pet are not luch thynges wette as are

Bihaos with the leaues weaued togyther therwith. In thele 
they keepe falte and other lubtyle thynges. Thep vie thepm 
allo for an other purpole, which is this: That findyng them 
in the fieldes at fuch tyme as they haue fcatfeneTe of bpttap: 
les, they dygge vp the rootes ok thele plantes whple they are 
pet pounge, oz cate the plante it felfe in that parte where it is 
moſte tender, which is from a foote vnder the grounde, where 
it is as tender and wohpte as a reede oꝛ bulrullghg e. 
f And koꝛalmuch as wee are nowe coomme to thend of this 
narration, it commeth to mp rememberaimce to make menti: 
on ok an other thynge which is not farce from my purpofe, 
And this is howe the Indians do ſtapne o2 dpe cloth of bom: 
Mage. cotton, oz any other thynge which thep intende to dye 
of dyuers coloures: as blacke, tatony, greene, blewe, pelowe, 
And redde, whiche they doo with the barkes 01 ryndes, and 
Jeaues of certepne trees, whiche they knowe bp experience to 
bee good foꝛ this pꝛactiſe.

FEE t apples wherewith the Indian Cambales 
faved e inueneme thepz arrowes, growe on certepne 
trees couered with manp bꝛaunchesand leaues 
FF Velo Herp greene and growyng thicke. They 
„ Nare laden with abundaunce of thele eupll kru⸗ 

e tes, and haue they? leaues lpke the leaues of 


a peare tree, but that they are leite and rounder. The krute 


is much lyke the mufcadell peares of the Jlande of Sicilie oz 
Naples in kozme and byggenelle: ann ave in lum partes ftp 


ned with redde fpottes, and of very lweete fanoure. There 


trees for the moſte parte, growe euer bp the Tea coaſtes and 
neare vnto the water: And are lo fapꝛe and of pleafaunte Cac 
nour, that there is no inane that leethe theym but pl delpre 
to eate ther. 

In fo much that it it may bee f poken of any frute pet grow 
vnge on the carth, 3 wolde fape that this was the vnhappp 
krute wherof owre fpette parentes Adam and Luc taſted,wher 
by they both loſt theyꝛ felicitie and procured death to them a 
thep2 poſteritie. Ot thele krutes, and ok the greate antes 
whole bptpnge cauleth lwellpuge (whereok Y haue {poker 
els where) and of the tutes oꝛ lpfartes, and vppers, and luch 
other venemous thynges, the Canibales which are the chyeke⸗ 
archers amonge the Indians, are accuſtomed to poplon chers 
arrowes wherwith they kyll all that thep woun dee. 

Thele venemes thep mengle togpther and make thereok a 
blacke malle oz compolition which apptareth lpke vnto very 
blacke pytche. Ok this poyſon 3] canted a great auantitie td 
be burnt in Sancte Maria Antique in à place two Icaques and moze 
within the lande, with a greate multitude of theyꝛ inuenemed 
arrowes and other munition, with alſd the houle wherein 


they were relerued. This was in the peare. 15 14. at ſuche 
tome as than ar Kaen e capitapne Pedrerss ds vila 40. : 
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the commaundemente of the Catholpke kynge Dox Ferdinando, 
But to returne to the hyſtozp. Thele apples (as J haue ſaid) 


grawe neare bnto the lea. And wheras the Chziſtians which 


Terne powr maiefiie in thele parties, ſuppole that there is no 
remedy fo profptable for {uch as are wounded with tele ars 
rowes, as is the water of the fea ik the wounde be much wal 
red theriwith, by which meanes lum haue elcaped although 
but kewe, pet to lape the trewthe, albeit the water of the fea 
haue a certepne cauſtike gualitte agcpnft poplon, it is not a ſut᷑ 
ficient remedy in this cafe : noꝛ pet to this dap haue the Chꝛi 
ſtians perceaued that of fiftie that haue byn wounded, thice 
haue recouered. But that powr maieſtie map the better conlp⸗ 
der the force of the veneme ok thele trees, powe Mall further 
vnderuande that pk a man doo but repole bpm lelke to lleepe 
a lyttle whyle vnder the ſhadow of the lame, he hath his bead 
and eyes lo [wolne when he tpfech, that the eye lpddes are 
iopned with the chekes, And ik it chaunce one dꝛoppe 02 moze 
ok che de we ok the layde tree to kaule into the epe, it vtterlp 
deltropeth the lyght. The peſtilent nature of this tree is luci 
that it can not bee declared in kewe wooꝛdes. Ok thele there 
Jroweth greate plentie in the goulfe of vraba towarde the 
Hoꝛth coat on the Welle and Lake lyde. The wood of thele 
trees when it burneth, maketh fo gieate a ſtynke that noo 
man is able to a byde it, bp reaton it caufeth lo great a pepne 
in che headde t. „ 
Amonge other trees which are in thele Indies as well in 
the landes as in the kirme lande, there is an other kynde 
which they caule x:gues wherok there is great plentie. They 
are verp hygh and ſtrepght, and kapze to beholde. Ok thele 
they. vle to make pphes and tanelyns of dyuers lengthes and 
byggenelle. They are ok a fapre colour betwene rulette and 
whypte. This tree bꝛyngeth kooꝛth a greate krute as bygge as 
Vapauer oz poppie and much lpke therunto. It is verp good 
to be eaten when it is rppe. Owte ok this they gette a very 
Cleave water wherwith they wakhe theyz legges and fume: 
tymes all thepz hoddpes when sep feele they: Hebe werpe, 
- fapnt 502 loofe., The which water, bylpde that it Hath a byn 
dynge qualitie, it hath allo this pꝛopertie, that what fo euer 
it toucheth, it ſteyneth it blacke by lpttle and lpttle vntyll ie

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in leſle ſpace then tente oꝛ twelue dapes. And ik the nayle bee 
but touched therwith it is lo ſteined that it can by no meanes 
bee taken away vntpll it epther kanle of, 02 growe owte and 
bee clypped away bp lyttle and lyttle, as Amp felfe haue of:

There is an other kynde of trees whith thep caule Hobi.

abundaunce. Thepꝛ krute is verp good, and of good tak and 
fauoute, and much lpke vnto certepne damlons oz prunes be 
inge lyttle and pelowe. But they: fonc is verp great: by rea 
fon wherok thep haue but lpttle mcate. They: barke oz rynde 
bopled in water, maketh a holſome bache for the legges, bp:

beddes wherin thep lleepe. | dei aa 
There are allo a kpnde of hyghe date trees and full o: 
thoznes, The woodde of thele is moſte excellent: beinge bes 
rp blacke, and ſhynpnge, and fo heaup that no parte thereof 
can Copmme abone the water, but lpnketh immediatlp to the 
bottome, Ok this woodde thep make thepꝛ arrowes and dar 
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A haue thought good allo to fpcake fumbphat of herbes. pon 
fall therefore vnderſtande that in theſe Indies there is an 
herbe much lpke vnto a pelowe Ipllie, abowte whole leaues 
there growe and crecpe cert epne coꝛdes 02 laces. as the lpke 
is partly ſeene in the herbe which we caule laled lauerp. Bue 
theſe ok the Indies are muche bpgger, and longer: and fo 
ſtronge that thep tye thepꝛ hangpnge beddes therebp whiche 
they caule Hamacas Wherok we haue lpoken ellwhere. Thele 
codes, thep caule cabuia and Hezequer, which are al one thing 
ſaupnge that Henequen is lelle and ok a kpner ſubſtaunce as it 
were line: And the other is groller lpke the wycke oꝛ twpfte 
ok hempe, and is imperkecte in comparilon tothe other.

3 thé fea coaſles of rhe kirme lande, there ate 
dpuers and lundzp kyndes ok kyllhes muche 
ditkerpnge in ape and forme, And althonghe 
it be impollible to {peake of all, pet wpll $ 
make mention ok lum. And kyꝛſt to begynne at 
kardpnes, powe hall vnderſtande that there

therfpithes are thele: Moxarre, Diabace, Bꝛettes, Dabaos, Tout 
backes, and Salmons. All thele and dpuers other which 3 
don ot now remember, are taken in great quantitie in rpuers. 
There are lpkewple taken very good creuphes. There are 
allo founde in the lea, certepne other kpllhes: as ſoles,macke 
telles, turbuttes, Palamite, Lixxe, Polpi, Chieppe, Xaibas, Locuſtes, 
Opſters, exccadpnge great Torfoples, and Tiburoni ok mars 
uelous byggenelle: Allo Manates, and Qurene, and manpe 
other fpllhes which haue no names in oure language. And 
thele of luch dmerlitie and quantitie as can not bee expꝛelled 
withont large weptynge and longe tyme. But to let palle to 
intreate particulerlp ot the multitude of fpíTbes, J intende to 
ſpeake chicfelp and lumwhat largelp of three lores of moſte 
no table fpllhes: wherok the fyꝛſt is, the great Toztopſes, the 
feconde is cauled Tiburon, and the thyꝛde Ganate. And to 
begpnne at the Epic, J ape that in the Jlande of cubs, are 
founde great Toztoples (which are certeyne ſhell kylches) of 
{uch byggenelle that tenue 02 kpkteene men are ſcarkelp able 
to lpfte one of them owt of the water, as J haue byn infor: 
med of credible perlons dwellynge in the lame lande, ‘ry 


_, Coomme ont of the (ca and bꝛinge fooꝛth theyꝛ egges and go 


* Mpeat fuche tomes as they coome kurth of the lea as J haue 
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be that which 3 mp felfe haue ſeene, J can telülkte that in the

By thele wooꝛdes it dooth appeare that in otold tyme the 
ſapde nauigation by the wap of the redde lea, was wel know 
en and muche krequented, and perhappes more then it is at 
this pꝛelent. In lo much that the aunctent kynges of Egypt 
conliderpng the great profpte of the cuſtomes they had by the 
viages ef the red fea, e wyllyng to make the fame moze eaſp 
€ commodious, attempted to make a kolle oz chanel which 
ſbulde begynne in the laſte parte of the fapde fea, where was 
a citie named Arlinoe (which perhappes is that that is nowe 
cauled Sues) and ſhulde haue reached to a branche of the rp⸗ 
wer of Rilus named Pelulio, which emptieth it lelfe in owre 
fea towarde the Eaſt abowt the citie of Damiata. Thep deter 
mpred allo to make thꝛee caufeís or hyghe wapes by lande, 
which thulde pale from the lapde bꝛaunche to the citie of Ar: 
linde: but they kounde this to dickiculte to bꝛpnge to pate. 
In kine, kynge Tolomeus furnamed Philadelphus, oꝛdepned 
an other wap: as to faple vppon Milus agepnſt the comule of 
the rpuer bute the citie ot Copto, and from thenle to paTe by 
a deſerte countrep vutpll thep coome abone the redde lea to a 
citie named Berenice oꝛ SPioformo, where thep imbarked all 
thepꝛ marchaundies and wares for JUDÍA, Ethiope, and Ara 
bie, as appeareth by the weptynge kpꝛſt of Strabo (who wp 
teth that he was in Egypt e) and a Bp linic who was in 
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the tyme of Womitian.Strabo allo ſpeaking ot the faph koll⸗ 
03 trench which was made toward the ved lea, wꝛpteth thus 

There is a trenche that goth towarde the red ta and the 
goulfe of Arabie, and ta the eitie of Arſinoe, which lum caul 
Cleopatrida: and paſteth by the lakes named Amari (that is) 
bitter, bicante in deede they were fpꝛſt bytter. But akter that 
this trenche was made and the ryuer entered in, ehep became 
ftocete, and are at this pꝛeſent full of fonles of the wat er hp 
realon of theyꝛ plealauntneſte.

In the kurtheſt part of the qoulfe of Aras 
bie, is a porte cauled Danco, fr whenle they determpned to 
bꝛynge a nauigable trench unto the rpuer of Nilus, where as 
is the fpr Delta.

the porte cauled Straua. And he ſerneſtly ackirmed that frome 
Straua, is an eaſp and fate nauigation vnto the marte towne 
of Cit rachan o; Aſtrachan and the mouth of the rpuer Volga 
and krom thenle euer agepnſt the courfe of the rpuers, as Wa! 
ga, Dicha, and Molcho, vnto the citie HJofcha, and frame 
thence bp lande to Riga and into the lea of Sarmatia and all 
the well regions. Foz he was vehemently and more then of 
equitic accenled and pꝛouoked by the iniuries of the poz tuga 
les, who hauynge bp force of armes lubdued a great parte of 
India, and poiteited all the marte townes, takpnge holp into 
they? handes all the trade of {pices to bꝛynge the lame into 
Spayne, and neuerchele de to fell them at a moze greuous and 
intollerable price to the people of Europe then euer was hard 
of bekoze: And furthermore kepte the coaſtes of the Indian 
fea Co ſtraightly with continuall nauies, that rbofe trades 
are thereby lekte ok, which were before crerciled by the goulfe 
of Perlia and towarde the puer of Euphꝛateg, and allo bp 
the ũüreightes ol the lea of Arabia and the ryuer Nulus, and 
in kine by owre lea: by which trade all Alia and Europe was 
abundantly Cacifficd and better cheape then hathe byn fence 
the Poztugales had the trade in theyꝛ bandes with fo manpe 
incommodities of luch longe viages wherbp the (pices are lo 
cazrupted by thinkection of the poompe and other kylthynelle 
of the Hippes, that theyz naturall favour, taſte, and qualitie 
al well herebp as by thepꝛ longe relerupng in the choppes, fel: 
lers, and wacebontes in Lullheburne, vanpiheth and refol: 
ueth, fo that rel eruynge euer the krellheſt and newette, thep 
fel only the wooꝛſt and moſt cozrupted. But Paulus, although 
in all places he erneſtly and vehementlp argued of thele thin⸗ 
ges, and ſiprred great malice and hatred agepnſt the porra: 
gales, actirmpnge that not onlp therbp the cuftomes and reue 
newes of pꝛinces ſhulde bee much greater if that vpage might 
bee diſcoueced, but allo that (pices myght bec bet er cheepe 
bowgbt at the bandes of the Moſcouites, pet coulde he noz 
thinge auaple in this Cure, fozalmuche as Dube Balis 
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thowahe it not good to make open oz diſclole bnto a ſfraun⸗ 
ger and vnknowne man, thole regions which gine enterance 
to the les Caſpium and the kpugedomes ok Perlia. Paulus 
therkoze excludynge all hope of further trauaple, and become 
nowe of a marchaunte an Ambafladoure, bꝛowoght Bafilins 
letters (pope Leo beinge nowe Departed) to Adriane his luc⸗ 
celloure, in the whiche he declared with honozable and rene: 
rende woozdes his good topli and fanozable mpnde towarde 
the byllhop of Nome. Foz a kewe peares before, Balilius (ther 
kreppnge warres agepnhe the Polones at Lucie tyme as the 
generall counfaple was cclebꝛate at Laterane) requpzed bp 
John, kynge ok Denmarke (the father of Chꝛiſtierne who 
was of late expulſed from his kpngedome) that late paage 
myght bee graunted to chambaTadaurs of Mol couta to go to 
Rome. But wheras it lo chaunced, that kenge John and 
pope Julius dyed both in one dap, wherbp he lacked a conue 
nient lequeſter oꝛ Colicicoure, he omittted his confultation as 
touchpnge that legatie. After this, the warre twared Dot be: 
twene him and Sigifmunde the kynge of Polonie: who obres 
nynge the bictorie ageinſt the Moſcouites at Bozilthene, ſußp 

plications were decreed in Rome for the ouerthꝛowe and van

monde that vpage towarde the Calle, fente Dom agepne with 
letters to Mokcou:a, by the which with propente and krend: 
ip perkualions, he exhoꝛted Batilius to acknowolcage the ma: 
ieſtie of the Ramane churche, and to make a perpetuall leage 
and agreement in matters ok religion, which thynge ſhuld be 
not onlp fos the health of bis foule, but aifo greatip to thin: 
create of his hondur: And kurther pꝛompled, that dy the holp 
autozitie of his office he wolde make bpm a kynge and gpue 
Dom kyngelp oznamentes, ik retectpng the Doctrine ok the 
recreos, he wolde conkozme bpm felfe to thautozitie of the 
Momanc churche. Foz Balilius delpzed the name and tptle 
ok a kyngeb pthallignation of the bylchoppe of e 
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much as beindged that to apperteyne to the catholpke right 
and the bp Thoppes maieſtie, ok whome (as he knewe rpghet 
well) euen Thempcrours chem felues by an auntientcuftome 
haue veceaucd there inlignes of honoure with the Diademe 
and ſcepter of the Komane Empire: althowghe it is fapde 
that he required the fame of Themperour Maximiliant by ma: 
np ambailades, Paulus therfore who with more pꝛolperous 
iozneys then grcat vantage, had from his pouth trauapled a 
greate parte ot the world, althowgh he were nowe aged and 
fore vexed with the ſtrangurie, came with a profperous and 
{pay ioznap to Sofcouta, where he was gentelp reccaued ol 
Balilius, and remayncd in his courte kor the pace of too 
moncthes. But in fine, miſtruſtynge bis otene firenath, and 
deterred by the diticultie of lo greate a ioincye, when he had 
vtterly put alway all his imaginations and hope ot this trade 
to India, returned to Rome with Demetrius thamballadour 
of Balihius, before we pet thowgtzt that he had byn in Mol: 
couia. The bpllhoppe commaunded that Demetrurs Huld bee 

lodged in the moſt magnificét and pꝛincelp part of the boufes 
of Giaticane, the rouckes of whole edifics are gvited and em: 
bowed, and the chambers richly kurnyllhed with lpiken bed 
des and cloth of Arrele. Wyllynge kurthermoze that he ſhuld 
bee honozablp receaued and velkured with filke. De allo af: 
figned Francilcus Cheregatus the bpithoppe of Apzutium (a 
man that had often tymes byn amballadoure to Diners regp⸗ 
ons) to accompanie hym and fete bpm thoꝛder and rites ot 
piore religion with the monumentes and maners ok the citie. 
Furthermoze, when Demetrius had certepne dapes reſte d and 
recreate him felfe, waſchyng away the fplth he had gathered 
bp reafon ok the longe bpage, then appärelled with a kapze 
vedture akter the maner of his conntrey, he was bꝛowght to 
the bylchoppes pꝛelence, whom he honoured kneelpnge with 
great humilit ie and teuerence (as is the maner) and therwith 
pꝛelented vnto his holpnes certepne furres of Sables in his 
due name and in the name ak his pꝛince, and alſo delpuered 
the letters of Balthus, which they before, and then the Zl:

Hor he is nowe deliuered of the keuer into the whiche he fell

he was not only pꝛel ente at the popes malle celebzated with 


great folemnitie in the honour ok fapnt Colmus and Damian 
“but came allo into the Senate at ſuch tyme as Cardinal Lam 
pegius commpnge fpaft from the legacie of annonia, was re 
ceaucd of the pope and all the nobilitte of the couvre: And fur

But when thep haue confumed the fpílbe and wylde beaſtes 
in one place, they remoue to an other. Furthermoze alfo the 
lapde amballadours of the prince of Moſcouia, declared that 
in the lame partes they lawe certeyne hygh mountapnes con 
tinuallp calpnge kurth flames of kyꝛe as doth the mount apne 
of Etna in the lande of Sicilia: and chat cuen in Rozwap, 
manp mountapnes are kaulen downe and burnte in maner to 
allhes with luch continuall flames. Which thynge lum con: 

And as 
concernpnge thefe mountapnes of Nozwap, when Y] was tene 
ambañadour to CThziſtierne kynge ot Denmarke, J was infos 
med the lpke by the gouernours ok Mozwape who chaunced 
at that tyme to bee prelent there.

only they but other metals allo perhappes moe necellarie al⸗ 
thodogh not fo precious, are thynges woonthp to bet better 
knowen then only by name, fpeb they are thinſtrumentes ot 
all artes, the prices of all thynges, the oꝛnamentes of al big: 
nities, and not the leaſt portion of nature, wherby the couté:
